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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I — The Government Expenditure Plan — provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship 
of the Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget) and key elements of the Main Estimates; 


Part II — The Main Estimates — directly supports the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and the amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 


March; and 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans — In April of 1997 the House of Commons approved a motion that split the Part III 
into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year time horizon. 
The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board, on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These docu- 
ments are to be tabled on or before 31 March, referred to committees and reported back to the House of Commons pursuant — 
to Standing Order 81(4). | 

(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved — 

against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 

recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 

Administration Act.

These measures stem from the Improved Reporting to Parliament Project which was initiated as part of the revamped Expenditure 
Management System announced in January 1995. The central objective of this Project was to improve expenditure management infor- 
mation and accountability to Parliament. This was to be accomplished through a focus on results within a more strategic, multi-year _ 
perspective on program delivery. 


Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation pri- — 
orities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved in 


Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and management 
of public funds.

Section I: Message from the Administrator of the Court 


Several years ago, the Federal Court embarked on a process of fundamental change to 
accelerate the resolution of cases, and to enhance access to the justice system. After 
extensive consultation, a case management approach was planned and developed, and new 
Federal Court Rules introducing case management went into effect on April 25, 1998. 
Under this approach, Judges are empowered to regulate the pace at which cases are 
processed and adjudicated. Complementing this change, the Rules also introduced dispute 
resolution services as an alternative to some of the complex and costly litigation processes 
of the past. 


At the same time, following recommendations contained in a report by the Auditor General 
which was tabled in the House of Commons on April 22, 1997, the Court undertook to 
review Court and Registry operations for effectiveness, accessibility and economy. 


The Registry was challenged to support the Court’s commitment to these important 
changes. I am proud of our successful response in developing and introducing completely 
new operations. The transition to case management and dispute resolution services has set 
the stage for re-thinking virtually every aspect of our operations, and the implications for 
informatics and staff training in particular are truly significant. 


As we deal with these fundamental changes in the Court’s operations during the new fiscal 
year, we will continue to focus on the Court’s direction to provide the widest possible 
access to our services. In keeping with our longer-term mission and objectives, the 
Registry continues to work with the Court for the disposition of cases without delay while 
striving to provide cost-efficient services to litigants at the lowest possible cost to the Court. 


The workload of the Court and Registry, gauged by the year-over-year level of new cases 
filed with the Court, continues to grow at a steady rate. Gaining experience with the new 
Rules will expose their real impacts and costs, and lead to further innovations in the 
informatics and support systems developed for their implementation. 


I look forward to informing readers of the continuing developments in these areas in next 
year’s Report on Plans and Priorities.

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Section II: Registry Overview 
Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


Pursuant to the Federal Court Act, R.S.C. 1985, c. F-7, section 3, the Federal Court of 
Canada is a superior court of record, having civil and criminal jurisdiction, for the better 
administration of the laws of Canada. 


The Federal Court of Canada has broad jurisdiction over matters such as cases by and 
against the Crown, appeals under numerous federal statutes, disputes in various commercial 
matters including admiralty and intellectual property and the authority to review decisions 
of federal boards, tribunals and commissions including decisions of the Immigration and 
Refugee Board. 


Judges of the Federal Court are also members of the Court Martial Appeal Court of Canada 
established by the National Defence Act (R.S.C. 1985, c. N-5). Section 234 establishes the 
Court Martial Appeal Court of Canada and Section 236 provides that the officers of the 
Registry of the Federal Court of Canada are ex officio officers of the Registry of the Court 
Martial Appeal Court of Canada. 


The Registry is established pursuant to the Federal Court Act, as follows: 
14. (1) There is hereby established a Registry of the Court consisting of a principal office of the Court 
in Ottawa and such other offices of the Court as may be established by the Rules. 
(2) Such officers, clerks and employees as are required for the purposes of the Court shall be 
appointed under the Public Service Employment Act. 
(3) The employees of the Court shall be organized and the offices shall be operated in such manner 
as may be provided by the Rules. R.S., c. 10 (2nd Supp.), s. 14. 


The Registry is the repository for the filing and issuing of documents on all cases brought 
before the Court, in accordance with the Federal Court Rules, the Federal Court 
Immigration Rules, or the Court Martial Appeal Court Rules. All matters between Judges, 
litigants and legal counsel flow through the Registry. 


The Federal Court of Canada determines issues of federal law transcending provincial 
boundaries. The required high standards of service result in greater consistency and 
efficiency than would be the case were federal legislation to be administered by the various 
provincial/territorial courts. The Court is vigilant in its efforts to minimize government 
expenditures as well as costs to litigants. 


Under Sections 74 to 76 of the Judges Act, the Administrator of the Federal Court, as the 
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Deputy Commissioner for Federal Judicial Affairs, is accountable for ensuring proper 


resourcing of the Program. 


Objective 


Established under the same founding legislation and the Rules of the Court, the Registry's 
program objective is: 


to support the Federal Court of Canada in providing a court of law, equity and 
admiralty for the better administration of the laws of Canada. 


Our strategic objective is: 


to ensure that all persons have effective access to justice, including the opportunity 
to resolve disputes without undue hardship, delay or inconvenience, and at 
reasonable cost, through heightened responsiveness and appropriateness in the 
management of valuable resources. 


Operating Environment 


Continued success in its mission requires the Registry’s program to recognize and respond 
to a number of important internal and external factors, including:

Public Expectations and Concerns: The public expects improvements in the 
responsiveness and costs of long-established court processes. Traditionally, litigants 
themselves have determined the pace at which actions move through the court 
system to resolution. Canadians generally expect their courts to improve access to 
justice by eliminating or modernizing processes which are seen as slow, expensive 
and susceptible to backlogs. 


All Canadians expect to receive services of high quality from the Court. 
Planning for the provision of Court services to residents of the new Nunavut 
Territory will continue during 1999-2000 as its advent approaches. 


Government Commitments: Implementation of the Universal Classification System 
for all public service positions represents a significant added workload for human 
resource management and staff training sections during 1999-2000. 


Decentralization: The Court, and by extension the Registry, strongly desires to 
improve its accessibility to Canadians. While the Federal Court operates in all 
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provinces and territories, all Judges are based in the National Capital Region, in 
accordance with the Federal Court Act. Limitations on the ability of litigants to 
expedite cases are inherent in a system where travel across Canada is necessary. 
The Registry continues to develop its network of local and provincial offices, and 
to evaluate the potential of new technologies to enhance access to the Court. 


d) International Events: The Court has responded to international demand by 
expediting the processing of citizenship revocation proceedings in cases where former 
immigrants or refugees are alleged to have been involved in war crimes. Both the 
Court and Registry have dedicated staff and resources to these cases since 1998-99.

Access to the Court 
The Federal Court Rules extend case management to all cases, thereby ensuring that the 
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time required for each step in the process is determined and controlled by the Court through 
a variety of techniques, including alternate dispute resolution services. Since 1997-98, the 
Court and Registry have responded to public demand by dedicating resources to special 
measures for citizenship revocation cases, and by improving bilingual signs and services. 


Improvements to courtroom sound assistance, lighting and adaptability for computers will 
enable the Registry to improve access to facilities for physically challenged persons. 


Courteous and Efficient Services 

Although there are costs associated with case management and dispute resolution services, 
the Registry has endeavoured to initiate their development and implementation within 
existing resource levels. 


Additional prothonotaries are expected to be appointed to the Court in 1999 to deal with 
cases under $50,000, and to assist counsel and litigants in adapting to the new Rules. The 
Registry expects that demand for services will continue to rise at approximately the average 
annual rate experienced over the past ten years. 


Innovations to Improve Service Efficiency and Effectiveness 
Projects of note in 1999-2000 include: 

@ Continuing refinement of case management and alternate dispute resolution service 
support systems. 

@ Evaluation of a variety of advances in technology for their potential to aid in meeting 
time limits established in the Rules for case management and alternate dispute 
resolution services, including voice recognition, real-time court reporting, electronic 
filing, teleconferencing and video-conferencing. 

@ Planning for increased use of information technology in library services.

e@ As the first full year of operation for the new Rules of the Court in 1999-2000, the 
Registry will complete the development and refinement of operating systems 
supporting case management and dispute resolution services. 
@ Special Citizenship Revocation measures will continue to be implemented to 
expedite the processing of citizenship revocation proceedings through the assignment 
of dedicated staff and resources in 1999-2000.

Courteous and Efficient Services 
In 1998, some performance indicators of demand for Registry services fell slightly 
below the 10-year average growth, but continued upward. The historic trends in 
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demand for Registry and Court services are expected to continue in 1999-2000: 

@ New Proceedings: over the past 10 years, new proceedings have increased at 
an average of more than 10% per annum. Recovering in 1998 from a decline 
in new proceedings instituted in 1997, the long-term upward trend is expected 
to continue in 1998, with New Proceedings exceeding 29,000. 

@ Total Matters Heard in Court: over the same 10-year period, the Registry has 
experienced average annual increases of 4.3% in this factor. Anticipating the 
historic upward trend to continue, approximately 5,500 matters are projected to 
be heard in 1999.

Expected Results 


Access to the Court 

Efforts will continue to publicize the new Rules of the Federal Court of Canada across 
Canada, in conjunction with the Canadian Bar Association. Arrangements to provide 
litigants resident in the new Nunavut Territory with access to the Court similar to that 
afforded residents of the Yukon and Northwest Territories will be developed as the new 
territory’s establishment approaches. 


Courteous and Efficient Services 

The Registry’s quality service standards initiative of 1996 will be reviewed to ensure its 
continued relevance in light of the new Rules of the Court. Development of performance 
standards will also be undertaken. Work will begin on development of policy for the 
operation of the Registry as an essential service with national scope. 
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Staff Training 
Revision of the Registry Officer Development Program to refiect the new Rules of the 
Court will be completed in 1999. 


Facilities, Resources and Equipment 

During the past year, the roster of Judges on the Court has undergone considerable change; 
in addition to 8 judges having elected supernumerary status, vacancies on the Bench have 
been left by the retirement of three judges and the departure of two others. Three judges 
have moved between divisions of the Court. As this report was in preparation, the Minister 
announced four new appointments to the Bench. For 1999-2000, the provision of 
accommodation and support requirements for the Judges of the Federal Court remains a 
significant priority for the Registry. 


Priority will be given to measures to ensure maximum support for the case management and 
dispute resolution services initiatives. In particular, evaluation of new technology as a 
means of accelerating certain types of procedures or reducing costs will continue in 1999- 
2000. In particular, the Court will continue to determine the applicability of video- 
conferencing to certain types of hearings such as pre-trial conferences. Initial evaluations 
of real-time court reporting and voice recognition technologies will begin. 


In 1999-2000, the Registry will begin planning for the provision of appropriate resources 
and technology to enable the Court to increase the number of judgments which can be 
released simultaneously in both official languages. 


Management is presently considering the development of a new strategic plan for the 
Registry during the planning period, as well as a new management review plan for internal 
audit and program evaluation activities in the Registry. In addition to access to ongoing 
management review concerns such as the accessibility of Registry facilities to physically 
challenged persons, bilingual signage and services in both Official Languages, subjects to 
receive priority in review plans will be identified as part of the business plan process. 
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C. Consolidated Reporting 


Year 2000 Initiatives 

All Registry hardware and systems have been subject to an internal review for compliance, 
as previously reported. No government-wide mission-critical systems are affected. 
Systems vital to the Registry’s mission are compliant now, with the exception of the "Trust 
Account System"; this system is scheduled for completion and compliance by June, 1999. 


In keeping with general concerns expressed by the Secretary of the Treasury Board on this 
matter, the Registry has secured an independent review of some aspects of our informatics 
configuration, and is presently considering some expansion of this review in view of the 
overall risks associated with the Year 2000 issue.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan — provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship 
of the Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget) and key elements of the Main Estimates; 


Part II — The Main Estimates — directly supports the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and the amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before | 
March; and 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans — In April of 1997 the House of Commons approved a motion that split the Part III 
into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year time horizon. 
The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board, on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These docu- 
ments are to be tabled on or before 31 March, referred to committees and reported back to the House of Commons pursuant 
to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


These measures stem from the Improved Reporting to Parliament Project which was initiated as part of the revamped Expenditure 
Management System announced in January 1995. The central objective of this Project was to improve expenditure management infor- 
mation and accountability to Parliament. This was to be accomplished through a focus on results within a more strategic, multi-year 
perspective on program delivery. 

Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation pri- 
orities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved in 


Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and management 
of public funds.

Our focus on fairness will be 
fully embodied in the Agency. 


Our agenda for service improvement is fullsome and extends to all our business lines. A 
primary example is the work being done under the umbrella of the Customs Blueprint. The 
Customs Blueprint outlines a vision for the delivery of customs services for the future and 
provides our stakeholders with an opportunity to influence the nature of those services, and as a 
consequence, some of the initiatives contained in this report. 


Our change agenda will be challenging for the organization, but there is a firm 
commitment to ensure that Canadians receive the best value for their tax dollars from the 
country’s customs and revenue administration. As Minister of National Revenue, it is my 
privilege to table this Report on Plans and Priorities in Parliament.

Section II 
Departmental Overview 


A. Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


Revenue Canada draws its overall mandate from the Department of National Revenue Act. Upon 
enactment of the enabling legislation, the Agency’s mandate will flow from the Canada Customs 
and Revenue Agency Act. The Agency will be responsible for administering the existing 
programs described below. It will also be responsible for implementing new service agreements 
with the provinces and territories, other government departments, and aboriginal governments. 


The Department’s mandate is and will be to collect revenues; to administer tax laws for the 
federal government as well as on behalf of all provinces and territories; to administer legislation 
governing international trade and travel and provide border services; and to deliver certain social 
and economic benefit programs to Canadians. 


Revenue Collection and Tax Administration. Revenue Canada collects all federal income 
taxes; personal income taxes for all provinces except Quebec; corporate income taxes for all 
provinces except Alberta, Ontario and Quebec; goods and services taxes (GST) in all provinces 
except Quebec; harmonized sales taxes (HST) in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Newfoundland; Provincial Sales Tax (PST) on behalf of Manitoba and Quebec, and commencing 
in 1999 for Ontario; and customs duties. It also collects commodity taxes and levies for certain 
provinces; contributions towards the Canada Pension Plan; and premiums for Employment 
Insurance. The revenues collected sustain other government programs and services, and 
contribute to the social well-being and economic prosperity of all Canadians. 


Border Protection and Trade Administration. In carrying out its border and trade 
responsibilities, Revenue Canada processes commercial goods and travellers; monitors and 
controls the importation and exportation of controlled and restricted goods; and prevents the entry 
of prohibited materials and inadmissible persons. The Department administers border and trade 
legislation, including international agreements such as the World Trade Organization Agreement, 
the Canada — U.S. Free Trade Agreement (FTA), and the North American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA). These services contribute to safe homes and streets in Canada and help Canadian 
businesses compete in the global economy. 


Income Redistribution. Revenue Canada is responsible for delivering a number of social and 
economic benefit programs through the tax system. These programs include GST/HST credits, 
the Canada Child Tax Benefit, and scientific research and experimental development tax credits. 
In addition, the Department currently administers certain benefit programs on behalf of the 
provinces and territories. 


(II - Departmental Overview) 3 


Given the scope of its mandate, Revenue Canada touches the lives of virtually every Canadian. 
This adds to the complexity of operations since it must understand, interpret, and apply the 
provisions of over 185 acts, regulations, incentives, credits, surtaxes and international tax treaties. 


The varied nature of transactions range from simple payments to benefit recipients, such as the 


more than 35 million Child Tax Benefit payments, to the audit of complex business transactions 


undertaken by multi-national corporations. The charts below illustrates the scale of the 


Department’s operations.

Revenue Canada’s mission is to promote compliance with Canada's tax, trade and border 
legislation and regulations through education, quality service and responsible enforcement, 
thereby contributing to the economic and social well-being of Canadians. 


Values 

Revenue Canada interacts daily with thousands of Canadians from every walk of life. The 
Department strives to ensure that its behaviour toward clients and colleagues is guided by four 
core values: integrity, professionalism, respect, and co-operation. 


Vision and Strategic Goals 

Revenue Canada’s vision provides a description of the organizational characteristics that it 
aspires to achieve. Its vision is supported by strategic goals that are relatively stable with a long- 
term horizon, and they reflect the mission-critical areas which will guide the achievement of this 
desired future state. 


Revenue Canada will be recognized and respected by clients for its integrity, fairness and 
innovation in administering high-quality, yet affordable programs. Its progressive stance will 
encourage new inter-governmental and international partnerships fostering greater government 
efficiency and a stronger economic union.

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C. Operating Environment 


As stated earlier in this document, the mandate of Revenue Canada will remain fundamentally 


unchanged under Agency legislation. Its operating environment, however, is changing rapidly 


due to external trends and developments that will continue to challenge the administration. This 


section examines these challenges and their implications on Revenue Canada’s operating 


environment and its strategic direction. 


A key international trend is seen in the increase in 
foreign trade over the past few decades. Indeed, 
imports are a key workload indicator for Revenue 
Canada’s customs programs. While growth in imports 
and exports has slowed in the past year due to a 
downturn in Asian and Latin American markets, the 
Conference Board of Canada predicts that foreign trade 
will continue to represent an important source of 
economic strength. Revenue Canada will be challenged 
to respond to the growth in trade resulting from 
multilateral trade policies as well as new and emerging 
free trade agreements with Europe, the Western 
Hemisphere, and members of the Asia Pacific 
Economic Co-operation (APEC) community. 


and Exports 
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The increase in imports to Canada is combined with growing trends in world tourism and 


unprecedented levels of international migration. For Revenue Canada, the challenge is to 


continue to protect national borders while servicing an increase in leisure travel, business travel 


and indeed, commercial activity. North American countries have responded by making sustained 


efforts to co-ordinate the protection of borders. 


Co-ordination is a necessity in meeting many of the challenges of today’s global economy. 


Revenue Canada began a concerted effort at collaborating and partnering with foreign 


governments and international organizations to strengthen its understanding of the scope of 


international investment, finance and taxation systems. These efforts are aimed at protecting the 


revenue base of governments worldwide in response to the increased mobility of labour, money 


and capital. Measures developed to respond to these challenges include enhanced verification of 


foreign income, new transfer pricing legislation and promotion of principles of good tax 


administration.

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B. Program and Business Lines Plans 
The Department is making a number of specific commitments in relation to each of its business 


lines. These commitments, as defined by a list of strategies and key activities, are outlined 
below, along with specific results statements and related performance measures. 


(i) Assistance to Clients and Assessment of Returns 
Objective 


To foster self-assessment and compliance and to process client returns. 


Description 


To facilitate self-assessment and voluntary compliance, this business line consists of numerous 
programs aimed at ensuring that clients are aware of and fully understand their entitlements and 
obligations under the law. The business line includes activities related to advice to clients of their 
rights and obligations; providing clients with the necessary forms and information for filing 
returns accurately and on time; responding to client enquiries in a timely and accurate manner; 
assessing and processing clients’ returns in a timely manner; advising clients on the results of 
assessments; processing of payments in a timely and accurate manner; developing and 
maintaining a registry of clients; and conducting limited verification of items. In some cases, 
these activities respond to the federal government’s thrust toward reform of social policy through 
the assessing and processing of payments to low- and modest-income individuals and families. 


Also included in this business line are an advisory function to other government departments with 
respect to the administrative feasibility of new legislation and treaties under negotiation; activities 
related to the registration of charities, pension and deferred income plans; and the provision of 
advance rulings on the tax implications of potential transactions. 


Results 


Revenue Canada must continually balance the delivery of high-quality service to clients with the 
management of external pressures and internal resource constraints. Over the past few years, this 
business line has seen considerable increases in public enquiries. While the Department expects 
an overall increase in the demand for telephone services over the next three years, it will mitigate 
this pressure by improving access to automated systems. In particular, we expect public 
enquiries handled by automated systems to increase from 7 to 11 million over this planning 
period, while public enquiries handled by agents will decrease by about 2 million. The move to 
increase access to automated telephone services is part of an overall departmental strategy to 
enhance service delivery, including incorporating the use of the Internet. 
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By modernizing its systems to keep pace with the demand, the Department expects to achieve the 
following four broad results: 


e higher levels of client satisfaction through improvements in service such as increased 
accessibility, higher accuracy levels and more timely responsiveness to enquiries; 


e improved service and cost savings to the public through the implementation of program 
efficiencies, new service agreements, strengthened partnership arrangements and the 
integration of government services; 


e reduction in the compliance cost and administrative costs incurred by business and individual 
clients through reengineering initiatives and the application of technology; and 


e increased levels of compliance in key areas through enhanced identification of individual tax 
returns that have a greater risk of non-compliance. 


Strategies and Key Activities 


The following strategies and key activities will be pursued to achieve these results: 


Managing and Realizing Service Improvements: 


Client Services Accessibility and Accuracy Strategy: In the past, the major complaint of tax filers 


during our busiest season has been their inability to get through on the phone lines. Last year, 
with the help of automated response systems, specialized call centres in the largest urban areas 
and a 1-800 Call Overflow Centre in Ottawa, Revenue Canada was able to double the 
accessibility rates. Given the peak load of calls at specific times during the year, it is not 
practical to establish accessibility rates of 100%, but future plans include further technological 
improvements, a strategic focus on improving client satisfaction and reducing the need to call. 
The short-term targets include “caller” accessibility rates of 85% and phone waiting times of up 
to 2 minutes maximum. 


Charities Service Delivery: The purpose of this project is to improve service to registered 
charities and other stakeholders through the implementation of process improvements. The first 
step will be to review the administration of the charities program to reduce cycle times and 
increase program efficiency and effectiveness. 


Tl Validation Programs: In processing more than 22 million individual tax returns, there is a 
carefully constructed trade-off between the identification of higher-risk transactions, the 
assurance of integrity for the complete system and minimizing disruptive and labour-intensive 
follow-up with tax filers. The computer-assisted post-assessment reviews are being further 
refined and enhanced in order to develop a more focused and effective use of these various 
validation routines. 
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Beneficial Individual Client Adjustments: Revenue Canada will introduce a new process that 


will identify and correct all instances where clients have under-claimed tax deducted at source 
on their return. This change, in support of the Department’s fairness agenda, will increase the 
transparency of the tax system for clients and will eventually lead to lower administrative costs 
as a result of reduction in client enquiries and requests for adjustments. 


Reengineering Business Processes: 


Advance Income Tax Ruling ISO 9000 Pilots: In order to improve the issuance of advance 
income tax rulings through more efficient business processes, this process is being certified under 
the ISO 9000 quality system as part of a pilot project. 


T2 Redesign Project (Update): The re-engineering of this corporate income tax processing 
system will be in full operation this spring. It will increase the information captured on the 


system and supports electronic filing by corporations. The redesigned process will provide 
improved service through a reduction in processing time; increased data availability for 
stakeholders such as Statistics Canada; and will reduce processing costs. 


Continuous Process Improvement (CPI) Review of TI Business Process: This initiative 


constitutes a high-level mapping of T1 processes, and the subsequent development of a 
simplified and more efficient approach to handle core business processes. The use of CPI 
methodology will result in decreased cycle times, improved flexibility, and reduced operational 
costs. 


Excise Commercial System: This platform for processing non-GST levies (principally tobacco 
and alcohol) imposed under the Excise Act and Excise Tax Act is being re-engineered in three 
phases: in 2000, a Business Number licensing component will be introduced; in 2001, 
Assessing and Standardized Accounting will be added; and in 2002, a consolidated Refunds 
platform will be folded in. These enhancements will offer single window benefits to clients and 
result in some efficiency gains for Revenue Canada. 


Pursuing Electronic Service Delivery: 


T1 Internet Filing: This project will see the national implementation of the Internet as a filing 
medium for individual income tax returns in 2001-2002. More than 3 million tax filers could 
take advantage of this additional filing option. It will also result in administrative savings from 
an increased number of T1 individual income tax returns being filed electronically. 


Revenue Canada Internet Site: All guides, pamphlets, interpretation bulletins and forms are now 
available on the Internet. Revenue Canada will be enhancing its Internet site to improve the 
effectiveness of the information available there. 


Business Registration On-line (BRO) Workstations: Self-help business registration workstations 
will be installed across Canada to allow clients to register for multiple levels of government 
programs. This single window service delivery initiative will improve service delivery to 
Canadian businesses. 
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Automated Payment Machines: Revenue Canada is testing the use of automated payment 
machines in four pilot sites, as an alternative method of processing payments in the Tax Services 
Office (TSO). The purpose of these machines is to better serve clients who choose to make 
payments in person at our offices, rather than by mail or at financial institutions. This initiative 
will reduce walk-in flow at TSOs and improve the quality of this service to our clients. 


Pursuing Partnership Arrangements: 


Federal-Provincial Affairs: Work is underway to strengthen partnership arrangements with the 
provinces and territories through the review of all MOUs and other contractual arrangements, as 
well as through a modernized accountability framework. In order to further reduce 
federal/provincial/territorial overlap and duplication, the Department will pursue new service 
agreements aligned with the broader agency mandate through a business development strategy. 


Services to Workers Compensation Boards: This project with Nova Scotia will provide greater 
efficiencies for employers by allowing them to make Workers Compensation Board payments 
concurrently with source deduction payments for Income Tax, CPP and EI using the same 
payment options. 


Provincial and Territorial Refund Set-Off Program (Update): The purpose of this initiative is to 


expand Revenue Canada systems capability so that individual income tax refunds are made 
available electronically for set-off to repay past due provincial or territorial Crown debts. 
Implementation began in British Columbia in 1998, and will begin in Nova Scotia and Ontario in 
1999. Other provinces and territories have expressed an interest to participate in 2000. 


National Child Benefit: Revenue Canada will be continuing its ongoing work with the provinces 
and territories to bring income support programs for children into closer harmony. Greater 
harmonization and program integration will lead to better service and improved government 
efficiency. A Quality Assurance and Compliance Strategy will target trends in client error and 
increase the ability to identify clients who have not received full entitlements. 


Aboriginal Relations Strategic Framework. A corporate-wide review of rulings, interpretations, 


technical publications and administrative policies is underway as well as extensive consultations 
on aboriginal issues. The Department will develop a strategic framework in support of effective 
partnerships with aboriginal people and organizations. 


Technical Assistance Framework: The development of this framework will guide technical 
assistance activities and market the Agency’s expertise on a world wide basis. The anticipated 
results are increased influence in international fora through marketing of Agency expertise and 
services. 


International Relations Strategy: The Department will develop a corporate a strategy to guide 
agency-wide efforts in international activities and fora.

(ii) Customs and Trade Administration 


Objective 


To enforce Canadian laws and sovereignty at the border, and support Canadian industrial 
competitiveness and economic policies. 


Description 


This business line consists of numerous programs aimed at delivering customs border and trade 
administration services. These services are designed to enforce Canadian laws and sovereignty at 
the border, and advance and support the government’s foreign policy as well as domestic social 
and economic objectives. 


The business line includes activities related to processing and controlling the movement of 
people, goods, and conveyances entering, leaving, or transiting through Canada; collecting 
customs duties; collecting consumption taxes for certain provinces; providing service for other 
departments and agencies; and providing advice to individuals and businesses to ensure that they 
are aware of and fully understand their obligations under the law. In some cases, these activities 
include administering duty relief measures with respect to certain imported goods, and providing 
information to Canadian businesses that want to take advantage of various international 
agreements. The business line also encompasses activities related to protecting Canadian society 
and industry through the detection of illegal cross-border activities such as the entry of illegal 
goods and inadmissible people. All of these activities indirectly support industrial 
competitiveness and domestic economic and social policy. 
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Results 


The complex environment in which this business line delivers its programs is characterized by 
globalization, trade liberalization, and intense competition at the international level. These 
factors have led to significant increases in the volume of trade and the number of travellers to 
Canada as reflected in the forecasted increases in commercial activity and travellers processed 
that follow. Trade and travel activity tends to be concentrated at a selected few border locations, 
international airports and seaports. This means that the Department must manage a concentrated 
demand for services by diverse client groups: tourists, returning Canadians, Canadian business, 
and international business. 


Revenue Canada predicts that by 2002 commercial import entries will be well over 11 million. 
Likewise, the Department predicts that the number of travellers will increase to approximately 
112 million. In response to these increases in workload, Revenue Canada has implemented a 
number of process improvements to simplify and streamline the way it processes travellers and 
commercial entries to Canada. Currently, 10% of the travellers entering Canada by highway use 
CANPASS. The Department predicts that by 2002 this will have increased to 40% resulting in 
better service to low-risk travellers and generating operational efficiencies. Through technology, 
Revenue Canada is also simplifying the processing of commercial entries. Currently, machine 
releases account for 16% of all electronic data interchange releases. The Department predicts 
that this will increase to 70% by 2002. Increased participation in CANPASS highway and 
increased volumes of machine releases will significantly reduce concentration of trade and travel 
activity at border locations, airports and seaports across Canada. 


Revenue Canada began an extensive consultation process with its clients and stakeholders to 
satisfy their growing interest to work with the Department in defining the direction of customs 
programs. The Department recently published the Customs Blueprint discussion. paper to guide 
the delivery of services and programs. The Blueprint proposes a range of initiatives such as 
further enhancements to CANPASS, Internet-based services to small and medium businesses, 
enhancements to air passenger processing, carrier reengineering and a graduated system of 
penalties for noncompliance. 


The implementation of the Blueprint initiatives and other key activities will yield four broad 
results: 


e improved service to clients through faster, more efficient and less intrusive processing of 
low-risk commercial shipments or low-risk travellers by using enhanced technology and 
partnerships with the private and public sector; 


e enhanced quality services to clients by focusing on client needs, implementing new 
approaches, and simplifying reporting processes; by reducing costs and administrative burden 
for the business community; and by promoting internationally harmonized and streamlined 
customs processes; 


e increased levels of compliance through the provision of education, timely information, the 
use of trend and risk analysis, compliance verification in areas of high risk, and the removal 
of barriers to compliance; and 
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e increased protection from controlled, dangerous or illegal goods, and inadmissible persons 
entering or leaving Canada through a more effective enforcement program, the re- 
deployment of resources from low to high risk areas, and the use of risk analysis. 


Strategies and Key Activities 
The following strategies and key activities will be pursued to achieve these results: 


Customs Blueprint: The launch of the Blueprint follows a number of years of re-engineering 
work done in consultation with national importing and exporting organizations, the tourism 
industry, other government departments, broker and carrier associations, and law enforcement 
agencies. This comprehensive framework sets out the proposed vision for the Customs program, 
with specific strategic objectives aimed at defining how this vision will be achieved. Once the 
Blueprint consultation process has been completed, Revenue Canada will develop business plans 
and a funding strategy as the basis for an action plan for the next five years. This action plan will 
be available in the fall of 1999. 


Customs Officers Powers Implementation: New legislative provisions will take effect and expand 


the powers of designated customs officers to detain and arrest under the authority of the Criminal 
Code. These authorities and the new collaborative agreements with police agencies across 
Canada will result in Revenue Canada providing better protection and safer communities for 
Canadians. 


Firearms Act Implementation: Revenue Canada is responsible for the administration of the 
components of the Firearms Act that affect its capacity to control the movement of firearms into, 
out of, and through Canada. The commercial import and export components of the Firearms Act 
will be implemented on April 1, 1999. The travellers import and export component will be 
implemented on January 1, 2001. The effective administration of firearms legislation will 
contribute to better protection and safer communities for Canadians. 


Intransit Preclearance: One-stop intransit preclearance is a process in which international 
travellers, arriving from overseas and bound to the U.S.A. through Canadian airports, will 
proceed directly to the American Immigration and Customs preclearance inspection facilities at 
those airports, without first undergoing the additional inspection by Revenue Canada, as is now 
required. Eliminating this two-stop inspection process will allow Canadian airports to compete 
more effectively with their competitors and establish themselves as gateways to North America. 
Canadian air carriers will be positioned to capture a greater share of the lucrative intransit market 
to realize the full benefits of the “Open Skies” Agreement.

iii) Verification and Enforcement 


Objective 


To enhance compliance with the laws administered. 


Description 


This business line consists of a balanced approach to verification and enforcement activities 
including associated client assistance and service aimed at ensuring compliance with customs and 
revenue laws. The activities include examinations, audits and investigations aimed at ensuring 
compliance with income tax and GST laws; investigations aimed at ensuring compliance with 
customs laws; verification and enforcement activities at the international level, including the 
administration of international tax agreements; the provision of information to taxpayers to 
encourage compliance and compliance research to allow for improved identification and 
strategies to deal with non compliance. This business line includes administration of the 
scientific research and experimental development program, the film or video production services 
tax credit and the flow through shares program through the provision of tax credits to qualifying 
businesses. 


Compliance programs aim to identify the most serious cases of non-compliance, take appropriate 
corrective measures, and generally deter non-compliance. They also seek to reinforce compliant 
behaviour through risk assessment, service and education. In aggregate, they are designed to 
increase compliance, combat smuggling, ensure fairness in the self-assessment systems, maintain 
the integrity of the tax system, ensure a level playing field, and promote the exchange of 
information among treaty partners as well as avoid double taxation of foreign-earned income. 


Tax incentive programs aim to provide client centered service while ensuring the proper 
application of program purposes. 
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Results 


While about 95 percent of revenues come in voluntarily, the fiscal impact of the Department’s 
verification and enforcement activities has increased by 42% from $3.8 billion in 1991/92 toa 
planned $5.6 billion in 1999/2000 ($5.3 in 1998/99). As a result of special measures undertaken 
to deal with the underground economy, approximately $2.4 billion in additional tax has been 
assessed from 1993 to March 31, 1998. There will be a continued focus in this area for 
1999/2000. 


The Department will continue to enhance its risk assessment techniques which includes a core 
audit program to better target audits and ensure that compliant taxpayers do not face the cost of 
an audit. 


Currently, the Department is processing 76% of refundable scientific research and experimental 
development claims within 120 days. The target remains 100%. 


The Department has established a Quality Review Assurance program to enhance audit quality in 
field offices. There were a total of 33 quality assurance reviews initiated in 1997/98, 54 in 
1998/99 and 81 planned for 1999/2000. The Department also conducts quality of audit 
consultations with tax practitioners, taxpayers and registrants. Nationally, over 200 consultations 
were held involving an estimated 7,000 files. The practitioners replied that in the majority of 
their dealings with Verification and Enforcement personnel they were either very satisfied or 
satisfied. Results showed that 97.5% were satisfied with the courteousness and professionalism 
of auditors and 82% were satisfied that audits were completed on a timely basis. 


In responding to these pressures prevailing, the Department intends to achieve the results 
outlined below: 


e greater public trust in the fairness, integrity and efficiency of Canada’s customs and revenue 
system through efforts to increase voluntary compliance and improve the level of public 
confidence; 


e greater levels of compliance through maintaining responsible levels of enforcement activity; 


e greater levels of compliance through increased audit coverage rates for key sectors by 
focussing on non-compliance issues in those sectors; and 


e greater levels of compliance through enhanced identification of persons not filing income tax 
returns or not registering for GST (based on analysis and matching data from various 
sources). 
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Strategies and Key Activities 
The following strategies and key activities will be pursued to achieve these results: 


Maintaining a balanced, comprehensive and dynamic approach to compliance: 


e International Compliance: The Department will strengthen its approach to protecting 
Canada’s tax base internationally through measures to enhance analysis and auditing of 
transfer payments; address tax havens; better identify foreign accrual property income issues; 
effectively use foreign income verification reporting information. In addition, an 
International Compliance Strategy will be developed that builds on the results of a review on 
key non-resident tax withholding matters. 


e Underground Economy. Revenue Canada will enhance its approach to addressing the 
Underground Economy by ensuring an appropriate balance among education, service and 
enforcement activities. This includes continuing use of community visits with appropriate 
follow-up; fostering improved relationships with key industry associations; developing a 
social marketing campaign; and making strategic use of the new sub-contractor reporting 
system information. 


e Electronic Commerce: The Department will continue to address compliance issues 
emanating from electronic commerce in partnership with key groups both international and 
domestic and with the provinces so as to maintain Canada’s international leadership 


e Risk Assessment: As part of ongoing improvement efforts, the Department will continue its 
work in updating sophisticated risk assessment models. 


Continued focus on improving service: 


e The following are some of the measures being taken to improve the quality of verification 
and enforcement programs and the service provided to clients: 


e Timeliness: Introducing a six month review for any outstanding audits to ensure audits 
and investigations are completed in a timely manner. 


e Fairness: Ensuring clear proposal letters with appropriate time for taxpayers to prepare 
rebuttals and complete responses to rebuttals. 


e Partnerships: Working with appropriate partners to address compliance issues in a 
systematic manner, for example, ensuring a proper understanding and application of the 
law. 


e Client-focus: Implementing the new client-centered approach to the SR & ED program 
to provide predictability, certainty and timeliness to clients. Also, extending the audit 
protocols for large business and introducing an “introduction to audit” pamphlet and 
quality review card for small and medium size business audits. 
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e International Focus: Introducing streamlined assistance to small and medium sized 
business on international tax issues like transfer pricing issues and advanced pricing 
agreements; providing assistance to Canadian business in their dealings with other tax 
administrations supporting new foreign investment in Canada by working with Industry 
Canada to show the advantages offered through Canada’s tax system, and ensuring 
immigrants better understand Canada’s tax system. 


e Accessibility: Making greater use of the Department’s internet site to enhance the speed 
and accessibility of information. 


Strengthening program management: 


e Performance Measurement: Management Information Agreements will be enhanced to 
further advance the linkage of performance measures to program objectives consistent with 
the balanced approach to compliance. 


e Decision Support: An Enterprise Business Intelligence System will be developed to enhance 
decision-making and program management. The Department will also introduce the 
Compliance Measurement, Profiling and Assessment System (COMPASS), a consolidated 
risk assessment system that will identify non-compliance and estimate the revenue risks for 
all income tax filers and GST/HST accounts which, in turn, will contribute to reducing the 
number of compliant taxpayers subjected to audit. 


e ISO 9000: ISO 9000 certification, an international standard attesting to program quality and 
control, is being pursued for specific programs such as the Large Case File Program resulting 
in the recognition of improved and standardized business processes and program control to 
ensure improved client service to large corporations. This will be extended to other programs 
in future years. 


e Human Resources: Undertaking a number of human resources initiatives including the 
auditor recruitment and apprenticeship program, an accelerated auditor development 
program, a self-directed career development program and focussing on specific training 
needs in order to attract, retain and promote a vibrant workforce capable of delivering a 
variety of programs. 


e¢ Quality Assurance: The Quality Assurance program will be extended to ensure that quality 
standards are met, and striving for continuous program improvement. 


e Employee Tools: Ensuring that instructions and manuals used by verification and 
enforcement employees are updated, kept evergreen and converted to a user friendly and 
easily searchable format to improve overall consistency and accuracy in the administration of 
programs.

(iv) Revenue Collections 
Objective 


To collect tax, levies, duties, and other amounts such as Canada Pension Plan and 


Employment Insurance payments. 


Description 


In order to ensure that clients meet their obligations and that everyone pays their fair share, this 
business line consists of a range of collection activities. These activities involve collecting 
amounts deducted at source by employers including income tax, GST, Canada Pension Plan and 
Employment Insurance contributions; collecting outstanding balances resulting from assessment 
or reassessment of both income tax and the GST; and, collecting outstanding duties and levies. 


Also included as part of this business line is the issuance of rulings on whether individuals are 


entitled to benefits under the Canada Pension Plan and Employment Insurance Act, and other 
determinations made at the request of the Department of Human Resources Development. 
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Results 


Revenue collections represents a key element of fiscal administration. Activities undertaken 
within this business line must ensure that amounts owed to the Crown are collected in a timely, 
effective and efficient manner. In this vein, Revenue Canada has gradually reduced the costs to 
collect revenues from to $1.20 per $100 in 1992-93 to $.97 to collect $100 in 1997-98 (before 
refunds and benefit payments). The successes in this area are partly a result of significant 
re-engineering efforts over the past few years. Revenue Canada anticipates that continued work 
in this area, such as the introduction of the Collections Call Centre, will generate further savings. 
The Department will work further to modernize the revenue collections by streamlining and 
simplifying business processes. The focus of this business line will be on the achievement of the 
following results: 


e more efficient processes for managing collections accounts through the streamlining and 
consolidation of different account types and more effective routing of accounts; 


e reduction in the accounts receivable inventory through the development of an 
all-encompassing statistical reporting system to assist in the management and analysis of 
accounts; 


e increased compliance from delinquent GST/HST filers through the use of risk profiling 
systems and the identification of returns, remittances, and other information or documents 
from non-compliant registrants; and 


e higher levels of compliance through a reduction in compliance costs to clients from the 
implementation of reengineering initiatives and simplified remittance processes. 


Strategies and Key Activities 
The following strategies and key activities will be pursued to achieve these results: 


Collections Re-engineering (update): A national phone contact centre began handling the T1 
individual revenue line in August 1997, followed by the Goods and Services Tax in October 
1997. The implementation of the call centre has reduced the time for initial contact with the 
taxpayer and improves the efficiency in resolving outstanding accounts. The T2 business 
revenue line will be implemented during the first half of the upcoming year and integrated with 
the existing workloads of the Collections Call Centre. Other revenue lines will be integrated in 
accordance with the development and implementation of a common accounting platform. 


Risk Profiling System (update): The design of a risk profiling system will be refined to route 
accounts according to compliance patterns and the potential for loss. Over the course of the year, 
risk profiling will be expanded to encompass not only the Tl and T2 business lines, but also 
application to the source deductions business line. 
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National GST/HST Delinquent Filing Program (Update): The Department will continue with its 


successful program to obtain returns and remittances from non-compliant registrants. 


Revenue Collections ISO 9000 Certification Pilot: As part of the Department’s ISO 9000 Pilot 
Projects, the accounts receivable program in Laval, Quebec, will be certified by July 1999. A 


second pilot , in the same location, will be undertaken in the upcoming year to attain certification 
for the CPP/EI rulings process. 


Revenue Collections Benchmarking: The Department will play a leadership role in 
benchmarking best practices and exchange qualitative information in the area of revenue 


collections with foreign tax and customs administrations, such as the United States, Japan and 
the United Kingdom.

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(v) Appeals 


Objective 


To provide clients with a dispute resolution process that is fair, impartial, objective, open, 


transparent and timely. 


Description 


To provide clients with a high quality redress process, this business line includes a range of 
activities related to dispute resolution. These activities involve providing a fair and impartial 
review of contested decisions with respect to: income tax and GST/HST assessments and 
reassessments; requirements to pay Canada Pension Plan and Employment Insurance 
contributions; eligibility for GST credits; determinations of federal and some provincial/territorial 
Child Tax Benefits; customs seizures and forfeitures; and tariff classification, valuation and 
origin determinations. 


Credible redress is the cornerstone of a high degree of trust in the fairness of the tax system, and 
plays a key role in the balance between voluntary compliance and responsible enforcement. 


Results 


A fair tax and customs administration is a key factor in supporting voluntary compliance. A 
number of years ago, Revenue Canada introduced the Fairness Provision as a way to enhance the 
fairness of its administration. Today, the Department’s dispute resolution process is recognized 
as one of the best in the world. Without doubt, the recently launched 7-point Action Plan for 
Fairness will ensure that Revenue Canada achieves high levels of client satisfaction with its 
redress process today, and well into the future. Despite these advancements, the anticipated 
transition to Agency is providing a timely opportunity for Revenue Canada to renew its 
commitment to a highly credible redress mechanism. The action plan includes: developing a 
comprehensive guide on the rights of clients; publishing standards for the service provided; doing 
a better job in communicating with clients; better equipping employees to respond to client needs; 
identifying credits, benefits, and overpayments for clients; providing clients an opportunity to 
correct any omissions in their past dealings without penalty; and doing a better job applying the 
fairness provisions in the laws administered. Through the use of client surveys, service 
standards, and business process improvements, Revenue Canada is continuing its efforts to be 
recognized as a fair administration. 
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The work underway in this area will yield two broad results: 


e greater public trust in the fairness of the revenue system through the strengthening of the 
redress and relief programs available; and 


e higher levels of client satisfaction through simplified and streamlined processes and 
improvement in accessibility and timeliness of service. 


Strategies and Key Activities 


The following strategies and key activities will be pursued to achieve these results: 


Continuing to Improve Service: 


Fairness Action Plan: As part of the Department’s commitment to fair treatment of its clients, 
the 7-Point Plan For Fairness recently announced by the Minister will be implemented in 
1999-2000. This strategic initiative will better equip employees to provide quality client services, 
enhance communications, and improve the processes that have an impact on how fairly the 
Department treats its clients. 


Appeals Renewal Initiative (ARI) (update): Building on a national survey undertaken to 


determine client satisfaction with the appeals system, improvements are underway to the dispute 
resolution process. Several initiatives being implemented include reducing the average time to 
process non-complex objections; implementing service standards; further surveying to measure 
client satisfaction regarding fairness, impartiality, clarity of communications and overall quality. 
Appeals officers now offer to make available to clients all documents relevant to a disputed 
assessment, and officers’ access to legal advice has been improved. 


Customs Adjudication ISO 9000 Certification Pilot: To ensure consistently-high quality service to 
clients, Customs Adjudications will implement an internationally recognized system for quality 
(ISO 9000). Formal certification is anticipated in early 1999. 


Better Program Management: 


Alternative Dispute Resolution: Under current legislation, objections can only be resolved based 
on the facts and law. Within this legislative context, the Department, in co-operation with the 
Departments of Justice and Finance, is examining the present constraints on settlements and the 
ability to resolve cases using Alternative Dispute Resolution (ADR) techniques such as 
mediation. The Department is exploring ADR to determine if it can improve the process to offer 
taxpayers a practical approach to resolving tax disputes without relying on costly and time- 
consuming litigation. A pilot project to explore the feasibility of mediation for certain types of 
cases will be implemented in 1999. 
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Electronic Commerce: The Appeals computerized mainframe tax workload management system 
will be replaced in 1999 by a new case management system. This will facilitate enhanced control 
and management of inventories. As part of the Department’s continuing facilitation of electronic 
service delivery, the feasibility of enabling clients to electronically file requests for dispute 
resolution through the Internet will be explored. 


Improved Risk Management: Approximately two-thirds of tax objection inventories consist of 
files that are awaiting the outcome of court cases. To improve the handling of these “non- 
workables”, the Department is reviewing significant cases with the Departments of Justice and 
Finance to determine appropriate strategies to minimize risk to the revenue base. An Appeals 
risk management framework has been developed and will be implemented in 1999. Also, 
monitoring of the quality of decisions and program results will be enhanced. 


Consolidation of Redress Activities: To improve the impartiality of the redress process for trade 
administration disputes, functional responsibility was transferred from Customs Trade 
Administration to Appeals in 1998. The consolidation of redress activities within the Appeals 
Branch and a rationalization of the field service delivery offices will be completed in 1999. This 
further consolidation of the Department’s main dispute resolution services has created an 
integrated management approach and strengthened the Department’s redress capacity.

(vi) Administration and Information Technology 


Objective 


To provide executive direction, information technology, and financial, administration and 
human resource services necessary to administer the law uniformly and economically. 


Description 


To provide the management and administrative support needed to administer the law uniformly 
and economically, this business line provides a range of central services to other areas of the 
organization. In aggregate, they ensure that the right people, processes and systems are in place. 


These services includes the management of information technology applications and investments, 
such as electronic data processing; human resources management of a large and diverse 
workforce; the review of internal processes and programs using internal audit and program 
evaluation methods; the provision of office systems, security and laboratory services; and the 
provision of services that support results-based management, financial and resource management 
and the corporate management framework. Also included as part of this business line is the 
provision of legal advice to other areas of the organization. 


Results 


As the Department makes the transition to proposed agency, new businesses, new authorities and 
new ways of operating will emerge. These changes necessitate a thorough examination of the 
ways in which the business needs of the organization are supported. The emphasis is on finding 
ways to maximize the opportunities afforded by the new organization; streamlining, modernizing 
and integrating processes where possible; and reducing internal administrative costs. The pursuit 
of corporate services that will support the transition to agency status will yield four broad results: 


e improved service to internal clients and a reduction in the cost of providing IT support (for 
service delivery and internal data management) through a common IT infrastructure, the 
sharing of data and the sharing of expertise within the Department and with other 
departments; 


e more effective planning, decision-making, resource management and accountability through 
enhanced internal management structures, processes and systems; 


e greater levels of highly skilled professionals through effective human resource planning, 
greater labour market and workforce analysis, effective bridging and training programs; and 


e improved employee moral through the fostering of core values, timely and effective internal 
communication. 
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Strategies and Key Activities 
The following strategies and key activities will be pursued to achieve these results: 


Strengthening Corporate Management: 


Corporate Performance Measurement: Revenue Canada will establish a framework of some 
twelve to fifteen high level indicators which will form the underpinning of the strategic 
management of its corporate goals and objectives. These indicators will be linked to the 
performance measures currently in use within the business lines and at the program delivery 
level in the field. The Department is beginning formal consultation in 1999 with the Treasury 
Board Secretariat and the Office of the Auditor General on both the overall framework and the 
precise nature of the measures. 


Integrated Management Framework for the Agency: In order that the Agency be more effective 


at planning, decision-making, resource management and accountability across the organization, 
the Department is designing, developing, implementing and supporting an agency-compliant 
management framework including governance, accountability and performance management 
frameworks. 


Establishment of a Board of Management: The Agency will have a Board of Management to 


provide greater provincial and territorial participation in the management of customs and revenue 
programs. Accordingly, the administration will need to support the selection, appointment and 
reporting policies, procedures and processes related to the nomination and review of the 
Governor in Council appointments. 


Corporate Administrative System (CAS) (update): This system will integrate the majority of 
Revenue Canada’s current administrative systems through a shared, flexible, information 
structure with integrated capabilities. As a result, CAS will improve the integrity and timeliness 
of administrative data, allow information to be viewed along horizontal lines, and reduce the 
resources needed to support information management. 


Financial Information Strategy (FIS): FIS is a departmental system to support full accrual 
accounting, to improve accounting details and payment scheduling, and modernize the Receiver 
General systems. The system will result in better, more informed risk assessment and impact 
analysis of spending and resourcing decisions, as well as improved availability and higher quality 
of financial information for corporate performance measurement. 


Enhancing Service Delivery and Business Processes: 


Comprehensive Review of Service Program. In order to confirm the service imperatives and 


directions for the Agency and to enhance its capacity to administer new programs, this initiative 
involves the development and implementation of a new corporate-wide service vision and a 
strategic plan for service delivery. 
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Electronic Commerce Strategy: The Department is developing an enterprise-wide plan to expand 
service delivery through electronic commerce using risk management principles and where it 
makes business sense to do so. 


Review of Access to Information and Privacy (ATIP): Using Continuous Process Improvement 


methodology, Revenue Canada is developing a simplified process to handle ATIP processes to 
increase quality, decrease cycle time, and reduce costs. 


Strengthening Human Resource Management: 


Agency HR Transition Plans: For the Department to make the transition to Agency, it will 
develop, communicate and implement human resources transition plans for employees, 
managers/supervisors and the human resources community. The transition plan will provide a 
greater understanding and acceptance of the nature of changes resulting from the Agency. 


Employer Role: The proposed Agency must have a sound relationship with the unions. This 
initiative will be undertaken to define the role of the Agency as an employer. The initiative will 
look at the PSSRA certification of bargaining units, ongoing labour/management consultation 
mechanisms, and adoption of enhanced conflict management approaches. 


Competency-Based HR Management: Under the proposed Agency, Revenue Canada will use 
competencies to standardize and communicate human resource requirements. Competencies will 
form the basis for HR planning, resourcing, self-management of careers, performance 
management, and indeed all aspects of HR management. Competencies will lead to the 
simplification and streamlining of a number of selection processes through the use of pre- 
qualified pools, as an example. 


Learning Network, Leadership Program, Learning Advisory Council. These three initiatives will 


ensure a more effective use of learning dollars and more timely learning processes. The Learning 
Network will support learning throughout the organization. The Leadership Program will 
provide the framework for linking developmental opportunities to competencies and business 
needs. The Learning Advisory Council will provide guidance to the Agency on key HR issues.

(ii) Sustainable Development Strategies 


The Department first tabled its Sustainable Development Strategy (SDS) in Parliament in 
December 1997. The Strategy sets out Revenue Canada’s commitment to systematically take 
into account environmental, economic and social considerations. Revenue Canada’s SDS was 
developed in consultation with all branches, regions and other government departments. 


The Department’s goals and objectives for contributing to sustainable development for the next 
three years include: renewing commitments to sustainable development; improving 
communications; enhancing consultations on sustainable development with key stakeholders; 
expanding awareness of sustainable development; and integrating environmental components into 
key management frameworks and operations. 


The SDS demonstrates that many of the Department’s activities, some of which are outlined in 
other sections of this document, contribute, but are not measured for their impacts on sustainable 
development: a secure and confident society; a sound and prosperous economy; a safe and 
healthy environment; and a responsive and accountable governance. While the emphasis of the 
current SDS is on integrating environmental management into current decision-making processes, 
the future challenge will be to measure and monitor the impacts of all activities on all three 
components of sustainable development. 


The following Chart on Sustainable Development Strategy is a summary of the targets related to 
each objective of the Department’s SDS. This responds to the recommendation contained in the 
May 1998 Report of the Commissioner of the Environment and Sustainable Development, that 
departments need to establish a clear set of targets and present them to the House of Commons in 
the spring of 1999. 


Environmental issues have been prioritized with due consideration of the implications on 
financial and human resources wherever possible. In this regard, the Department seeks to 
maintain a balanced approach to decision making and to achieve best value for available 
resources.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan — provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship 
of the Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget) and key elements of the Main Estimates; 


Part II — The Main Estimates — directly supports the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and the amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 
March; and 


Part III] — Departmental Expenditure Plans — In April of 1997 the House of Commons approved a motion that split the Part III 
into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year time horizon. 
The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board, on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These docu- 
ments are to be tabled on or before 31 March, referred to committees and reported back to the House of Commons pursuant 
to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and Il of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


These measures stem from the Improved Reporting to Parliament Project which was initiated as part of the revamped Expenditure 
Management System announced in January 1995. The central objective of this Project was to improve expenditure management infor- 
mation and accountability to Parliament. This was to be accomplished through a focus on results within a more strategic, multi-year 
perspective on program delivery. 

Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation pri- 
orities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved in 


Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and management 
of public funds. 
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The Commissioner’s Message 


The RCMP, as Canada’s national police service, continues to be committed to enhancing public safety; I am 
pleased to submit this Report to Parliament, describing our plans and priorities to achieve this overall goal. 


Modern institutions must keep pace with the changes surrounding them. The RCMP has embarked upon a 
journey of organizational renewal several years ago, to ensure the provision of effective response and 
indeed, to anticipate the needs of its broad client base. The years ahead signal continued alignment of the 
organization s priorities with those of government (and ultimately, of taxpayers), supported by the cultural 
and structural changes required in order to maintain the world class police service our communities have 
come to expect from the RCMP. 


While our mandate is multidimensional, ranging from international, national and provincial roles to 
municipal policing, the delivery of our services is integrated. Our business lines cut across jurisdictions and 
with our many partners in the criminal justice system, we will continue to make good progress in the 
provision of seamless, client focussed service delivery. 


The cornerstone of our strategic priorities is the combat against organized crime. The dark side of 
globalization facilitates the work of criminal organizations and we will act decisively, with our partners to 
counter this menace. Our strategies are predicated upon three building blocks; effective intelligence 
gathering, analysis and the sharing of information, a strong operational capability and finally, modern 
technologies. By helping Canada become a safer place to live, we are making an important contribution to 
the economic prosperity as well as the social cohesion of our country. 


As Canada is becoming a more and more prominent player on the world stage, the role of the RCMP is also 
increasing with respect to peacekeeping and international police training. We are sought after because we 
represent the democratic values of Canada and also because of our high level of professionalism and 
integrity. 


We will also continue our work on restorative justice, including activities that reach beyond the use of 
alternative measures within the aboriginal community. These measures hold the promise of reducing 
Canada’s incarceration rate and promote the safe integration of offenders into our communities - - a goal 
that we share in common with our colleagues in the correctional system, as part of our commitment to work 
in greater partnerships within the criminal justice system. 


Last but not least, we are joining the government-wide efforts with respect to Y2K readiness, not only in

ll. DEPARTMENTAL OVERVIEW 


A. Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The Royal Canadian Mounted Police is the Canadian national police service and an agency of the 
Ministry of the Solicitor General of Canada. 


The RCMP is unique in the world since it is a national, federal, provincial and municipal policing 
body. It provides a total federal policing service to all Canadians and policing services under 
contract to the three territories, eight provinces (except Ontario and Quebec), over 200 
municipalities and 168! First Nations communities. 


The mandate of the RCMP is multi-faceted. It is to prevent and investigate crime, maintain order, 
enforce laws on matters as diverse as health and the protection of government revenues, to contribute 
to national security, ensure the safety of state officials, visiting dignitaries and foreign missions, and 
provide vital operational support services to other police and law enforcement agencies. 


The authority and accountability for executing the requirements of the RCMP Act rest with the 
Commissioner who reports to the Solicitor General of Canada. The Commissioner is supported by 
four regional Deputy Commissioners, and one Deputy Commissioner at National Headquarters. In 
addition, there are 14 divisional commanding officers and a Commanding Officer Depot Division 
(the RCMP training facilities in Regina, Saskatchewan) and 15 program directors at National 
Headquarters. 


The relationship between the mandate, mission, core values, vision, objectives of the organization, 
and other elements of the accountability and reporting cycle are shown in Figure 1.

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B. Objective 


The objective of the RCMP is to enforce laws, prevent crime and maintain peace, order and security. 
The RCMP is striving to achieve the following strategic priorities: 


¢ protect Canadians against organized crime; 

e protect Canadians from violent and youth crime; 

e provide aboriginal peoples with alternatives to the traditional criminal justice system; 

e provide policing services to support safe homes and safe communities; 

e provide law enforcement investigative tools and information; and 

e manage the effective and timely participation of Canadian civilian police in peacekeeping 
activities; 


RCMP activities are guided by the six strategic priorities against which its performance is reported 
later on in the year. As can be seen from Figure 3, these priorities are aligned with those of the 
Solicitor General’s public safety priorities which focus on combatting organized crime, ensuring 
effective corrections and engaging citizens. As well, the RCMP’s priorities reflect those 
Government-wide policy issues that it shares with federal government partners as “horizontal” 
initiatives that were articulated in the September 1997 Speech from the Throne, especially that of 
“Building Safer Communities”. 


While the six priorities are addressed through five business lines, implementing each priority usually 
involves more than one of the business lines. This makes them interdependent at the operational 
level, reflecting the complex nature of everyday policing. However, services to aboriginal peoples, 
maintaining order, preventing or reducing violent crime and youth crime are largely met through the 
provision of contract policing services. National Police Services supports all business lines by 
providing vital operational support to the RCMP and to other Canadian law enforcement agencies. 
As well, the strategic priorities are addressed with co-delivery partners consisting of federal, 
provincial and territorial government departments, and agencies, as well as communities, local 
groups and organizations. Further, the RCMP works in partnership with Canadians in general, who 
are entitled to policing services as citizens while, at the same time, they fulfill their own 
responsibilities as Canadians. 
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C. Operating Environment 


There are many external factors that influence the RCMP. The Force must be conscious of the 
challenges and opportunities that these environmental forces present in carrying out its work in 
general and in addressing its strategic priorities in particular. All business lines are influenced by 
several key factors such as: 


External Factors: The major threats, opportunities and challenges that are present in the 
environment within which the RCMP operates are as follows: 


Shifting Demographics Crime Trends 


An aging society fostering vulnerability of 
the elderly and may result in rising incidents 
of elder abuse. 

Increased cultural diversity, through 
immigration, may create increasing 
opportunities for competing ethnic conflicts. 
A higher than average growth rate of the 
aboriginal population, may lend urgency to 
aboriginal justice matters. 

Significant youth unemployment may be 
leading to their participation in urban street 
gangs which are linked to illegal activities. 


Legislative Changes 


Many organized crime groups are 
international and complex in nature which 
have an impact on investigative costs. 

The incidence of white collar crime is 
increasing, particularly in the areas of 
telemarketing scams and cyber fraud, credit 
card forgeries, bogus investment schemes, 
and employee theft. 

There is continuing public concern with 
personal safety, including violent crime, 
youth crime, family violence, and hate 
crime. 

Organized international crime will increase 
within a borderless world and globalization 
and technological advances will facilitate 
the work of criminal networks. 

Organized crime is expected to be associated 
with the diamond industry in the Northwest 
Territories. 


Trends in recent court cases and investigative boards are increasing the complexity of police 
investigations. 
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Changing Social Values and Societal Expectations 


Canadians continue to press for effective independent reviews and scrutiny of legislation, 
policies and practices of the criminal justice system. 

Public expectation of the police role is directed towards efforts towards preventing and reducing 
particularly violent crime, family violence, violence against women, hate crime and youth crime. 
Public concern with the accountability of government institutions is growing. 


Political Factors 


Given the existence of outstanding land claims and other grievances, there could be unrest in the 
aboriginal community. 

The police must respond to new requirements such as the Firearms Legislation, international 
frauds and telemarketing, investigations of money laundering. 

Due to the Canadian government’s continuing participation in international initiatives to re- 
establish democracies and peace in foreign countries, there will be a requirement for civilian 
police participation in peacekeeping efforts which will be an important part of Canada’s 
commitments abroad. 

Government fiscal policy continues to be tight and public agencies, including the police, are still 
faced with the necessity to reduce expenditures. 


Economic Climate Technology

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Internal challenges also have an impact on the delivery of RCMP services across the business lines. 
These factors include: 


the creation of the Alignment Task Force to align the RCMP systems and processes; 
continuing efforts to produce cost-savings, management efficiencies and alternative 
service delivery; 

strong participation in support of horizontal issues across government and the 
portfolio; 

continuing efforts to implement measures reflected in the government Quality 
Service Initiative into the service delivery mechanisms of the RCMP, through 
community policing; 

continuing efforts to develop sound performance indicators as part of government- 
wide efforts to demonstrate value for money and accountability; 

continuing efforts to consolidate the regionalisation of service delivery, the 
realignment of business lines and strategic priorities; 

identifying sources of future funding for the integration of police information 
reporting systems; 

finding new innovative and effective measures to combat crime, building on 
initiatives such as DNA, Firearms Registry and IPOC (Integrated Proceeds of Crime 
Unit); 

beginning preparations for the next review of the contract cost base in 2002; and 
further advancing human resources development such as the development of the Job 
Classification Instrument for regular and civilian members and the Employee 
Continuous Development Program (ECDP). 


The operating environment of the RCMP presents complex challenges to public safety. The RCMP 
will continue to ensure it is a world-class police organization that has the appropriate capacity 
(financial, technological and skill-based) to meet these challenges by: 


e enhancing the seamless delivery of services through its Business Lines; 

e maximizing the value derived from the integration of federal, contract and national police 
services; 

¢ providing a multi-jurisdictional approach that is made possible by its national infrastructure; 
and 

¢ developing new partnerships with federal, provincial and territorial government departments 
and agencies, other law enforcement agencies, as well as communities, local groups and 
organizations. 
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This approach will allow the RCMP to serve its communities, fulfill its federal mandate, and 
advance the federal government’s public safety commitments and related social policy and law 
enforcement priorities, thereby contributing to national unity and the social cohesion of Canada.

Business Line Objective: 


Federal Policing Services objective is to provide policing, law enforcement, investigative, technical 
and protective services to the federal government to assist in the protection of public health and 
safety, the environment, trade and commerce, revenue collection, national security, foreign missions 
and state officials. 


Service Lines within Federal Policing Services: 


General Policing service line maintains a variety of technical services aimed at providing 
investigative support services to Canadian law enforcement agencies, including such measures as 
the profiling of unknown offenders, indirect personality assessment, crime scene analysis, 
geographic profiling of crimes, polygraph examinations, maintenance of lawful access to information 
and communications needed to ensure public safety and security, correlation and dissemination of 
information on criminal acts involving explosives, and the Violent Crime Linkage Analysis System 
(ViCLAS). It also includes the RCMP’s Air Services which provide quick access to remote 
communities in direct support of the Force’s law enforcement and public safety activities.

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Economic Crime objective is to enforce laws and prevent crimes of commerce in areas such as 
commercial fraud, theft, criminal breach of trust, bankruptcy and insolvency, securities fraud, 
corruption of public officials, and frauds against the federal government. Economic Crime also 
enforces laws and prevents technological crimes including computer crime, theft of 
telecommunications and the counterfeiting of currency and credit, debit and smart cards. The area 
of cybercrime is becoming a global problem and its resolution will present a challenge. 


Drug Enforcement objective is to contribute to a decline in illicit drug supply and demand. This 
is accomplished through the investigation of offences related to the importation, exportation, 
production, trafficking, and possession of controlled drugs and substances and the reduction of the 
demand for drugs through education and awareness programs. In addition, drug enforcement is 
included in the RCMP’s mandate under municipal and provincial contracts. 


Customs and Excise enforces laws within Canada and along the Canadian/United States border, in 
conjunction with clients, partners and the community. These activities include: the international 
movement of dutiable, taxable, prohibited or controlled goods; the manufacture, distribution or 
possession of contraband products including tobacco and spirits; the illicit traffic of critical high 
technology and strategic goods; and the enforcement of acts or regulations that impose non-tariff 
(permit) controls on the international movement of commodities. 


Proceeds of Crime (POC) objective is to disrupt criminal organization on a national and 
international level by identifying, restraining and forfeiting illicit and unreported wealth accumulated 
through criminal activity by investigating and prosecuting offenders. 


Immigration and Federal Policing objective is to develop proactive initiatives to provide service 
to client government departments and the general public in the enforcement of the Immigration Act, 
the Citizenship Act and the investigation of passport violations under the Criminal Code. 


Federal Policing objective is to investigate or assist in the investigation of 187 federal statutes in 
areas such as environment and wildlife, public safety, consumer protection, and financial loss to the 
government’. 


Criminal Intelligence objective is to provide a national program for the management of criminal 


information and intelligence in order to enable the RCMP to detect and prevent crime that has an 
organized, serious or national security dimension in Canada, or internationally.

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Protective Operations objective is to provide security for the Prime Minister and his family, and 
to ensure security for certain government dignitaries, government property, Internationally Protected 
Persons and their residences and major events. World events have had a significant impact on the 
costs to provide protective security in Canada or for foreign travel by Canadian dignitaries. Canada 
also hosts various international conferences/summits (e.g., APEC, La Francophonie) that are major 
undertakings for the RCMP in terms of both human and financial resources. 


International Liaison has a twofold objective. The liaison program provides a Canadian link with 
foreign enforcement agencies for the exchange of information relative to the interdiction of 
international criminal activity and the maintenance of law and order in Canada. It also provides 
training assistance to foreign countries through a variety of initiatives such as cost sharing with the 
host country or through funding received from other agencies for special projects. Interpol provides 
a support and assistance service to all Canadian law enforcement agencies which require criminal 
information or assistance from foreign governments to further Canadian investigations or legal 
proceedings. 


Key Plans and Strategies for Federal Policing Services: 
Strategic Priority: To provide Canadians with protection against organized crime. 


The fight against organized crime is part of the Government’s commitment to “safe homes, safe 
streets”. The RCMP strategies are aligned with the Solicitor General of Canada’s Public Safety 
priority and contribute to the emerging national strategy on organized crime. 


Organized crime demands specific and focused responses with strong national arrangements to deal 
with the problem efficiently and effectively to make Canada a vital international partner. 

The RCMP uses several key strategies to combat organized crime, either focussing on illegal 
activities (illicit commodities and services) or by focussing on people (criminals and their 
organizations as well as on victims and potential victims), including: 


“> targeting the supply of illicit goods and services (i.e., supply reduction) through 
interdiction, closing off opportunities for crime, disrupting specific criminal activities and 
locations (e.g., our borders) and by addressing new and innovative criminal activities (e.g., 
telemarketing); 

~» targeting the suppliers of illicit goods and services through a focus on the upper ranks of 
criminal organizations by long-term intelligence-gathering and investigations; 

> promoting a reduction in the demand for illicit goods and services through public 
education and prevention;

forming strategic regional, national and international partnerships with other law 
enforcement agencies, other government agencies and the private sector; and 

producing and disseminating timely, tactical and strategic intelligence on criminal acts, 
individual criminals and criminal organizations. 


To implement these strategies, a range of law enforcement and related tools are used, with our 
partners, to pursue the common goal of combatting organized crime:

financial measures (e.g., duties, taxes) - with Department of Finance, Revenue Canada; 
intelligence gathering and sharing - with Criminal Intelligence Service Canada, Canadian

public education and information - with Health Canada, Citizenship and Immigration 
Canada; 

physical surveillance - with Department of National Defence, Revenue Canada,

information technologies - with law enforcement partners linked to our National Police 
Services. 


The RCMP is striving to achieve the protection against organized crime strategic priority 
through the following initiatives. 


/ Economic Crime Enforcement 


Economic crime is becoming a target growth area favoured by organized crime which is attracted 
by the huge profit potential and low risk of being caught. This is facilitated by the involvement of 
highly educated people, by new technologies and by a borderless world. Developments include a 
rapid growth in fraudulent telemarketing, the development of “virtual stock exchanges” on the 
Internet. Further, the international community is now pressuring all countries to develop and enforce 
laws related to economic crime, corruption, and the virtual trading of securities. 
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New activities and plans for 1999/2000 include: 


e working with federal partners on the development of legislation regarding corruption of 
foreign public officials; 


e providing public information and awareness materials designed to publicize and prevent 
fraudulent telemarketing and other financial frauds, including those on “virtual stock 
exchanges” on the Internet; 


e with the participation of other law enforcement regulatory agencies and the private sector, 
developing a coordinated national strategy to combat fraudulent telemarketing and other 
aspects of financial crime, including virtual securities trading; 


e developing and maintaining a central repository and analysis capability for public complaints 
about fraudulent telemarketing and other financial crimes; and 


e developing coordinated enforcement through joint task-force strategies to combat fraudulent 
telemarketing and other financial crimes. 


The high-technology aspect of Economic Crime, as a fast growing and emerging trend, also 
encompasses computer crime, telecommunications fraud, currency counterfeiting, and activities on 
the Internet. Accordingly, our plans include: 


¢ participating in the development of a Canadian national infrastructure protection centre, which 
combines the efforts of law enforcement, security & intelligence, and private sector communities; 


e exploring the development of a Service Line to address the impact of technologies on all levels and 
activities of Canadian law enforcement with emphasis on combatting organized crime; 


¢ working towards delivering a cohesive, national law enforcement response in support of the 
commitments made to the G7 by Canadian Ministers, e.g. 10-step Strategic Action Plan on “High 
Technology” crime signed in Washington on December 10, 1997; this includes expanding 
international efforts in concert with the Department of Justice regarding trans-border search & 
seizure of electronic data; 


e enhancing the Counterfeit Analysis Project (CAP) to conduct strategic and tactical analyses of 
counterfeit banknote passings in Canada, increasing our efforts in educating Canadians about their 
currency and its security features and, in collaboration with the Bank of Canada, releasing a new 
training video and promoting greater use of the RCMP Web site to publish descriptions of prolific 
counterfeit banknotes; 
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* continuing our participation in the G7 Working Group on International Organized Payment Card 
Crime focussing on international co-operation and the harmonization of criminal laws related to 
counterfeit payment cards; 


e developing partnerships with technology development corporations, expanding co-operative efforts 
with law enforcement, security and intelligence, and other government agencies in Canada and 
abroad, as well as expanding existing co-operative efforts with domestic and private sector industry 
groups; and 


e developing a response to emerging technological advancements and their exploitation by organized 
crime groups in “e-cash,” “e-commerce,” virtual banking, electronic espionage and theft of 
proprietary information, cryptography, etc. 


Y Drug Enforcement 


The Drug Enforcement objective is to contribute to a decline in the illicit drug supply and demand. 
The supply reduction is accomplished through the investigation of offences related to the 
importation, exportation, production, trafficking and possession of controlled drugs and substances 
and the demand reduction through education and awareness initiatives. Drug trafficking is one of 
the most profitable of criminal activities and hence attractive to organized crime. The RCMP will 
continue to investigate this type of crime by working jointly with other agencies, both foreign and 
domestic, especially for activities such as intelligence gathering, and the surveillance and 
interception of drug trafficking aircraft and ships. 


Specific plans for 1999-2000 include: 


* pursuant to Canada’s Drug Strategy, seeking a better balance between drug supply 
reduction through enforcement activities and drug demand reduction through prevention 
and public educational initiatives, especially those directed towards youth and those 
which stress the negative impact of drug abuse; 


¢ developing ways of addressing the growing problem of drug-impaired driving; 


¢ implementing the Canada's Drug Strategy approach of diverting lower level drug 
offences and abusers toward treatment and rehabilitation as well as pushing for access 
to the social network that enables them to avoid the environment that contribute to drug 
abuse; 
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e shifting the law enforcement balance further towards a smaller number of large seizures 
that implicate high level criminals involved in drug trafficking rather than larger numbers 
of small seizures at the street level; 


° providing expanded training as well as promoting and expanding the use of the 
Pipeline/Convoy/ Jetway program to help produce more efficient law enforcement 
against persons who carry out contraband smuggling; and 


¢ following an internal review of the program, achieving greater efficiencies and 
effectiveness from merging and relocating many small anti-drug units. 


/ Anti-Smuggling Initiative (ASI) 


Despite success in removing small and medium-level smuggling activity, larger sophisticated 
criminal organizations continue to successfully engage in the smuggling and distribution of 
contraband goods including tobacco, alcohol, jewellery and firearms. The ASI program plans for 
investigating organized criminal smuggling groups and protecting Canada’s international borders 
include: 


e in anticipation of a planned reduction in funding to 65 per cent of 1996/97 levels, plans 
are underway to realign 1999/2000 resources to address our organized crime 
responsibilities; 


¢ implement improved performance indicators to monitor and evaluate progress and 
demonstrate the concrete benefits of the program; and 


e developing and delivering a proactive demand-reduction program in relation to 
smuggling. 


/ Proceeds of Crime (POC) 


The Proceeds of Crime initiative combines existing RCMP resources with those from Canada’s Drug 
Law Enforcement and Control Strategy for anti-drug profiteering and from the National Action Plan 
to Combat Smuggling. Investigations are undertaken through a multi-disciplinary interdepartmental 
team approach involving investigators, forensic accountants and prosecutors. Thirteen Integrated 
Proceeds of Crime (IPOC) units are located in the major centres across Canada. 
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Proceeds of Crime enforcement provides input to developing specific legislation, such as Bill C-95, 
an Act to amend the Criminal Code (criminal organizations) and to amend other acts in 
consequence which is an important tool to prevent and deter criminal activity by organized criminal 
gangs and their members. It will assist law enforcement partners with investigating, prosecuting and 
forfeiting the proceeds of organized criminal gang activity. Plans to further improve our ability to 
trace and freeze crime assets include: 


¢ working with our federal partners to enact legislation for Mandatory Suspicious 
Transaction Reporting (MSTR), Cross Border Currency Reporting (CBCR) and a 
National Financial Intelligence Unit (FIU), which would also assist Canada in meeting 
its international commitments associated with members of the G7 and the Financial 
Action Task Force. 


/Y Immigration Enforcement 


International political and economic conditions have led to an increase in the number of refugees 
seeking sanctuary in countries like Canada, which are governed by democratic values and 
demonstrate economic stability. This global phenomenon has encouraged organized crime groups 
involved in traditional criminal activities to become involved in smuggling illegal aliens for profit. 


Plans include the following activities to address this area of criminal activity: 


¢ Making greater efforts at formulating international partnerships which will aid in our 
efforts at halting illegal migration abroad before they embark for Canada; 


¢ Seeking ways of improving the detection of fraudulent documents produced by 
increasingly sophisticated technologies, as well as seeking ways of affording these 
technologies; 


¢ Reallocating program resources to geographical areas to address higher priorities and 
growing needs; and 


¢ Working with Citizenship and Immigration Canada to develop appropriate legislation to 
facilitate more effective enforcement of the Immigration Act and to combat organized 
crime. 
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/ Federal Enforcement 


In concert with partners, clients and communities, the Federal Enforcement program is aligning its 
resources to ensure the delivery of an efficient, effective and seamless national federal policing 
service relative to the four priority areas of public safety, consumer protection, environmental law 
enforcement and financial loss to the Government. Investigative priorities to combat organized 
crime include such initiatives as raising the profile concerning the globalization of copyright 
infringement and environmental law enforcement. 


Plans include the following steps designed to address the noted priority areas as well as numerous 
other federal statute responsibilities: 


e strengthen our cooperative and coordinating role with other federal departments and 
agencies involved in the enforcement of federal statutes and the development of 
appropriate legislation; 


e develop new and stronger relationships with other stakeholders in the private sector who 
have a vested interest in the enforcement of federal law; and 


e develop new partnerships within the international environmental community in support 
of training initiatives to assist the enforcement of environmental laws world wide. 


Y Criminal Intelligence Program 


The investigation of criminal offences relating to organized crime and national security as well as 
the maintenance of the national Threat Assessment Program are components of the RCMP’s 
Criminal Intelligence program. The RCMP’s national security response, investigative and counter- 
terrorism capabilities have been enhanced with the recent establishment of National Security 
Investigation Sections at 10 designated international airports across Canada. These units now 
function in cooperation and partnership with the RCMP’s law enforcement partners. 


Plans for specific activities during 1999/2000 include: 


¢ strengthening existing domestic and international partnerships and forging new 
partnerships, including those with the private sector; 


* increasing partner participation in RCMP intelligence related training courses, including 
staff under the command of the Department of National Defence (Canadian Forces 
Provost Marshal); 
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e improving the capabilities of the RCMP’s two national program data bases, the National 
Criminal Data Bank (NCDB) and the Secure Criminal Information System (SCIS), so 
as to improve the timely production and effective sharing of tactical and strategic 
criminal intelligence within the RCMP and in support of our law enforcement partners; 
and 


¢ improving our liaison, co-operation and information sharing with our consumers and 
clients in the law enforcement community. 


/ Protective Operations 


The responsibility for the provision of protective policing and security services at Canada’s 
international airports has been transferred to airports authorities at Vancouver, Edmonton, Calgary, 
Winnipeg, Toronto, Ottawa, Mirabel and Dorval International Airports. 


The RCMP has remained at Vancouver and Edmonton International Airports under enhanced 
provincial/municipal contract agreements, as the RCMP is the police service of local jurisdiction. 


e At the Montreal International Airport (Mirabel/Dorval), a contract agreement for the 
RCMP is being finalized to provide specialized policing services. 


¢ Transport Canada continues to operate Halifax International Airport and the RCMP 
provides certain specialized protective policing services as part of their federal protective 
policing and security program. Transport Canada anticipates that this airport will be 
transferred to the local airport authority in mid 1999. In the near future, the RCMP 
(Municipality of Lower Sackville), as the police service of local jurisdiction, will enter 
into negotiations with the local airport authority for the continuation of protective 
policing/law enforcement services under a provincial/municipal contract agreement. 


Plans for specific activities during 1999/2000 include: 


Canada hosts various international events. The RCMP is responsible for the security arrangements 
to ensure the safety of all sites and participants. Upcoming events include: 


¢ Francophonie Summit in Moncton, New Brunswick 


¢ Pan Am Games in Winnipeg, Manitoba

Business Line Objective: 


Contract Policing Services business line objective is to ensure safe homes and safe communities by 
providing police services to diverse communities in eight provinces (with the exception of Quebec 
and Ontario) and two territories through cost-shared policing service agreements with federal, 
provincial, territorial, municipal, and aboriginal governments 


Federal Benefits from Contract Policing: 


The federal government gains certain benefits from the RCMP providing policing services under 
contract to the provinces, municipalities and territories. Firstly, the RCMP is a symbol of national 
unity and social cohesion given its presence throughout Canada. Additionally, it provides a national 
infrastructure to deliver federal programs and advance law enforcement priorities of the federal 
government across the various jurisdictions as a seamless police service comprised of a pool of 
redeployable, highly skilled, non-unionized police personnel ready to respond to emergencies. The 
RCMP provides a federal presence and program delivery in remote areas while maintaining its 
cultural sensitivity, making it well suited to work with racially diverse communities. Overall, the 
RCMP has a positive influence in maintaining a national standard of policing for the Canadian 
public. 
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Service Lines within Contract Policing Services: 


Provincial and Municipal policing objective is to deliver quality service through community 
policing. Services include crime prevention, order maintenance, traffic enforcement, Criminal Code 
enforcement and emergency services. 


Aboriginal Policing objective is to deliver policing services to aboriginal peoples through federal, 
provincial and First Nations Community Tripartite Agreements or through contracts between the 
federal government and the RCMP. 


Key Plans and Strategies for Contract Policing: 
Strategic Priorities: To provide Canadians with 


— protection from violent and youth crime; 

—> alternatives to the traditional criminal justice system for aboriginal 
peoples; and 

— policing services in support of safe homes and safe communities; 


With quality service delivered through community policing now well established as the main 
strategy to achieve the strategic priority of safe homes, safe communities, the organizational culture 
of the RCMP has changed significantly over the past few years, and continues to evolve. Most 
employees are oriented towards both reactive and proactive ways of solving and preventing local 
crime problems in partnership with communities they serve. As a result, everything the RCMP does 
focuses on consulting with its clients and stakeholders, forming partnerships with its communities 
and local agencies, empowering the front line of service delivery, and mobilizing community and 
other resources to supplement our own resources. By listening to its clients and partners, the RCMP 
policing services delivered under contract with provinces and municipalities are better tailored to 
the needs and priorities of each community. Service delivery mechanisms and best practices allow 
the RCMP to continuously improve the quality of the service it provides. 


The RCMP currently uses several key reactive and proactive strategies in delivering policing 
services to the public, including: 


=—> reducing crime and deterring further crime through law enforcement 
=-> preventing crime by solving common underlying problems 

— delivering restorative justice measures 

= diverting young offenders from the formal criminal justice system 
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=~ softening the impact on victims 
— targeting high risk offenders to prevent re-offending or “recidivism 
— forming partnerships. 


The RCMP is striving to achieve the following strategic priorities through different initiatives. 
a) Protection from violent and youth crime 


While official statistics show that crime has remained relatively constant in recent years, and the 
incidence of violent crime has decreased over the past five years, Canadians continue to be 
concerned about crime. The role of the police is to protect as well as provide the community with 
education, communication and training programs designed to prevent and reduce acts of violence. 


The RCMP is involved in supporting a number of initiatives designed to make communities safer: 
e the introduction of gun control to prevent violent crime, and 


e the creation of a DNA data bank to aid in the identification of violent criminals to 
provide the police with additional tools to combat violent criminal activity. 


The RCMP five-year strategic plan includes: 


¢ the Reduction of Violent Crime and Youth Crime. The RCMP is committed to ensuring 
that Canada remains a place where Canadians feel secure in their homes and on the 
streets of their communities. The strategy for preventing and reducing violent and youth 
crime is aimed at dealing with community perceptions by conducting extensive 
consultations with governments, agencies and communities. The success of the strategy 
is contingent on a balance of crime prevention as well as the traditional legal responses. 
Plans include educational, marketing and communications strategies to promote service 
delivery to youth. 


Other community-based crime prevention programs which will continue are the school liaison 
program and drug awareness programs. Alternative justice options such as youth diversion programs 
are being explored as ways of reducing the impact of the formal system on youth at risk. 


The RCMP is one of the seven federal government agencies funded to address the problem of family 
violence, particularly as it relates to women and children, and to develop national and international 
strategies to deal with sexual exploitation of children. 
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The RCMP will consider the recommendations developed by the Commissioner’s Youth Advisory 
Committee in the formulation of its youth crime programs. 


b) Alternatives to the traditional criminal justice system for aboriginal peoples 


In the spirit of creative cooperation, the RCMP is working with Aboriginal people, communities and 
other government departments to initiate ongoing strategic responses to social and justice issues 
affecting Aboriginal communities. 


Y Aboriginal Justice Initiative 


Traditional criminal justice and policing responses are recognized as not meeting all the needs of 
aboriginal peoples and should be more culturally appropriate, be based on stronger partnerships with 
aboriginal communities, and address underlying social conditions. 


The RCMP is supporting the Department of Justice in continuing the Aboriginal Justice Initiative 
(AJI). Strategies include restorative justice approaches, Community Justice Forums, partnerships 
with aboriginal communities, cultural awareness and spirituality, healing and sentencing circles, 
recruiting more aboriginal persons into the RCMP. 


c) Policing services in support of safe homes and safe communities 
/Y Restorative Justice 


Restorative justice offers an alternative to the traditional justice system. Although not appropriate 
in every instance, it offers the base for a justice process which is flexible, responsive and accountable 
to the community. Restorative justice actively involves victims and offenders in the process of 
repairing harm and healing. The RCMP is championing restorative justice and in particular 
community justice forums as part of the community policing philosophy. 


/Y Five-Year Contract Review of Cost Base 
A review of the first five years of the 20-year Police Service Agreements with eight provinces and 


two territories was completed on March 31, 1997. No significant changes were made to the cost 
base. The next review is scheduled for 2002. 
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/ New Models of Administering Policing 
The district policing model has been developed to better respond to the needs of demographically 
similar and adjacent communities. Developed by the RCMP in New Brunswick, this model is a 
streamlined organizational arrangement which groups a number of detachments into a “district”. 
The result is more effective and efficient delivery of provincial contract policing services. 
A cost-effective model of policing has been developed in Saskatchewan, with the removal of the 
sub-division level of administration. Similar strategies are being adopted in British Columbia, 
Alberta, Newfoundland, Nova Scotia and Manitoba. 
/ Nunavut Contract Policing Services 
The new Nunavut Territory is to be created in 1999. The RCMP is presently working in developing 
a new model for the delivery of police services in the Nunavut Territory. The federal government 
signed an agreement on August 31, 1998 with the Nunavut Interim Commissioner. This agreement 
for the RCMP to provide policing services in Nunavut is to commence on 
April 1, 1999 
Y Protection for Sexually Abused and Exploited Children and Youth 
Canadians are deeply concerned about the need to provide better protection for sexually abused and 
exploited children and youth. This strongly held concern is national in scope and cuts across all 
social, religious and political boundaries. 
In November 1997 the Canadian Association of Chiefs of Police (CACP)/Solicitor General Canada 
A-Agenda for Action-A Conference on the Sexual Exploitation of Children” clearly articulated five 
critical points needed to combat this insidious social problem: 

* increase public awareness; 

* improve training for professionals; 

* initiate appropriate changes to the Criminal Code; 

* seek appropriate funding from public and private partnerships; 


* work with victims’ groups to better serve their needs. 
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The RCMP, in partnership with the CACP, is pursuing proactive initiatives intended to raise the 
awareness and concern within the Canadian law enforcement community, political leaders and the 
general public about the extent of a very brutal crime victimizing the most vulnerable component 
of our society: our children. 


In support of these efforts, the CACP and the RCMP are working together to formulate policy 
options for a coordinated national law enforcement strategy designed to combat the sexual 
victimization of children, without compromising existing efforts of individual jurisdictions. There 
is a joint effort being made to improve the relationship such as the sharing and disseminating of 
domestic and international intelligence; the coordination of undercover operations, especially as they 
relate to the Internet; the development of a national standard on effective practices regarding 
community notification and suitable specialized training measures for the Canadian law enforcement 
community. 


Y Community Suicide Intervention/Prevention Program 


The RCMP Community Suicide Intervention/Prevention Program was developed to confront the 
growing problem of suicide which is particularly impacting on aboriginal communities. The RCMP 
facilitates workshops for participants to gain an understanding of their own attitudes toward suicide, 
how to recognize and assess the risk of suicide, effective intervention techniques, as well as to 
identify community resources for caregivers and community members. 


Plans for specific activities during 1999/2000 include the following: 


¢ Automated public complaints information systems have been implemented in British 
Columbia and Alberta. These two jurisdictions account for approximately 63 per cent of the 
public complaints, reflecting 41.7 per cent of the total number of RCMP employees. While 
full statistics are not yet available consistently across the country, efforts are being made to 
implement a more user-friendly automated Public Complaints Reporting System. 


¢ The free and safe movement of Canadians, their vehicles and their goods on the roads is a 


continuing concern. The RCMP will develop a comprehensive community policing traffic 
services delivery model and pilot test it to assess its effectiveness. 
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Results Expectations for Contract Policing Services: 


Contract Policing Services support the RCMP’s objective for safe homes, safe communities through 
contracts with 11 client provinces and territories, whose respective objectives, priorities and goals 
are provided annually to the RCMP. In return, results are reported to each provincial and territorial 
government through an annual report provided on July 1 each year. This reporting enables clients 
to measure the impact of RCMP policing services within their jurisdiction and to assess performance 
in delivering those services. 


While each provincial or territorial government discharges its accountability for expenditures on 
policing through its own legislature, the present report provides Parliament with a national 
perspective on the results expected from the RCMP across all 11 jurisdictions. In doing so, it 
accounts for the federal share of expenditures for delivering contract policing services and addresses 
the national benefit of the RCMP’s involvement in contract policing.

Business Line Objective: 


The objective of the National Police Services is to provide specialized technical services to the law 
enforcement community and to improve law enforcement investigative tools and the nature, scope 
and quality of shared law enforcement information which is used by the Canadian policing 
community, federal departments, law and regulatory enforcement agencies, and selected foreign 
police organizations, including Interpol. These services are used by the RCMP’s federal and 
contract policing business lines and, to a limited extent, Peacekeeping Services business line. 


RCMP specialized technical services provided to the law enforcement community include forensic 
laboratory (e.g., DNA analysis), identification (e.g., fingerprints), computerized police information 
(e.g., criminal records, communications), intelligence (e.g., organized crime), and advanced law 
enforcement training services to the Canadian and international police community and some 
departmental law enforcement agencies. 


Service Lines within National Police Services: 
Informatics objective is to provide communication and information systems in support of RCMP 


business lines and to provide the means by which information is shared across the criminal justice 
system. 
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Forensic Laboratory Services objective is to continually improve scientific and technical assistance 
provided to Canadian law enforcement agencies, including police, federal and provincial government 
departments and agencies, and courts of criminal jurisdiction. Services include analysing/examining 
exhibits, reporting results, making conclusions and interpretations, and providing expert testimony. 


In support of the RCMP’s strategic priorities, this service line examines evidence associated with 
organized crime, such as excise seals, fraudulent travel documents, Canadian and foreign bank notes, 
coins and credit cards and other negotiable instruments. To combat violent and youth crime, 
biological and non-biological evidence is examined by DNA and other forensic scientific methods. 


Information and Identification Services objective is to maintain, manage and disseminate shared 
police information on behalf of the Canadian law enforcement community and other Canadian and 
international agencies. Services include fingerprints, criminal history information, the Canadian 
Police Information Centre (CPIC), firearms registry and missing children’s registry. This service 
line strives to maintain national leadership and encourages national networking and cohesiveness 
in information systems that support criminal justice initiatives in the prevention, detection and 
suppression of crime. 


Canadian Police College (CPC) objective is to deliver advanced training to Canadian and foreign 
police personnel in areas covering middle management and executive development, specialized 
technical areas such as investigation and intelligence, and workshops or seminars on emerging 
issues. It also conducts and coordinates research to identify trends in the police environment and 
distributes information on topical issues. 


Criminal Intelligence Services Canada (CISC) objective is to gather criminal intelligence on 
organized crime and to ensure strategic intelligence is submitted through the nine provincial bureaux. 
Centralized and regional training and workshops are also provided. Current and emerging objectives 
and priorities include Outlawed Motorcycle Gangs (OMGs), Asian, East European, Aboriginal and 
traditional-based organized crime, sexual abuse of children and electronic warfare. 


Key Plans and Strategies: 


Strategic priority: | To provide Canadians with law enforcement investigative tools and 
information. 


The RCMP strives to achieve this strategic priority through the following initiatives. 
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/ DNA Data Bank 


The Forensic Laboratory Services Program provides DNA technology as a key tool for the 
identification and apprehension of violent offenders. This program has been given additional 
responsibilities as a result of the Government’s efforts to provide Canadians with greater protection 
against violent offenders. 


The RCMP has assisted the government in developing legislation to establish a national DNA data 
bank which will be used for police investigations. Bill C-3, the DNA Identification Act, was passed 
by Parliament on September 29, 1998 and the legislation received Royal Assent on December 10, 
1998. 


The DNA data bank will assist the police in identifying and apprehending repeat offenders, by 
comparing DNA information from the crime scene to the convicted offender index. By narrowing 
of suspects, linking crimes early in the investigation, or assisting in the identification of suspects, 
the data bank is expected to reduce the length and cost of some investigations. The data bank will 
result in greater certainty regarding the identity of suspects. It has the potential to reduce the length 
of trials and increase the likelihood of conviction. It is therefore expected to improve the efficiency 
of the criminal system. 


The protection of personal information within the DNA data bank will be governed by the same 
strict adherence to policy that currently governs the operation of other repositories of the RCMP, 
such as the Canadian Firearms Registry and the Central Repository of Criminal Records Information. 
The same provision for compliance with the Privacy Act, Criminal Records Act, and Young 
Offenders Act will apply, as will the same mechanisms for audit. The Data Bank will be operational 
18 months after proclamation. 


/ Canadian Firearms Registry 


The RCMP’s Information and Identification Services Program, which maintains a national registry 
of all restricted firearms in Canada, is responsible for the new Canadian Firearms Registry, under 
the Government’s efforts to increase the control of firearms in Canada. The existing registry, already 
available nationally to all Canadian law enforcement agencies, will be enhanced. With the passage 
in December, 1995, of Bill C-68, An Act Respecting Firearms and Other Weapons, the RCMP has 
assumed responsibility for: 
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¢ creating the new Canadian Firearms Registry (CFR); 

* managing the CFR data base, which is expected to increase from the current 1.25 million 
entries of Firearms Acquisition Certificates to at least as 10 million firearms certificates; 

e managing a new Integrated Firearms Information Centre; 

* issuing permits to licence carriers for the transportation of firearms; and 

¢ controlling the importation and exportation of firearms to and from Canada. 


The Department of Justice is developing a mail-in registration system for all classes of firearms 
which will be less labour intensive for the Canadian police community. To assist users with 
information on how to register different types of weapons, an inventory of weapons on CD-ROM 
has been developed which is known as the Firearms Reference Table. 


The new Firearms Act came into effect on December 1, 1998. The Canadian Firearms Registry 
(CFR) is now assisting the law enforcement community, businesses and legitimate firearms owners 
with the registration of all firearms. The CFR is also issuing carrier licences and establishing a 
network of verifiers throughout Canada. 


Y/Y Improved communications and computer support 


The Informatics Program plans to continue to support and improve the computer and 
telecommunications infrastructures supporting the operations of the RCMP and the services supplied 
to its partners under the NPS business line. These plans cover the National Police Services Network 
(NPSN), and extend the RCMP’s internal Office Support System (ROSS), in order to enhance 
reliability of the infrastructure, enhance the RCMP’s internal communications through electronic 
mail across the country, achieve efficiencies and reduce the paper flow. 


The current communications network, which permits access to the Canadian Police Information 
Centre (CPIC) by the Canadian policing community, as well as supporting operational and 
administrative requirements of the RCMP, is in the process of replacement by a modern network for 
all National Police Services. The NPSN will allow all criminal justice agencies across Canada to 
share information within a more integrated system and will be a key component of the proposed 
integrated justice Canada Public Safety Information Net. 


Plans also include pursuing the modernization of the long lived CPIC system to provide a modern 
base having the necessary capabilities as well as progressing work on a comprehensive occurrence 
management system. The actualization of these major components will greatly improve efficiency 
and effectiveness at the operational levels, provide strategic information for management, and 
contribute to the sharing of necessary information under any eventual integrated justice initiatives.

In addition, technology will continue to be deployed to secure information and implement electronic 
signature capability. As well, mobile workstations in police vehicles will be deployed, expanding 
on the highly successful project to date. 


The RCMP continues to participate in shared radio systems with other public safety organizations 
such as in the Greater Vancouver area of British Columbia (E-COMM) and the Ottawa Carleton 
Regional Voice Radio Communications System (OCRVRCS), with these being examples of 
opportunities to partner for reduced costs and improved inter-workings with sister agencies. 
Initiatives are being undertaken to replace obsolete radio systems, and to reduce telecommunications 
costs. 


/Y Partnerships Amongst Key Players in the Criminal Justice System 


The RCMP has been participating with the Ministry (Correctional Services Canada, National Parole 
Board) and other government agencies on the development of a Strategic Action Plan to address 
issues of public safety based on access to, and use of offender and crime-related information by 
federal criminal justice agencies. This initiative, under the leadership of the Solicitor General’s 
Secretariat, is expected to strengthen partnerships within the Portfolio and with other government 
departments and jurisdictions to enable and facilitate the sharing of requisite information. The 
partnership approach builds upon the common needs for the greater Canadian enforcement 
community and contributes significantly to the well being of all Canadians through the pursuit of 
“safe homes and safe streets”. 


/ Modernization of the Canadian Police Information Centre (CPIC 2001) 


The modernization of the Canadian Police Information Centre under CPIC 2001, supported by 
modern law enforcement occurrence management systems, will be the cornerstone of an integrated 
national criminal information system for the 21st. century. CPIC 2001 will respond to the current 
and anticipated needs of more modern and effective tools to support law enforcement activities 
across Canada and internationally. 


CPIC is the only national criminal justice information-sharing mechanism linking criminal justice 
law enforcement partners within Canada and internationally. Until the 1990's it has proven capable 
of responding to additional law enforcement demands as they arose. However, CPIC is grounded 
in the technology of the 1960's, with escalating risk of unauthorized access and breakdown. This 
risk will be exacerbated with the forecasted significant increases in the volume and types of usage. 
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The coordination of shared national and international intelligence and sophisticated investigative 
activities demands a modernized and expanded CPIC and is integral to realizing a seamless and 
interconnected Canadian criminal justice system. 


CPIC 2001 will use modern technologies to address new information requirements and sharing 
capabilities identified by partners as critical to the success of their law enforcement strategies and 
programs. CPIC 2001 will support transmission of multi-media including voice, photographs and 
fingerprints. A modernized CPIC will also enable the linking of an increasing number of agencies 
and information sources. 


/ Integration of Police Information Reporting Systems 


The need for information interchange among jurisdictions is widely acknowledged. Taking into 
consideration policing needs in the wider policing community, the RCMP is assessing the integration 
of several of its current operational systems into a suite of modern applications working under 
common standards. The benefits can include standardization of information capture and exchange 
under common data and technical architecture at the detailed occurrence/records management level, 
aiding the efforts in the Canadian criminal law enforcement and justice communities. 


This initiative for a modern law enforcement occurrence records management system is intended to 
replace initially, three RCMP internal outmoded legacy systems, specifically the Police Information 
Retrieval System, the Operational Statistics Reporting (OSR) system, and the Person-Hour 
Reporting. Following the initial replacements, other existing RCMP systems would be targeted for 
integration/interface through enhancement modules. The comprehensive occurrence management 
system will form the basis of future direction allowing the provision of integrated operational 
information. 


The recently established office of the RCMP Information Architect has been actively involved in this 
initiative. Additionally, direct collaboration efforts, through the sharing of information and 
expertise, have taken place with a cooperative of Ontario police services and the province of British 
Columbia. 


Y Enhancement of Criminal Intelligence Information 
The Automated Criminal Intelligence Information System (ACIIS II), a National Police Service 


system, is offered to the Criminal Intelligence Service Canada (CISC) membership as a means of 
sharing intelligence among the law enforcement organizations. ACIIS has been developed to be 
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inclusive and has evolved to be compliant with such occurrence/records management reporting 
systems thus ensuring future connectivity with other systems. Ultimately, ACIIS will become for 
intelligence officers what CPIC is for front line police officers. 


In order to keep abreast of emerging technology, CISC envisions a constant positive change 
approach for the ACIIS. The goal is to create an evolutionary environment enabling ACIIS to evolve 
with technology. CISC is currently pursuing a collaborative research and development agreement 
with private industry. This developing partnership approach will aid in the fight against organized 
crime through the use of technology. 


The new ACIIS approach proposes an efficient and economic solution for the replacement of older 
intelligence systems both within the RCMP and in the wider law enforcement community to enhance 
the sharing of intelligence. 


/ Review of National Police Services (NPS) 


The RCMP has undertaken, with the Department of the Solicitor General of Canada, a review of 
National Police Services focusing on the development of new options for service delivery. The 
review was mandated to identify emerging needs, improve client service, explore cost-sharing 
partnerships, consider alternative methods of governance and service delivery. 


An NPS information package was developed and sent to most Canadian chiefs of police as well as 
Provincial and Federal users of national police services. Subsequently consultations were held 
throughout Canada in the fall of 1997 and an executive summary was mailed to all participants 
highlighting the key points developed in the consultation process. 


In consultation with the Department of the Solicitor General, the NPS Advisory Committee is 
reviewing the viable options to explore governance and funding issues. 


Other plans for specific activities during 1999/2000 include: 
The sharing of timely, accurate and reliable criminal intelligence on organized crime groups is 


critical for effective responses by Canadian law enforcement agencies in combatting the major crime 
threats to Canadian society, especially organized crime. CISC plans include the following: 
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the possibility of partnering with private industry to develop new criminal intelligence 
technology will be examined further in the coming year; 


the development of new international partnerships in response to the growing globalization 
of organized crime; and 


the redeployment of resources toward the emerging issues of the organized sexual 
victimization of children and of organized crime in marine ports. 


To ensure high standards of policing across Canada, the police community needs specialized 
operational, administration and management training delivered at a national level in a timely, 
accessible and cost-effective manner. The Canadian Police College plans include the following: 


“safe homes, safe communities” ra 


the exploration of partnerships in the delivery of courses with private industry, military 
police, and colleges and universities across Canada; 


the modification of investigative techniques courses to ensure that organized crime issues 
and elements are incorporated; 


the development of courses on high technology crime and cybercrime to keep up with 
emerging crime trends; and 


the modification of learning instruments to reflect emerging technologies and the needs of 
a more diverse clientele.

Key Plans and Priorities for Internal Services 
Y/Y Human Resources 


The Human Resources service line is committed to achieving organizational success through the 
alignment of its strategies, structures and resources with a focus on quality service to meet the 
changing needs of the organization. Many strategies have been adopted to reposition HR as a 
strategic, client-driven and results-based function. Much of HR’s new focus will be on building 
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partnerships with line management and developing mutual accountability for the achievement of 
their business priorities. Treasury Board’s Human Resource Management Framework is also being 
used as a guide to help the organization maintain the focus of its agenda on the development of good 
human resource management practices including effective leadership, the provision of an enabling 
environment and the development of a productive and sustainable workforce. Some of the activities 
and plans for 1999/2000 include: 


¢ Client-Needs Analysis: The results of this undertaking will provide the focal point for 
virtually all of the work to be undertaken in the HR area in the near future. Systems and 
structures will be integrated to the extent possible to support business/service lines and to 
develop partnerships with line management in pursuit of the six strategic priorities. 


¢ Strategic Planning and Performance Measurement: Aggressive steps are being taken to 
ensure the organization develops an integrated HR/Corporate planning capability as well as 
vigorously continues towards the full implementation of an effective human resource 
management information/performance measurement system and the development of a 
demographic analysis capability. 


¢ Career Development: Research and development will continue in this area in order to 
assure a better alignment of individual career planning and organization career management 
processes. 


¢ Learning: The development and implementation of a continuous learning strategy through 
modern, cost effective learning/training opportunities will continue in order to develop the 
key competencies that enable individuals to perform current or future jobs. 


¢ Classification: New classification evaluation instruments are being implemented to address 
the problems of an increasingly inadequate and outmoded job classification systems and 
attendant problems in the areas of rank and pay. 


¢ Promotions and Mobility: A thorough review of the promotion/transfer system and related 
issues will be undertaken with a view to meeting the needs of the various business lines of 
the RCMP. 


¢ Grievances: The development of alternative forms of redress such as the Alternative Dispute 
Resolution mechanism, will be vigorously pursued in appropriate areas with a view to 
streamlining the process and reducing the number of grievances that the organization has to 
deal with. 
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/ Alternative Service Delivery (ASD) 


In 1998, as part of the federal government initiative to “get government right”, the RCMP embarked 
upon a broad Alternative Service Delivery (ASD) review which is now included in the work of the 
RCMP Alignment Task Force. 


The Training Academy at Depot Division is a pilot project for ASD review, to be completed in 
1999. Other ASD reviews are proceeding in relation to Compensation Services, Health Services, 
Forensic Laboratories, Information Management and Information Technology, Real Property 
Management, Material and Services Management, and Air Services, with completion in 1999-2000. 


/Y Public Affairs and Information 

The Public Affairs and Information Program assists the RCMP to achieve its strategic priorities by 
raising awareness, increasing understanding and enhancing employee, client and partner support for 
its services. The RCMP is focusing on implementing national communication and client information 


strategies which include such strategies as: 


¢ providing front-line managers with a tool-kit of communication products to assist in 
communicating with employees; 


¢ developing a tool-kit to better communicate RCMP services to the clients, communities and 
partners; and 


¢ developing an employee communication handbook for managers. 
Plans for specific activities during 1999/2000 include: 
¢ The RCMP Musical Ride will be involved in the commemoration of the March West 
activities during the Summer of 1999 by performing along the route of the march in nine 


cities in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 


¢ The RCMP will continue to enhance the Musical Ride national sponsorship initiative 
through the development of new partnerships and the renewal of existing relationships.

Business Line Objective: 


Peacekeeping services manage the effective and timely participation of Canadian civilian police in 
international peacekeeping activities. These services are provided in accordance with Canada’s 
foreign policy requirements and are undertaken on a full cost recovery basis with other governmental 
agencies such as the Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) and the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade (DFAIT). 


After winning a seat at the UN Security Council in late 1998, Canada is expected to take a lead role 
in international peace support activities. Recognizing the importance of moving beyond 
peacekeeping to peace building, Canadian police contribute to the restoration of human security, 
social stability and the rule of law, which are preconditions for more substantial institutional 
development. It is through this institutional development that Canadian police, working in 
partnership with the international community have a direct impact on the Canadian government 
strategic priorities of transnational and organized crime. 


Key Plans and Strategies for Peacekeeping Services: 
Strategic Priority: To provide Canadians with civilian police for peacekeeping missions 
The “releasibility” of personnel for participation in peacekeeping and other international peace 


support operations continues to be a significant challenge, especially when selecting qualified 
personnel and minimizing their impact on the delivery of domestic policing services. A further 
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challenge is in finding financial resources in a timely way in light of the short lead time given for 
deploying personnel under the Canadian Police Arrangement after missions are approved in 
accordance with Canada’s foreign policy commitments. 


Plans for 1999/2000 include the following: 
* with respect to releasibility and mission readiness, ensuring that civilian police personnel 
who have been selected for peacekeeping and related activities pursuant to the Canadian 
Police Agreement are trained and available for deployment on a more timely basis; 
* ensuring that the necessary financial resources are made available in a more timely manner 
to ensure the rapid deployment of Canadian police personnel on international peacekeeping 


and peace support operations; 


* improving communications with our partners to ensure their satisfaction with our 
management of the civilian police peacekeeping program on behalf of Government; and 


* ensuring the emerging leadership for peacekeeping missions is strengthened through 
continuous learning and development opportunities.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I — The Government Expenditure Plan — provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship 
of the Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget) and key elements of the Main Estimates; 


Part II — The Main Estimates — directly supports the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and the amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 
March; and 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans — In April of 1997 the House of Commons approved a motion that split the Part III 
into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year time horizon. 
The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board, on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These docu- 
ments are to be tabled on or before 31 March, referred to committees and reported back to the House of Commons pursuant 
to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


These measures stem from the Improved Reporting to Parliament Project which was initiated as part of the revamped Expenditure 
Management System announced in January 1995. The central objective of this Project was to improve expenditure management infor- 
mation and accountability to Parliament. This was to be accomplished through a focus on results within a more strategic, multi-year 
perspective on program delivery. 

Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation pri- 
orities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved in 


Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and management 
of public funds. 
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Section I: Messages 


Chair of the Security Intelligence Review Committee

A. Message 


Within the Government of Canada, the Security Intelligence Review Committee (SIRC) is unique 
in a number of ways. Our work consists almost entirely of reviewing and monitoring the endeavours 
of others in the government system. Members of the Review Committee are selected in a 
consultative, non-partisan manner and then given complete authority to inquire into the activities of 
the Canadian Security Intelligence Service (CSIS). Most of what we learn through those inquiries 
is too sensitive to make public, yet public trust and confidence in our efforts is the foundation of the 
Committee’s work. 


All of these unusual characteristics stem directly from the responsibility Parliament has given us: 
to watch over Canada’s security service while it carries out its mandated tasks of protecting the 
national security of Canada and the safety of Canadians. 


In the world as it is, an effective security and intelligence organization is essential if Canadians’ 
well-being and safety are to be protected from very real and dangerous threats. However, 
organizations like CSIS, in possession of extraordinary intrusive powers, must be held accountable 
if the integrity of Canada’s democratic process is to be maintained, and is to be seen to be 
maintained. 


History shows that a security service without the confidence of the public will not be effective. The 
Security Intelligence Review Committee exists to engender that public confidence and to ensure that 
it is well-founded. The other Members of the Committee and I are confident of SIRC’s capabilities 
in carrying out this vital work, now and in the years to come. 


The Review Committee’s main efforts in the next few years will continue to be devoted to meeting 
two challenges: the evolving international security environment, and continuing fiscal austerity. 


The nature of the “threats” to the security of Canada and Canadians is evolving rapidly and in often 
unpredictable ways. These changes have already resulted in a major redirection of resources in the 
Canadian Security Intelligence Service and consequently in the priorities of the Review Committee 
as well. SIRC must maintain a high standard of performance in current areas of work while staying 
abreast of a rapidly changing international security climate that presents new challenges. Though 
the resources available to accomplish this have declined recently, Members and staff are confident 
that the Review Committee will be able to maintain or improve its effectiveness in coming years.

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Section II: Departmental Overview 
A. Review Committee Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The Committee derives its powers from the Canadian Security Intelligence Service Act promulgated 
on July 16, 1984. The first Chair and Members were appointed by His Excellency the Governor 
General on November 30, 1984. 


The Committee is empowered to set its own Rules of Procedure, and to employ an executive director 
and adequate staff to support its activities. The Act requires the Committee to report annually to the 
Solicitor General of Canada who must, in turn, table the report in each House of Parliament on any 
of the first fifteen days on which that House is sitting after the day the Minister receives it. The 
Committee may also require CSIS or the Inspector General appointed under the CS/S Act to conduct 
a review of specific activities of the Service and provide the Committee with a report of the review. 


The Security Intelligence Review Committee fulfills two different and distinct functions in carrying 
out its mandate: to provide external review of the Canadian Security Intelligence Service; and to 
examine complaints by individuals or reports from Ministers concerning security clearances, 
immigration, citizenship, and other matters involving CSIS investigations. 


External Review of CSIS -- Parliament has given CSIS extraordinary powers to intrude on the 
privacy of suspected terrorists or spies. To protect the rights and freedoms of Canadians, SIRC has 
been given the power to investigate CSIS’ activities so as to ensure that the Service’s powers are 
used legally and appropriately. With the exception of Cabinet confidences, SIRC has the absolute 
authority to examine all information concerning CSIS’ activities, no matter how highly classified 
that information may be. 


The Committee reviews CSIS activities, and reports to Parliament on whether the Service is acting 
within the limits of the law and is effectively protecting the security of Canadians. As part of its 
regular review functions, each year the Committee examines special areas of interest. Thus, it has 
reviewed CSIS investigations in the areas of economic security, proliferation of weapons of mass 
destruction, and campus operations. These major special reviews allow the Committee to provide 
in-depth findings on potential areas of concern. 


Investigation of Complaints -- SIRC’s second role is to investigate complaints. The Committee 
investigates complaints concerning denials of security clearances to government employees or 
contractors. It also investigates reports from Ministers involving immigration, citizenship, certain 
human rights matters, and organized crime. Finally, the Committee investigates complaints from 
the general public concerning any act or thing done by CSIS. 
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Complaints cases involve people's fundamental rights. Denials of security clearances affect 
employment and future career prospects. Citizenship or immigration actions can lead to removal 
from Canada. The Committee must thus ensure that individuals so affected are provided with as 
much information as possible within the limits of national security requirements. The Committee 
must also ensure that, to the extent possible, every complainant has an opportunity to be heard, to 
present his or her witnesses, and make his or her case. 


B. Priorities 


The Committee’s priorities and initiatives over the next few years are oriented towards the 
achievement of its strategic objectives. They include: 


> enhancing the productivity and effectiveness of the research/audit section by 
providing appropriate training, guidance, and experience; 


> staying abreast of the changing security environment by keeping in touch with the 
appropriate agencies and experts both domestic and international; 


> improving the appearance and readability of the Annual Report as well as 
reorganizing its content to make it a more useful research tool for SIRC’s clients; 


> improving SIRC’s Web site to make it an informative and up-to-date reflection of 
SIRC’s work; and 


> making every effort to ensure that the fairness and efficiency of the complaint 
process satisfies all parties, but, in particular, satisfies those persons who complain 
to the Committee or who are the subject of Ministerial Reports. 


In the area of information technology, the Committee has ensured that its information systems are 
“year 2000” compliant, and has engaged outside specialists in this regard. As a matter of policy, the 
Committee will continue to stay abreast of innovations in information technology so as to continue 
the steady increase in productivity seen over the last five years.

Objective 


The Committee’s objective is to provide to its clients, the general public and Parliament, a 
comprehensive, annual assessment of CSIS’ use of its powers. The aim of SIRC’s ongoing review 
process is to reduce or eliminate the risk that CSIS will engage in illegal or inappropriate activities. 


External Factors Influencing the Business Line 


Demands of Special Projects -- SIRC has a small number of employees to conduct research, yet 
they must review many files each year in order to report to the Canadian public and to Parliament 
on CSIS’ investigative activities. The statutory requirements also set out broad areas for ongoing 
audits of CSIS’ work. In addition, the Committee has often been asked to undertake, or has 
undertaken on its own initiative, many major projects concerning matters in the public interest, such 
as the Air India tragedy, the attack on the Iranian Embassy, the Boivin case, and the Heritage Front 
Affair. To meet the resource demands of these investigations and then to respond to Parliament's 
requests for information about them requires the Committee to maintain the capability to redirect 
research resources to high profile issues on very short notice and for lengthy periods. 


Evolution of the International Security Environment -- When looking at the threats to Canada’s 
national security, it is recognized that the world’s security environment has largely changed from 
the Cold War era's long-running threats, such as espionage by intelligence services, to the 
reappearance of nationalist and religious extremism, which have proven to be much less predictable. 
The Committee is conducting research and expending some resources to examine whether the new 
movements and activities that have arisen, such as some forms of economic espionage and 
transnational crime, constitute “threats” to national security as defined by the CSIS Act. 


Expectations of Clients -- The Committee has two clients: the general public and Parliament. Both 
expect SIRC to provide a comprehensive, annual assessment of CSIS’ use of its powers. The review 
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provides a form of “report card” to Parliament and the public which can be used to measure CSIS’ 
performance. It must be designed so as to preserve the Service’s capacity to protect national security 
while at the same time maintaining public confidence that the system is functioning as it should. 
These clients also expect the Committee to respond to controversial issues in a timely fashion. 


Frequency and Complexity of Complaints and Ministerial Reports -- A major external factor 
currently influencing the Review Committee’s capacity to fulfill its mandate is the volume and the 
complexity of the complaints and ministerial reports received. The Committee conducts 
investigations in relation to complaints made by any person with respect to any act or thing done by 
the Service (section 41 of the CS/S Act), complaints made by individuals who are denied a security 
clearance and are adversely affected in their employment with the Government of Canada (section 
42 of the CSIS Act), reports made to the Committee pursuant to the Citizenship Act or the 
Immigration Act, as well as matters referred to the Committee pursuant to the Canadian Human 
Rights Act. 


Because complaints and ministerial reports are very time consuming and require expensive legal 
services, small changes in their numbers can significantly affect the Committee's budget and 
operations. By their nature, predicting the volume of complaints and ministerial reports is very 
difficult; however, the Committee is still anticipating an increase in the number of ministerial reports 
received as a result of a 1993 amendment to the /mmigration Act. This amendment broadened the 
category of individuals who can be denied immigrant status because of previous connections with 
terrorist activities. In spite of increased screening efforts in the immigration program, individuals 
who constitute a threat to the security of Canada may gain entry. Any ministerial report generated 
to deal with such individuals must come before the Committee. 


Review Committee Adjustment to Continued Government Restraint -- Government-wide budget 
reductions have, of course, affected SIRC and have had an impact on the Committee's research 
functions. The Committee has reduced the funding for seminars, in which staff had access to the 
opinions and expertise of persons from academic and other sectors. Instead, staff now rely on one-to- 
one meetings with experts and opinion makers. 


The investigation of complaints is the most expensive area of discretionary spending, and must, 
therefore, bear the brunt of recent budget cuts. To deal with the reductions, the Committee is doing 
more work "in house", and using outside lawyers less. More pre-hearing meetings are being 
conducted by Committee staff to better focus the issues to be dealt with in hearings. While 
undertaking such measures, the Committee is determined to avoid increasing the time required to 
handle complaints, and to maintain the quality of its reports. 


The Committee believes that these steps will allow SIRC to maintain or improve the performance 
of its responsibilities to Parliament and the public at lower cost. 
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Key Plans and Strategies 


The Security Intelligence Review Committee has two different and distinct Service Lines: to 
provide external review of the Canadian Security Intelligence Service; and to examine complaints 
by individuals or reports from Ministers concerning security clearances, Immigration, Citizenship, 
and other matters involving CSIS investigations. 


External Review of CSIS -- The Committee plans to audit CSIS’ activities by conducting a series 
of reviews that cover the key program areas of the Service. 


In 1999-2000, the Review Committee will conduct two major reviews of the core CSIS program: 
it will examine a long-duration counter terrorism investigation and, in a separate study, will audit 
the investigative authorities issued against the officials of a foreign state. 


The counter terrorism review described in last year’s report has been re-scheduled to fiscal 1999- 
2000. The paper will examine the basis for the investigative authorizations, analyse the current 
threat posed by certain terrorist groups to Canada’s national security, measure the scope of the 
resource-intensive investigations, and assess the level of cooperation between CSIS and foreign 
security/intelligence agencies. 


The review of foreign officials will study the scope of the investigation against the suspected 
intelligence agents, the procedures employed, the resources that CSIS has committed, and the 
Service’s advice to government. 


Under section 16 of the CS/S Act, the Departments of National Defence and F oreign Affairs and 
International Trade, under certain conditions, can make requests to CSIS for assistance in collecting 
information of interest to Canada. The CSIS Act provides that such assistance may only be requested 
for operations within this country. 


The Committee will audit the information about Canadians, if any, that the Service collects and 
retains in the course of responding to section 16 requests. 


Under the CSIS Act, the Committee is to monitor the information that CSIS exchanges with foreign 
and domestic agencies. In 1999-2000, the Committee will review the information exchanges at a 
mission abroad arising from the CSIS liaison program with foreign agencies. The Committee’s 
review of this data will include an examination of information conveyed to foreign agencies via the 
Service’s Security Liaison Officer who serves at the post abroad, as well as through direct 
communications. 


During the past two years, the Committee has closely examined the relationship between CSIS and 
the RCMP. In 1999-2000, SIRC will resume its program to review the Service’s information 
exchanges with a wider range of domestic agencies, including selected government ministries, as 
well as law enforcement bodies. The Review Committee will examine the information that is 
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exchanged in the context of the existing agreements, policy, and legislation. The analysis will also 
assess the level of operational cooperation between CSIS and the other agencies, with a particular 
focus on how the agencies attempt to solve any problems of disclosure. 


Each year, the Committee undertakes small specialized reviews. For 1999-2000, SIRC will 
comment on three sectors of CSIS operations. First, the Committee will examine and assess the 
Service’s activities in providing advice to the Government about the threat from proliferation; that 
is, weapons of mass destruction. This study will outline the problems and provide an analysis of the 
measures employed by the Service to deal with the challenge. 


The second review will focus on the CSIS investigations of certain foreign intelligence services that 
have been identified as posing a threat to the security of Canada. 


The third study will be a review of the validity of the facts in Federal Court warrant affidavits that 
CSIS filed in order to obtain intercepts or other powers, 


A key strategy of the Committee is to conduct an extensive examination each year of all CSIS 

investigations in one region of Canada. These examinations, conducted on a rotating basis, include 

an evaluation of targeting decisions, a review of internal security cases, and an examination of the 

approval process and the handling of sensitive operations. 

Complaints and Ministers’ Reports -- The Committee will conduct comprehensive investigations 

of complaints filed pursuant to sections 41 and 42 of the CS/S Act, and reports made to the 

Committee under the Citizenship Act, the Immigration Act, and the Canadian Human Rights Act. 

Expected Results 

The Committee expects that the plans and strategies outlined above will enable it to: 

te ensure that Parliament and the Public have confidence in the rigour of SIRC’s review process 
and are satisfied, therefore, that CSIS uses its extraordinary powers within the law and in a 


way that protects the civil rights of Canadians to the greatest extent possible; 


2 be knowledgeable about CSIS' level of effectiveness in protecting Canadians from terrorist 
or other threats to national security; 


5: provide a comprehensive, high quality Annual Report, and probative research reports; and 


4. have confidence in the soundness of decisions rendered or recommendations made in reports 
following the investigation of complaints. 
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Indicators 


External Review of CSIS -- The Committee has now been in existence for over fourteen years. 
There are many subjective indicators of effectiveness and results such as remarks by 
Parliamentarians, academics, editorial writers, and foreign professors who have studied the Canadian 
system, which testify to the fact that many independent observers believe that the Committee is 
reviewing CSIS effectively. Informed observers are canvassed on a regular basis to ensure that the 
Committee is aware of outside opinions. 


Another indicator of the Committee’s results is the degree to which CSIS modifies its operational 
procedures or initiates new policy guidelines as a direct or indirect consequence of SIRC’s 
recommendations included in reports following audits or complaints investigations. The Committee 
has a program to measure the degree to which CSIS responds to its recommendations. 


A recent but revealing indicator of the usefulness of SIRC’s Annual and other published reports, and 
of SIRC’s work in general, is the interest displayed by the number of visits to SIRC’s Web site. An 
older, but no less useful, measure is the demand for copies of the printed version of the Annual 
Report and other reports. 


Investigation of Complaints and Ministers’ Reports -- A significant indicator of SIRC’s efficacy 


in conducting its investigations of complaints and the soundness of its decision making is the number 
of decisions that are overturned or changed on appeal to the Courts.

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I — The Government Expenditure Plan — provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship 
of the Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget) and key elements of the Main Estimates; 


Part II — The Main Estimates — directly supports the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and the amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before | 
March; and 


Part II — Departmental Expenditure Plans — In April of 1997 the House of Commons approved a motion that split the Part III 
into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year time horizon. 
The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board, on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These docu- 
ments are to be tabled on or before 31 March, referred to committees and reported back to the House of Commons pursuant 
to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules [, I.1 and Il of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


These measures stem from the Improved Reporting to Parliament Project which was initiated as part of the revamped Expenditure 
Management System announced in January 1995. The central objective of this Project was to improve expenditure management infor- 
mation and accountability to Parliament. This was to be accomplished through a focus on results within a more strategic, multi-year 
perspective on program delivery. 

Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation pri- 
orities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved in 


Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps.Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and management 
of public funds.

Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


SSHRC was created by Part | of the Government Organization (Scientific Activities) Act, 
1976. As stipulated in the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council Act (1976- 
77, c. 24, s. 2), the Council’s mandate is to: 


" promote and assist research and scholarship in the social sciences and humanities; 
and, 


= advise the Minister in respect of such matters relating to such research as the Minister 
may refer to the Council for its consideration. 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council (SSHRC) is a key national agency 
helping Canada build the knowledge and skills it needs to thrive in a global, knowledge- 
based economy. More specifically, SSHRC promotes and supports university-based 
research in the social sciences and humanities, as well as the training of highly qualified 
people in these fields. The social sciences and humanities embrace a wide range of 
disciplines and fields of knowledge that examine human action and behaviour, including 
their social, economic and cultural determinants. Some examples are economics, 
business and administrative studies, ethics, education and law, as well as history, 
literature and philosophy, anthropology, psychology, sociology, fine arts, native, 
religious, environmental and women’s studies. SSHRC’s clientele represents 54% of all 
full-time university-based researchers and 61% of all full-time graduate students. 


By investing in research and training in the human sciences, SSHRC makes an important 
contribution to improving Canada’s standard of living and quality of life. It helps to 
build the dynamic knowledge and skills we need to: 


= innovate and compete in a rapidly changing world economy; 
= maintain a society that is well-informed and intellectually strong: 


= draw on our cultural heritage, and address new challenges with imagination and 
wisdom. 


SSHRC provides critical leadership in the development of social sciences and humanities 
research across Canada and in the development of policies governing research as a whole. 
It seeks to consolidate and structure the national research effort in the human sciences, to 
enhance knowledge-building and innovation, and to respond effectively to the changing 
needs of government, business and community groups and the broader Canadian society.

In the coming years, SSHRC will continue to act as a catalyst within the research 
community and steer the research effort in ways that further research excellence, 
innovation, productivity and socio-economic relevance.

A key challenge for SSHRC in the current context is to 
find balanced, effective ways to respond to the competitive needs and demands of a vast, 
diverse clientele and numerous stakeholder groups. This section presents key elements of 
the internal and external environment in which SSHRC currently operates, including 
changes in the university research system, public expectations, and greater demands from 
government and the private sector for research applications and highly trained personnel. 


A. A changing university environment 


Like many other public institutions in Canada, universities are still grappling with 
large-scale cutbacks. The infrastructure and other types of support required to sustain 
research at Canadian universities have fallen substantially, and cost-driven 
restructuring has impacted significantly on academic departments, research structures, 
programs and the training of highly qualified personnel. SSHRC and the universities 
are the primary partners in sustaining a strong Canadian research and training 
enterprise in the humanities and social sciences.

At the same time universities are playing an important role in providing the 
knowledge base needed to meet the daunting intellectual and social challenges of 
today — from restructuring the world economy to dealing with the complex ethical 
issues facing society. Furthermore, necessary but expensive co-operation among 
researchers across disciplines and across institutions, both nationally and 
internationally, has become essential for research work and for the advancement of 
knowledge on major issues which are becoming increasingly horizontal in nature. 

The constraints operating in the universities have an important impact on research and 
training capacity in social sciences and humanities resulting in greater demands and 
pressures on SSHRC resources. 


. SSHRC and the research enterprise 


SSHRC is faced with the need

needs and expectations. For

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There is also the need for SSHRC to raise awareness among decision-makers and the 
Canadian public about the important role the social sciences and humanities play in 
our country’s socio-economic activities and about the knowledge available as a result 
of SSHRC funded research. To achieve this, a key part of the Council’s 
communication strategy is to enhance its role as a “knowledge broker” with users of 
research and decision-makers in government, non-governmental organizations 
(NGOs), and the general public. 


A three-year budget increase announced in the 1998 and 1999 Federal Budget allows 
SSHRC to begin to respond to the most pressing needs for expanded research and 
expertise in its fields. SSHRC's Board has adopted a revised budget to allocate new 
funds to address shortfalls in core existing programs as well as to new initiatives 
related to its strategic priorities. 


C. Knowledge gaps 


The Canadian social sciences and humanities community is one of the most dynamic 
and competent in the world. Researchers in these fields supply essential information 
(data, indicators, analysis) on social and economic development and work toward 
solutions for fundamental issues in society. Their work influences the scientific and 
technical, economic and political development of advanced societies and provides 
analysis of the major social transformations underway — such as unprecedented 
demographic changes, the communications revolution, the globalization of the 
economy and their multiple impacts on employment, governance structures, social 
stability and cohesion, and sustainable development. 


A massive federal interdepartmental effort, as well as SSHRC's own consultations 
with users of research in government and industry, helped identify areas where we 
need new knowledge to develop effective policies and programs to manage change 
and succeed as a smart society in a knowledge-based economy. Long-term 
investment in research in these key policy areas will be necessary to ensure Canada’s 
ability to compete and innovate in a knowledge-based world. SSHRC will continue 
to steer its targeted research support programs to developing areas of strength in 
policy-relevant research on critical national issues, and to further mobilizing 
Canada’s “intellectual army”. 
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D. Addressing training needs 


Canada is facing an expanding range of intellectual challenges as well as important 
changes in demographics and labour market factors. It is of vital importance for 
Canada that SSHRC be in a position to meet the dual strategic needs of “la reléve” — 
the highly qualified personnel of tomorrow — in key sectors of Canadian society 
where social sciences and humanities expertise will be required, and of easing the 
transition of youth to the job market. Here are three areas where SSHRC will focus 
on building Canada’s human capital in the coming years: 


" Preparing for a globalized political and economic system — to ensure that 
Canada has enough experts in areas such as foreign languages, cultures, business 
practices, political and economic structures, etc., and that expertise is steered 
toward regions of strategic importance to our country, such as China, Eastern 
Europe and Latin America. 


" Matching employers and human science graduates — to ensure that public, 
community and private sectors have access to graduates with the appropriate 
managerial skills and other relevant expertise through jointly supervised training 
with partnering sectors. 


" Replenishing the capacity for innovation in Canadian universities and society 
— to keep our best young minds in Canada by funding them at the critical phase in 
their careers when they have to broaden their skills and build the networks 
required to launch their research careers or to create their own jobs. 


E. Need for strategic partnerships, research collaboration and network building 


SSHRC needs to further mobilize Canada's “intellectual army” in the human sciences 
to work in more direct partnership with policy-makers and other end-users of research 
results. Among other things, such partnerships can help close gaps in policy-relevant 
knowledge related to the government's social agenda including areas such as human 
development, social cohesion, globalization, growth and governance. 


Canadian legislators, policy makers, NGOs, and business sectors have traditionally 
relied on knowledge developed by social sciences and humanities to move forward in 
key areas of national concern. For example, it is partly owing to research in these 
fields that reinvesting in our children has been recognized as a national priority. 
Research in these fields is also helping the federal and provincial governments in 
restructuring their medical, education and training sectors. Knowledge from human 
science research is also helping us fine-tune our immigration policies, develop new 
tools for community empowerment, and provide our children with the tools to bond 
with each other through the information highway while staying in their own local 
schools. 
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There is also growing recognition among all sectors that research partnerships can be 
effective means to better identify research priorities and communicate the results of 
research to those who may apply it to practical ends. One of the key benefits of 
partnership development is the creation of effective two-way communication. 


Earlier program reorientation encouraged more collaboration, teamwork and 
networking, recognizing that concentration can help researchers to work together and 
thus improve the quality and impact of their research. The Strategic Grants 
Programs, Major Collaborative Research Initiatives, Research Development 
Initiatives, Joint Initiatives, Research Networks Grants, the Thematic Programs and 
the Networks of Centres of Excellence have all had a significant impact on changing 
the way social sciences and humanities researchers conduct their research. These 
programs have attracted partners from a variety of economic sectors ranging from 
multinational resource extraction, communications and other high-tech industries to 
NGOs and federal, provincial and municipal government departments. The SSHRC 
Joint Initiatives, in particular, have successfully levered significant new resources for 
research and provided a major boost to knowledge transfer between researchers and 
users. Graph 2 (page 21) — illustrates the partnership development dimension of 
SSHRC programming and the success in levering resources. 


In a context where need for knowledge is increasing, SSHRC will continue to pursue 
additional opportunities for partnerships. SSHRC is committed to developing 
partnerships with the users of research by directing resources and programs to 
partnerships with government departments, business and community organizations.

2. Objectives 


SSHRC’s objectives are to: 


¢ support high quality research and training that results in better 
understanding of the evolving nature of the society we live in and in 
addressing emerging challenges and opportunities more effectively and; 


e help put the benefits of research to work by promoting the transfer of 
knowledge among researchers, industry, policy makers and other users 
within Canadian society. 


3. Key Activities and Strategies 


A three-year budget increase announced in the 1998 and the 1999 Federal 
Budget allows SSHRC to begin to respond to the most pressing needs for 
research and expertise in its fields. 


In March and October1998, SSHRC’s Board adopted a three-year “Action 
Plan” (called the Innovation Scenario and Update on SSHRC’s Innovation 
Scenario) to operationalize the priorities outlined in its Strategic Plan. The 
Innovation Scenario proposes initiatives which relate well to the government’s 
priorities. SSHRC’s Board has adopted a revised budget to allocate new funds 
to existing programs as well as to new initiatives related to its strategic 
priorities. Therefore, SSHRC resources are being concentrated on the core 
function of support for basic research, partnership development and training 
of highly qualified people. 
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3.1 Addressing Strategic Knowledge Gaps 
« Expanding University/Community Partnerships 


On track with its Innovation Strategy to supply policy relevant knowledge, 
SSHRC has developed an innovative program called Community University 
Research Alliances (CURA) to support the infrastructure for diversified 
research, training and knowledge dissemination programs. Launched as a pilot 
project in order to evaluate its potential, it will support up to sixteen (16) 
CURAs located in Canadian universities who will be responsible to develop 
research collaborations with the community over a two-year period. It is 
expected to encourage on-going, active partnerships between universities and 
groups from the community, to produce useful knowledge for these groups, to 
increase expertise, know-how and employment prospects for students, and to 
provide better recognition of the contribution of universities and of humanities 
and social sciences research. 


=" New Strategic Themes 


In order to identify knowledge gaps, SSHRC held a major national 
consultation to seek input in the identification of new strategic themes of 
national importance. Advice was sought from social, cultural, student and 
academic organizations, universities, learned societies, think-tanks, private 
sector groups and federal governments and agencies 


SSHRC’s Board subsequently reviewed the results of the consultation and 
selected new areas for strategic research. The new Strategic Themes were 
launched in the fall 1998 and are the following: 


e Exploring Social Cohesion in a Globalizing Era; 
e Challenges and Opportunities of a Knowledge-based Economy; and 


e Society, Culture and the Health of Canadians. 


It should be noted that the greatest response rate to the consultation was from 
federal departments and agencies, many of them expressing strong support for 
the new directions for targeted research at SSHRC. The new strategic themes 
support strongly the federal government’s Policy Research Initiative. As an 
indirect benefit, the consultation process helped identify potential partners for 
SSHRC’s Joint Initiatives program. 
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In its updated Innovation Scenario from December 1998, SSHRC proposes to 
create a series of new targeted research programs on emerging social and 
economic issues. These programs would continue building integrated, 
multidisciplinary knowledge and expertise required to understand and address 
complex problems. By creating active partnerships with policy-makers and 
other users of research, expansion of these programs would strengthen the 
policy-making process at all levels. 


" Maximizing the use of social statistics for better policy and planning 


A joint SSHRC-Statistics Canada Working Group has recommended to 
SSHRC’s board the funding of an integrated Canadian Social Statistics 
Research System (CSSRS) to maximize the potential benefits of the $50M 
invested in Statistics Canada in socio-economic databases. This system would 
be comprised of three components: advanced research and training, access to 
data and communications. Such a system could contribute to increase the 
number of trained researchers in the field of quantitative analysis, facilitate the 
access to micro-data especially those of Statistics Canada and strengthen the 
links between the work of policy makers and social scientists. The program 
could make a significant contribution to improving evidence-based decision 
making in the development of sound policies and effective social programs. 


=" Reconceptualizing Health Research 


The SSHRC is playing a central role in developing proposals on how to best 
integrate and fund the production of health research knowledge in Canada in 
order to capture the full potential of Canadian research expertise across the 
humanities and social sciences, the life sciences and the medical sciences. In 
this context, the Council will be funding policy relevant research on the health 
of Canadians through its new strategic themes. 


In addition, SSHRC has played a key role in the development of the Canadian 
Institutes of Health Research (CIHR) which the federal government 
announced in its 1999 budget. Developed by a Task Force comprising 
representatives of universities, charities, industry, biomedical and health 
researchers, and federal granting councils, this exciting initiative answers the 
call for leading-edge research and is a unique Canadian approach to 
structuring and funding broadly-based, integrated health research. Most 
importantly of all, the CIHR hold out the promise of better health for 
Canadians. 


Over recent years, researchers in the social sciences and humanities have been 
shedding much new light on the social, economic, psychological and cultural 
factors that influence our health. The CIHR will enable researchers from the 
social sciences and humanities, the biomedical and natural sciences to work 
together in responding to serious issues in human development, health and 
health care as they arise, and to anticipate problems before they arise. 
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3.2 Training for Youth and Employment Needs 


The SSHRC allocates 30% of its budget to the training of highly qualified 
personnel in the social sciences and humanities through its doctoral and post- 
doctoral fellowships programs. In 1999-2000, it plans to modestly increase its 
support in this area to better meet the needs of employers in the academic, 
government and business sectors. 


In addition, SSHRC is targeting the following areas: 


# SSHRC and International Development Research Centre (IDRC) have 
established a joint awards program, Canada in the World Grants, to 
enable young Canadian researchers to develop expertise and knowledge in 
new and emerging issues on the Canada-Asia and Canada-Latin America 
horizon that will shape the relationships between Canada and these regions 
of strategic importance to Canada; 


" The joint Forest Research Partnerships Program, established by the 
Canadian Forest Service, the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research 
Council and SSHRC, provides for the training and participation of 
students in leading-edge forestry research that is socially, economically, 
culturally and environmentally responsible. This program promotes the 
sustainable development of forest, the forest industry, and the 
communities that depend on the forests; 


= The new Strategic Themes will provide training opportunities in an 
interdisciplinary setting in the areas of social cohesion, the challenges and 
opportunities of a knowledge-based economy and the social and cultural 
aspects of health. 


Future plans related to training of youth and addressing employment needs 
include the following initiatives: 


« The new Community University Research Alliances Program which 
will provide undergraduate and graduate students with the opportunity to 
gain diversified training (including research, field projects, networking 
and others) and expertise as well as know-how and workforce skills 
conducive to employability; 


= SSHRC plans to increase the number of doctoral fellowships it offers so 
that it can support 15% of the full-time Canadian graduate students in the 
social sciences and humanities. SSHRC is also seeking to increase the 
value of its doctoral fellowships; 


« It is planned to introduce a new Targeted Masters Scholarships 
program. This program could address the need for an expanding pool of 
experts on foreign countries and regions in the new world economy; 
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= SSHRC plans to implement a broadly-based internship program in the 
public, community and private sector. The goal is to assist institutions 
in selectively matching interests of top-notch graduate students and young 
researchers with those of public, community and private organizations. 
The focus will be on providing valuable hands-on experience to enhance 
the employability of the participants and facilitate their transition to the 
job market while providing state-of-the art expertise to a diversity of 
institutions. 


3.3 Sustaining a Strong Innovation Capacity 


Basic research is a fundamental intellectual asset in achieving advancement of 
knowledge and innovation. By definition basic research is responsive to 
researchers’ perceptions of research opportunities, and flexible enough to 
allow a rapid response to new and emerging opportunities. It provides 
opportunities for individual researchers at all career stages to develop and 
acquire skills through carrying out quality research, developing new theories 
and methodological innovations. Support for basic research comprises the 
single largest proportion of SSHRC grant funds, and will be maintained. The 
Council’s current budget level enables it to support, on an annual basis, about 
15% of full-time Canadian university teachers and 5% of full-time Canadian 
graduate students in its fields. 


In the past, SSHRC has supported national and international research 
collaborations as well as knowledge structuring, transfer and integration 
activities, on an ad hoc basis through the Council’s Presidential Fund for 
Innovation and Development. Such activities are vital to the development of 
innovative, world-class research. SSHRC has therefore developed the 
Research Development Initiatives (RDI) program to provide for the support 
of such activities through an ongoing peer-reviewed program. Competitions 
under the program are held three times a year. The first competition for 
awards was held in the Spring of 1998. 


Future plans to sustain and replenish the innovation capacity of Canadian 
research include the following initiatives: 


" Anew Human Science Career Entry Awards program would enable 
SSHRC to support more young PhD graduates and strengthen Canada’s 
ability to maximize the potential benefits of the investment made in their 
education. The program would also enable SSHRC to introduce new 
mechanisms of support for young researchers to conduct research within 
and outside academia in areas where there is a shortage of skills and 
expertise. Such areas would include data development and analysis, 
telelearning, health and environmental impact assessment, sustainable 
natural resource management, and applied ethics. 
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= Building on the highly successful Program of Chairs in the Management 
of Technological Change, the Council will consider a new Program of 
Research Chairs for both Humanities and Social Sciences researchers. 
The Program would promote Canadian world-class leadership in our 
disciplines by supporting a select number of outstanding, internationally 
recognized champions. The goal is to sustain a dynamic and innovative 
research and training environment on key issues. To give two examples: 
chairs on contemporary civilizations could build greater knowledge and 
understanding of the factors influencing cultural evolutions and geo- 
political realignments and their implications for Canada and the world 
community. Chairs on innovation and social entrepreneurship could focus 
attention on the factors affecting the sustaining of a civic society and 
bringing knowledge to bear on institutional change. 


3.4 Communications and Knowledge Brokering 


The actual contribution of social sciences and humanities research — both to 
the advancement of knowledge and the broader application of that knowledge 
— depends to a large extent on how effectively its results are shared with a 
broad range of audiences. For this reason, SSHRC is committed to the 
principle that effective communication and transfer of knowledge are an 
essential part of the research process. 


SSHRC will continue to build on its partnership programs and research 
alliances to foster an increased transfer of knowledge between the researchers 
it funds and various user groups in government, the community, and private- 
sector (policy-makers, community groups and NGOs, business, etc.). SSHRC 
will also look for new ways to play a knowledge-brokering role between the 
producers and consumers of social sciences and humanities research. 


In order to better meet this objective, SSHRC has reorganized its 
Communications Division, enhancing the Public Affairs and Knowledge 
Transfer aspect of the Division’s activities. This reorganization will provide 
the Division with additional resources for the planning, development and 
administration of SSHRC-funded knowledge transfer programs and related 
activities, and the planning, development and production of outreach 
activities. 


SSHRC is also developing strategies to enhance the Council’s links with 
parliamentary audiences and the federal policy sector, building on activities in 
1998-99, which included the preparation of presentations to various 
parliamentary caucus groups, as well as an innovative awareness event which 
took place in the fall 1998. This event brought some 65 social sciences and 
humanities researchers from across Canada to Ottawa to talk to MPs, 
Senators, and senior federal officials about social sciences and humanities 
research in Canada.

In addition, SSHRC will continue to support activities such as “Breakfasts on 
the Hill”, an initiative which allows Canada’s elected representatives and 
senior policy-makers to hear about leading-edge knowledge in key policy 
areas directly from the best Canadian specialists. 


3.5 Research Alliances and Partnerships, Research Collaboration and 
Network Building 


While maintaining its commitment to support basic research, SSHRC has 
geared its new and some of its well-established programs to new forms of 
knowledge production and promising trends in social sciences and humanities 
research both here and abroad. It has done this by emphasizing and 
promoting: 


= A stronger and more active collaboration among researchers through 
teamwork and networking as well as interdisciplinary research, which is 
one of the most promising routes for making headway at a time when the 
quantity and variety of information and the complexity and horizontal 
nature of research issues are continually expanding. Interdisciplinary 
research is vitally needed to counterbalance the effects of specialization 
and the ongoing proliferation of disciplines. It also contributes to tackle 
more efficiently and thoroughly the increasing breadth and basic 
interrelatedness of contemporary national and global issues and problems. 
This approach naturally complements more traditional and individual 
approaches to research problems. 


=" Intellectual and financial partnerships are essential, not only from a 
financial point of view, but also in order to bring academics closer to the 
community, better match the 
interests of researchers and the 
needs of society, and facilitate the 
SSHRC and Partners Contributions transfer of knowledge to the 
Strategic Joint Initiatives potential users of research.

In 1998 SSHRC has established closer links with business through the 
Industry Portfolio Action Plan Sciences and Technology for the New Century 
and launched the Network on Innovation Systems involving SSHRC, NRC 
and NSERC as partners. Composed of five regional networks across Canada, 
the Network is studying the relationship between innovation and economic 
development at local and regional levels with the aim of improving regional 
innovation systems. The Network will provide a forum for researchers, 
private sector firms and associations and government policy makers to share 
ideas and research results and to chart new directions for research in this key 
area. The Network held its first national annual meeting in the fall of 1998. 


With other government departments, SSHRC is developing mechanisms to 
strengthen linkages between researchers and the federal policy research 
community to define major trends influencing policy development. In 
addition to the CFS/SSHRC Forest Research Partnerships Program and 
the IDRC/SSHRC Canada in the World Grants Program described above, 
SSHRC will be supporting research and training through the National 
Literacy Secretariat joint initiative Valuing Literacy, and through a grants 
program entitled Federalism and Federations, sponsored jointly by 
Intergovernmental Affairs and SSHRC. 


The SSHRC has to date concluded twenty (20) joint initiatives. We believe 
there is more scope for closer alliances and partnerships with users of research 
in business and government than is presently realized. In 1999-2000, SSHRC 
will pursue an expansion of such collaboration in all aspects of its work. 


3.6 Policy Leadership 


SSHRC has become an active and important player in the Federal Policy 
Research Initiative aimed at enhancing the policy research capacity in the 
federal departments through strengthening the knowledge base. SSHRC is 
working closely with the Policy Research Committee to engage the academic 
community in this major endeavour. More than 200 researchers have 
submitted proposals to examine 8 mega-trends that will drive Canada in the 
next Millennium: 


* Globalisation 

* North American integration 

" Technological change and the information revolution 
« The environment 

«= Demographics — aging 

» Value change 

" Multiple centres of power 

* Social differentiation 
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Over 65 university-based researchers are now working in partnership with 
government researchers and policy-makers to define research agendas that 
will allow them to jointly build the knowledge needed to develop effective 
policies and programs to manage change in these cross-cutting areas. 


Through the release of the Tri-Council Policy Statement on Ethical 
Conduct for Research Involving Humans, Canada is the first country to 
have a comprehensive ethical policy statement. The SSHRC/NSERC/ MRC 
new joint policy statement addresses a number of complex ethical principles 
surrounding the duties, rights and norms of those conducting research and 
seeks to ensure that research subjects are treated with respect and privacy, and 
that Canadian society benefits from research that is conducted in a socially 
and scientifically responsible matter. 


One of the SSHRC Council goals is to explore at an early stage the potential 
for new targeted research areas in the social sciences and humanities. In this 
context, SSHRC is participating with NSERC in setting up a joint Task Force 
on Northern Research with the objective of gathering information about the 
level of university research activity in the North, reviewing government 
initiatives and assessing the current funding environment for Northern 
research in Canada. This Task Force will allow the two councils to assess 
Canada’s capacity to resolve Northern issues through collaboration between 
natural sciences and human sciences. 


3.7 SSHRC’s International Activities 


Research in today’s world is an international enterprise and is directly affected 
by the accelerating trend towards globalization. For Canadian researchers, 
working in a relatively small and open community, it is increasingly important 
to develop international linkages, and to bring back new knowledge, 
technologies, innovations and new research practices that can strengthen 
Canadian S&T resources. 


SSHRC’s international strategy calls for: 


>» expanding research support for international activities through more 
effective use of the present array of funding modalities in use at SSHRC, 
including the recently launched Research Development Initiatives 
Program, and targeted thematic research; 


>» encouraging and facilitating collaborative endeavours with foreign 
partners in designated thematic areas, where comparative and international 
studies offer deeper insights and valuable data into issues being studied; 


SSHRC will promote this new international orientation through partnerships 
and research alliances, building on such models as the Metropolis Project, and 
the SSHRC/IDRC Canada in the World Grants program. 
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In order to develop international collaboration and linkages, SSHRC has 
undertaken visits with United States counterparts to assess potential 
collaborations on social sciences and humanities related issues. In the coming 
years, SSHRC will undertake to further international institutional 
collaborations. 


SSHRC is also developing in collaboration with the United States and the 
United Kingdom, a proposal to hold a workshop on the Large Scale 
Infrastructure for the Social Sciences, under the auspices of the OECD Global 
Science Forum. The objectives of this workshop, to be held in the fall of 1999 
in Ottawa, will be to examine the relationship between infrastructure 
development in the social sciences and its impact on research capabilities and 
productivity. The workshop will identify and explore technical and policy 
issues involved in expanding and improving the efficiency of electronically 
linked, widely accessible, international databases containing data relevant to 
social science research and analysis. 


3.8 Operations and Resource Management 


SSHRC is committed to improving the quality of service provided to 
researchers and other clients. This has required particular attention to 
organizational structures, management practices, and ways of working to 
maximize the potential of existing staff. In early 1998, SSHRC reorganized 
the Council Committee structure to use the expertise of the newly appointed 
Board to best advantage. The restructuring of the Board included a 
redefinition of the role of standing committees in addition to the creation of 
three new standing committees (Strategic Programs and Joint Initiatives 
Committee; Research and Dissemination Committee; Fellowships and Career 
Development Committee) and, the creation of a Committee on Ethics and 
Integrity, to provide better advice to Council on priority areas. 


SSHRC’s program delivery structure is being adjusted to reinforce the 
linkages between the corporate and program functions. The reorganization has 
been completed through the integration of the divisions of policy, planning 
and evaluation with the division of programs under the leadership of one 
Director General for Programs, Policy and Planning. 


Collaboration with NSERC on the creation of a Common Administrative 
Services Division (comprising administration, finance, information 
management and human resources) to rationalize key operations and provide 
more efficient and effective client service, has been completed. The Common 
Administrative Services Division is now operational. 


SSHRC will continue to fine-tune and achieve further efficiency gains in the 
planning and delivery of national funding competitions annually, which 
involve obtaining the assistance of thousands of experienced researchers in

Canada and abroad who conduct individual written assessments of over 6,000 
separate applications for funding support in all fields of the human sciences. 


4. Expected Results 


SSHRC’s investment supports research, which expands and communicates 
knowledge about economic, social and cultural change. This investment in 
research expertise and highly skilled people will continue to provide important 
benefits to Canada as the impacts of technological, political, economic and 
social changes accelerate in the decades ahead. Quality of life for all 
Canadians is dependent on our ability to understand and interpret the world 
we live in, and also to help shape that world. The return on Canada’s 
investment in social sciences and humanities research and training will 
contribute, both intellectually and practically, to quality of life for all 
Canadians. 


In pursuing this goal, SSHRC restates its commitment to the continued 
funding of high quality basic and strategic research. To accomplish this 
SSHRC will provide support for exploring the most exciting and innovative 
frontiers of research and creating knowledge to help address business and 
public policy agendas in the late 1990s and beyond. SSHRC will retain a 
commitment to promoting interdisciplinary research, and expanding research 
partnerships and collaborative alliances. SSHRC will, moreover, transfer the 
results of research to a wider audience of research users and the general public 
as part of its mission to increase its impact and visibility. 


SSHRC will also continue to invest in training of social scientists and 
humanists in universities, business and government sectors. With this aim, the 
SSHRC will help the transition of youth to job markets and provide key 
sectors of Canadian society with needed skills and research expertise. 


C. Consolidated Reporting 
Year 2000 Readiness 


SSHRC is making a major effort to ensure that the Council’s operations are not 
impaired by Y2K problems in internal systems. The following summarizes the 
progress made in responding to Y2K readiness issues: 
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SSHRC’s custom-made systems: In October 1997, SSHRC management 
approved the Awards Management Information System (AMIS) project which is 
adapting the Y2K-compliant NAMIS system recently implemented by NSERC. 
Like NAMIS, AMIS will be a bilingual, GUI-based, Windows-compatible, client- 
server system consistent with Treasury Board standards and guidelines. This 
system will provide the foundation to support the Council’s knowledge-broker 
role, including electronic information exchange with researchers, research 
administrators, graduates students, and other stakeholders. The content will also 
be expanded to include more relevant data for performance management and 
reporting, as well as for planning and evaluation activities. To date, a Beta 
version of the system has been developed and installed, and is being tested by 
Council staff. Version 1 of the production version is on track for delivery in 
spring 1999. 


Contingency plans: A Y2K assessment of the older, Wang-based systems was 
completed; this study indicates September 1999 as the latest feasible 
implementation date for AMIS. Accordingly, a contingency plan was developed, 
in case AMIS is delayed. Based on the good progress of AMIS to date, the 
contingency plan has not been activated. SSHRC is now developing a business 
resumption contingency plan. 


Shared federal government systems: SSHRC’s Treasury Board-approved 
Human Resources system, HRIS, is Y2K compliant. However, SSHRC’s Finance 
system (Freebalance, DOS version) is non-compliant and is a high priority for 
replacement. The Y2K-compliant client-server version of Freebalance has been 
selected from the list of Treasury Board-approved shared Finance systems. The 
new system has been installed on site and implementation is underway, with full 
production scheduled for April, 1999. 


Infrastructure (LAN desktop|server hardware and software): During the past 
two years, SSHRC has upgraded much of the equipment and commercial off-the- 
shelf software on our Local Area Network. As a result of acquiring and installing 
these Y2K-compliant systems, SSHRC does not anticipate significant Y2K 
problems in this area. However, the Council completed a hardware\software 
inventory and is finalizing the related compliance assessment. Required upgrades 
will be completed by mid-1999. 


External Y2K issues: In 1997-98, the Council established, in partnership with the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council (NSERC), the Medical 
Research Council (MRC) and the Association of Universities and Colleges in 
Canada (AUCC), a working group to develop the Council response to external 
Y2K issues — those associated with the Y2K-status of institutions and activities 
supported by Council grants. The Working Group has drafted a message to all 
Canadian universities to raise Y2K awareness and stimulate action. SSHRC is 
posting this communication on its website.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan — provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship 
of the Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget) and key elements of the Main Estimates; 


Part Il — The Main Estimates — directly supports the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and the amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 
March; and 


Part II — Departmental Expenditure Plans — In April of 1997 the House of Commons approved a motion that split the Part III 
into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year time horizon. 
The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board, on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These docu- 
ments are to be tabled on or before 31 March, referred to committees and reported back to the House of Commons pursuant 
to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


These measures stem from the Improved Reporting to Parliament Project which was initiated as part of the revamped Expenditure 
Management System announced in January 1995. The central objective of this Project was to improve expenditure management infor- 
mation and accountability to Parliament. This was to be accomplished through a focus on results within a more strategic, multi-year 
perspective on program delivery. 

Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation pri- 
orities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved in 


Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and management 
of public funds.

Section I: The Minister’s Message 


I am pleased to present the Report on Plans and Priorities of the Department of the 
Solicitor General. This is my first opportunity since being appointed on November 23, 
1998, to outline the Department’s goals. This report covers key plans, priorities and 
expected results for the period 1999/2000 - 2001/2002. 


The Department is part of the Ministry of the Solicitor General, which is responsible for 
the protection of the public and the maintenance of a just, peaceful and safe society. With 
a budget of $2.7 billion and over 34,000 employees, the Ministry is a key partner in 
Canada’s criminal justice system. As Solicitor General, I rely on the Department to 
provide me with portfolio-wide strategic policy advice to advance the Ministry’s mission 
of public safety and to support my responsibilities. 


Over the next three years, the Ministry will be focusing its efforts on three areas: 
organized crime, effective corrections and citizen engagement. These priorities were 
clearly identified in the Government’s Speech from the Throne and Red Book. I want to 
pursue a balanced approach that includes tough measures against organized crime and 
violent criminals, combined with safe reintegration and effective alternatives to 
incarceration for low-risk offenders. I will also emphasize crime prevention, enhancing 
our national security arrangements and making further progress in integrating justice 
information systems. 


Organized crime is a serious problem, both in Canada and around the world. It affects the 
safety of all Canadians and its effects can be seen from coast-to-coast. The Government is 
leading a major effort to combat organized crime and has forged a strong, national 
consensus based on the principle that governments and the public must work together. 
This resulted in last year’s Joint Statement on Organized Crime, which was unanimously 
endorsed by federal, provincial and territorial Ministers responsible for Justice. This 
statement clearly spells out our priorities to defeat organized crime, by combating drug 
abuse and the illicit drug trade, addressing high-tech crime, fraud and other economic 
crimes, and reinvesting in our National Police Services. 


Our second priority is making Canada’s correctional system more effective. Many 
Canadians are unaware that Canada has one of the highest incarceration rates among 
developed countries. That’s why it is so important to distinguish between offenders who 
need to be separated from society from those who could be better managed in the 
community. We have already begun work to restore this balance, by putting more 
emphasis on community corrections and developing safe alternatives to incarceration. 
However, the Government will continue to take tough measures against violent, 
dangerous offenders. 
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Our third priority is citizen engagement. I am determined to increase public 
understanding and participation in Canada’s criminal justice system. In order to develop 
and implement reforms to enhance public safety, we must provide Canadians with factual 
information as well as opportunities to participate in an informed debate. Citizen 
engagement will help to restore public confidence in Canada’s criminal justice system 
and ensure that Canadians’ voices are heard.

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Section II: Ministry Overview 
Roles, and Responsibilities of the Ministry of the Solicitor General 


The Ministry of the Solicitor General is responsible within the Government of Canada for 
policing and law enforcement (including Aboriginal policing), national security, 
corrections and conditional release. 


The Portfolio is comprised of the Department and four Agencies: the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police (RCMP), the Canadian Security Intelligence Service (CSIS), the 
Correctional Service of Canada (CSC) and the National Parole Board (NPB). There are 
also three review bodies: the RCMP External Review Committee, the RCMP Public 
Complaints Commission and the Office of the Correctional Investigator. Together, these 
organizations have a combined budget of over $2.7 billion and over 34,000 employees. 
Each Ministry Agency, with the exception of CSIS, prepares an individual Report on 
Plans and Priorities outlining their individual accomplishments and key results. 


The Department, Ministry Agencies and Review Bodies each contribute, specifically and 
collectively, to the protection of the public and to the maintenance of a just, peaceful and 
safe society. 


e The Department provides advice and support to the Solicitor General with respect to 
his responsibility for the provision of direction to the Agencies; enhancement of 
policy cohesion and coordination within the Portfolio; his accountability to 
Parliament for the Agencies; for his national leadership role in the federal activities in 
policing, national security, corrections and conditional release; and in his role as the 
Minister responsible for Aboriginal policing. 


e The Royal Canadian Mounted Police enforces Canadian laws, prevents crime and 
maintains peace, order and security. The RCMP has responsibility to: prevent, detect 
and investigate offences against federal statutes; maintain law and order, and prevent, 
detect and investigate crime in the provinces, territories and municipalities where the 
Force has a policing contract; provide investigative and protective services to other 
federal departments and agencies; and provide all Canadian law enforcement agencies 
with specialized police training and research, forensic laboratory services, 
identification services and informatics technology. 


e The Canadian Security Intelligence Service provides security intelligence to the 
Government. CSIS collects, analyzes and retains information and intelligence on 
activities that may be suspected of constituting threats to the security of Canada; 
reports to and advises the Government in relation to these threats; and provides 
security assessments. 
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The Correctional Service of Canada administers sentences of convicted offenders 
sentenced to imprisonment for two years or more. It also prepares offenders for their 
return as useful citizens to the community. CSC provides services across the country 
to offenders within correctional institutions and in the community. 


The National Parole Board is an independent administrative body that grants, denies 
and controls the conditional release of inmates from federal penitentiaries, and 
recommends the exercise of the Royal Prerogative of Mercy and the granting of 
pardons. In addition, NPB exercises the same powers and responsibilities, with the 
exception of the granting of temporary absences, for provincial inmates in provinces 
and territories without their own parole boards. 


The RCMP External Review Committee reviews certain types of grievances, formal 
disciplinary and discharge and demotion appeals referred by the RCMP. This 
Committee, which reports annually to Parliament, is a neutral third party providing an 
independent and impartial review of cases. The Committee may institute hearings, 
summon witnesses, administer oaths and receive and accept such evidence or other 
information as the Committee sees fit. The findings and recommendations of either 
the Chairman or Committee, are sent to the parties and to the Commissioner of the 
RCMP. 


The RCMP Public Complaints Commission reviews public complaints regarding 
the conduct of the RCMP in an open, independent and objective manner. The 
Commission provides information to the public regarding its mandate and services, 
reviews and investigates complaints regarding the conduct of RCMP members, holds 
public hearings, prepares reports, including findings and recommendations, and 
conducts research and policy development to improve the public complaints process. 


The Office of the Correctional Investigator conducts investigations into decisions, 
recommendations, acts or omissions of the Commissioner of Corrections or any 
person under the control and management of, or performing services on behalf of the 
Commissioner, that affect offenders, either individually or as a group. The Office of 
the Correctional Investigator is independent of the CSC and may initiate an 
investigation on receipt of a complaint by or on behalf of an offender, at the request 
of the Minister or on its own initiative.

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Section III: Departmental Overview 


A. Roles and Responsibilities 


The Government Organization Act (1966) established the Department of the Solicitor 
General. The Department of the Solicitor General Act provides for the appointment of a 
Solicitor General with responsibilities for the management of the Department. In 
addition, the Act stipulates that the Solicitor General’s powers, duties and functions 
extend to and include all matters over which Parliament has jurisdiction, and that are not 
assigned to any other department, relating to: a) reformatories, prisons and penitentiaries; 
b) parole, remissions, statutory release and long term supervision, within the meaning of 
the Corrections and Conditional Release Act; c) the Royal Canadian Mounted Police; 
and d) the Canadian Security Intelligence Service. 


The primary objective of the Department is to contribute to the public safety of Canadians 
through the promotion and maintenance of a just, peaceful and safe society. 


To this end, the Department advises and assists the Solicitor General in: 


Providing effective direction to the Ministry Agencies; 
Enhancing policy cohesion and coordination within the Portfolio; 


Exercising strategic, long-term, national leadership in policing and law 
enforcement, national security, corrections and conditional release; 


Implementing the First Nations Policing Policy through the negotiation, 
administration, maintenance and evaluation of tripartite policing agreements 
with provincial, territorial and First Nations governments; and 


Answering in Parliament for the Ministry. 
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B. Organization 


The Department of the Solicitor General is a small, strategic and policy-focused centre. 
Its primary role is to support the Solicitor General with strategic policy advice in the 
areas of policing, national security, corrections and parole. It also has continuing 
responsibility for First Nations policing. While the Ministry Agencies offer operational 
expertise, the Department develops strategic policy and provides leadership and 
facilitation from an overall government perspective. 


The Department is headed by the Deputy Solicitor General (DSG) and its roles and 
responsibilities derive from the Deputy's responsibility to provide advice, support and 
information to the Solicitor General on all aspects of his mandate, including the 
management of the Portfolio. The Deputy Solicitor General is the principal policy 
advisor to the Minister. In 1999/2000 the Department will have approximately 217 
employees and a budget of $81.3 million of which $60.3 million is devoted to Aboriginal 
policing. 


The Department also provides administrative and management support services for the 
Solicitor General program as well as three Ministry Review Agencies: the RCMP 
External Review Committee, the RCMP Public Complaints Commission and the Office 
of the Correctional Investigator. 


In support of its mandate and to achieve the results expected, the Department of the 
Solicitor General has established four business lines: 


e Advice to the Solicitor General Regarding Ministerial Direction to the A gencies, 
Portfolio Management and National Policy Leadership 

e First Nations Policing Program 

e Office of the Inspector General, CSIS 


e Executive Services and Corporate Support 


C. Operating Environment 


The Department’s priorities support the Ministry’s overall mission of public safety and 
the Government’s commitment to building safer communities. Working in close 
collaboration with the Ministry Agencies, these priorities also support and complement 
the policy agendas of our partners in the criminal justice system. 


The criminal justice system is currently facing many challenges such as changes in 
technology and demographics, globalization, and economic and social concerns. Over 
the next three years, some of the challenges for the Department are: 
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Organized crime is a significant concern because it has direct impacts on the health and 
safety of Canadians. The Government is leading a concerted, national effort to combat 
organized crime, and the Ministry plays a key role. In Canada, this involves working in 
close partnership with police, prosecutors, the private sector and other levels of 
government, to better coordinate the national effort. Similar work is under way at the 
international level, through Canada’s involvement with the United Nations, the G-8, 
Interpol and the Organization of American States as well as through a close bilateral 
relationship maintained with the United States. 


Canadians support a more efficient and effective correctional system. While there is a 
consensus on the need for tough measures against violent, dangerous offenders, a 
majority of Canadians support alternatives to incarceration for non-violent offenders. 
The challenge is to strike an appropriate balance, by giving more emphasis to community 
corrections and continuing to refine risk assessment and risk management tools. This 
will help corrections professionals to distinguish between those who need to be separated 
from society from those who can be safely managed in the community, and improve 
programming designed to assist offenders to become law-abiding citizens. 


Partnerships among police, prosecutors, governments and the private sector must be 
strengthened in order to improve the sharing of justice information. The objective of 
integrated justice information systems is to ensure that all jurisdictions and agencies 
can access the required offender and crime related information to support their decision- 
making. Further progress in this area will have a major impact on the efficient 
administration of Canada’s criminal justice system. 


Internationally, globalization, advances in technology and regional conflicts are bringing 
new national security challenges. The Department will play an important role in 
enhancing security and intelligence arrangements and ensuring that Canada is well 
prepared to address the security issues of the 21* century. 


Crime continues to be a problem in Aboriginal communities, and women, children and 
seniors are particularly vulnerable. Currently, Aboriginal people represent approximately 
2.8% of the Canadian population but they account for 16% of all federal offenders. In 
some western provinces they represent over 50% of the inmate population. This situation 
is impairing the development of First Nations and the Department will be working to 
reduce this overrepresentation through culturally sensitive correctional initiatives. 


Myths and misinformation about the criminal justice system have adversely affected 
public confidence. The Department is leading a Ministry-wide initiative to raise public 
awareness and improve understanding, in order to create a more informed public 
environment. Canadians also want to be consulted on policy reforms, and the 
Department intends to pursue opportunities to increase citizen engagement.

Finally, there is a recognition that the Department must continue to work closely with its 
partners in the criminal justice system, to realize our mission of public safety. Increased 
cooperation, coordination and collaboration will be essential to achieving this objective.

Business Line 3: Office of the Inspector General, CSIS 


The office of the Inspector General of CSIS is established by the Canadian Security 
Intelligence Service Act. The Inspector General has right of access to CSIS information 
and serves as the Solicitor General’s internal auditor for CSIS operational activities. The 
office of the Inspector General regularly monitors the Service’s compliance with its 
operational policies; reviews CSIS operational activities for compliance with law, other 
authorities, controls and standards governing the performance of these operational 
activities; and provides classified reports in support of the Inspector General’s advice and 
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a statutorily required Certificate to the Minister regarding these matters. Special reviews 
may also be conducted at the direction of the Minister, Security Intelligence Review 
Committee (SIRC), or on the Inspector General’s own initiative.

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan — provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship 
of the Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget) and key elements of the Main Estimates; 


Part II - The Main Estimates — directly supports the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and the amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before | 
March; and 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans — In April of 1997 the House of Commons approved a motion that split the Part III 
into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year time horizon. 
The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board, on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These docu- 
ments are to be tabled on or before 31 March, referred to committees and reported back to the House of Commons pursuant 
to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


These measures stem from the Improved Reporting to Parliament Project which was initiated as part of the revamped Expenditure 
Management System announced in January 1995. The central objective of this Project was to improve expenditure management infor- 
mation and accountability to Parliament. This was to be accomplished through a focus on results within a more strategic, multi-year 
perspective on program delivery. 

Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation pri- 
orities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved in 


Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and management 
of public funds.

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SECTION II: STATISTICS CANADA OVERVIEW 
A. Introduction 


The condition of a nation and its people can be assessed in many ways. Fundamental to 
these assessments is the availability of information on the many and diverse dimensions 
of the modern nation state, such as information on its population, its economy, its 
resources, and its social and cultural life. Under the Canadian Constitution, provision of 
statistics is a federal responsibility. Within the federal government, Statistics Canada has 
been legislated as the central agency to produce such information. 


A complete portrayal of Canada requires the integration of a complex array of data. For 
example, to understand a phenomenon such as the health status of Canadians, information 
is required not only on the prevalence of illness and its precursors, but also on the socio- 
economic characteristics of the population and the characteristics of the health care 
system. Statistics Canada strives to deliver information which is timely and relevant to 
the issues of concern to Canadians. 


The gathering of information involves a partnership with all Canadians. In this 
partnership, Canadians both contribute and benefit. Information is provided to Statistics 
Canada through surveys and access to administrative records, while Statistics Canada, 
after compiling and analyzing this information, provides feedback through a myriad of 
information products. 


B. Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


Statistics Canada's mandate derives primarily from the Statistics Act. The Act requires 
the Agency, under the direction of the Minister, to collect, compile, analyze and publish 
statistical information on the economic, social and general conditions of the country and 
its citizens. This activity is fundamentally important to an open, democratic society as it 
provides objective information to Canadians and their elected representatives about the 
evolution of our society and economy. The Agency’s information resources also are 
exploited by businesses, unions, and non-profit organizations to make better informed 
decisions. 


Statistics Canada also has a mandate to provide coordination and leadership to the 
country's statistical system. Its leadership responsibilities are inseparable from and 
reinforce its information-providing responsibilities. They lead to: 


e improved data quality through the use of common concepts and classifications; 

e elimination of collection overlap and inefficiency through federal-provincial 
cooperation; 

e reduced response burden through use of administrative records instead of surveys; 
and 
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e the development of more efficient statistical methods and systems through 
joint-research studies and projects. 


In recent years, Agency data are increasingly used in a statutory or regulatory mode. 
Uses include distribution of federal funds to provinces (Federal Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements Act); apportioning of federal-provincial collections (Harmonized Sales 
Tax); indexing both federal payments to beneficiaries and income tax credits (Income Tax 
Act); determining areas of eligibility for supplementary benefits (Employment Insurance 
Act); determining the distribution of parliamentary seats among provinces and defining 
federal electoral districts (Electoral Boundaries Readjustment Act); designating federal 
bilingual services areas (Official Languages Act) and measuring the prevalence of sub- 
populations which are the focus of the federal employment equity program (Employment 
Equity Act). Other federal legislation also requires Statistics Canada to produce data for 
specific purposes. (See Appendix 1. for a complete list of legislated requirements.) 


C. Objectives 
From Statistics Canada’s mandate are derived two primary objectives: 


e to provide statistical information and analysis of the economic and social structure 
and functioning of Canadian society as a basis for the development, operation and 
evaluation of public policies and programs, for public and private decision making 
and for the general benefit of all Canadians; and 

e to promote the quality, coherence, and comparability of Canada's statistics through 
collaboration with other federal departments and agencies, with the provinces and 
territories, and in accordance with sound scientific standards and practices.

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D. Stakeholders and Uses 


Stakeholders : The operations and priorities of Statistics Canada must satisfy a very 
broad range of interests — key federal and provincial users, a multiplicity of other users, 
respondents, and other agencies whose administrative data are a major information 
source. The Agency’s specific stakeholders include the following groups. 


e Public and Media: Statistics Canada’s basic information on Canadian society — 
economic growth, employment, inflation, balance of payments, population, family 
income, health, education, justice, and a host of other subjects — is communicated to 
the public largely through the media. 


e Government: Most federal departments and agencies are major users of Statistics 
Canada data and several are also important suppliers of administrative data to the 
Agency. Intensive bilateral arrangements are in place to ensure an effective flow of 
information. Provincial and territorial governments, like the federal government, are 
heavily dependent on Statistics Canada data over the entire range of subjects covered 
by the Agency; they are also major suppliers of data on health, education and justice. 


e Businesses and Labour Unions: Businesses and labour unions are important sources 
and users of the Agency’s information. The burden of surveys on the business 
community continues to be an important factor in the design of statistical programs. 
A multiplicity of communication channels is maintained with this sector, including 
close collaboration with small businesses. 


e Academic Sector: For both research and pedagogical purposes, the academic sector 
is a significant user of Statistics Canada data and is also a prime source of advice to 
the Agency. 


e Foreign and International Bodies: Statistics Canada maintains extensive contacts 
with international, scientific and intergovernmental organizations, to share 
professional expertise and to promote common concepts, standards and practices. 
Canada’s membership in international organizations, such as the United Nations and 
the Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development, requires that the 
program’s outputs meet international standards to ensure that Canadian data continues 
to be comparable with those of other countries. 


e Other client groups: There are many other users of Statistics Canada’s data whose 
interests have to be borne in mind; for example, regional and local governments, 
public libraries, professional associations, research institutes and special interest 
groups. 
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Uses: The relevance of the Agency’s statistical information to stakeholders is 
demonstrated by the uses made of it. Information is used to: 


e@ analyze economic performance; 

e develop fiscal, monetary, and foreign exchange policies; 
e shape international tariffs and trade negotiations; 

e develop policies and programs to assist small businesses; 


e support policy development and evaluate government programs on economic and 
social well-being; 


e improve allocation of government program funding by determining their social and 
economic effects; 


e support the regulatory and legislative requirements of government; 
@ draw electoral boundaries; 
e determine equalization payments and other federal-provincial fiscal transfers; 
e adjust inflation-indexed contracts and entitlements; 
develop programs to promote domestic and international competitiveness; 
support immigration policies and programs;

e assess the cost-effectiveness of health care and education programs; and

E. Ensuring Relevance and Performance 
E.1 Relevance 


Historically, Statistics Canada’s program has been structured to provide information on 
the macro-economy, the micro-economy and the socio-demographic structure of Canada. 
Statistical information also has been provided on public institutions and programs. Such 
information continues to be relevant. However, emerging issues prompt demands for 
new kinds of data. Maintaining the relevance of the Statistics Canada program by 
meeting such information needs continues to be a primary goal for the Agency. 


Statistics Canada relies on many ongoing mechanisms which contribute to the assessment 
of the Agency’s overall program. Given their nature and the breadth of their review, the 
impact of the advice received in the course of time affects virtually all Statistics Canada’s 
programs. Consultation and advice is provided by the following mechanisms. 


The National Statistics Council 


The National Statistics Council advises the Chief Statistician of Canada on the full range 
of Statistics Canada’s activities, particularly on overall program priorities.

Bilateral Relationships with Key Federal Departments 

Statistics Canada maintains, on a continuing basis, a close bilateral relationship with key 
federal departments and agencies, including Industry, Health, Human Resources 
Development, Environment, Agriculture, Transport, the Canadian Transportation 
Agency, Revenue Canada/Taxation and Customs, Heritage, Canada Housing and 
Mortgage Corporation, Citizenship and Immigration and Justice. These bilateral 
relationships foster an awareness of each department’s needs and their information 
priorities. 


Federal-Provincial-Territorial Consultative Council on Statistical Policy (and its 
subcommittees) 

This Council and its subcommittees comprise a network of 12 provincial/territorial 
official representatives, who collaborate with Statistics Canada to determine data 
requirements, consult on current statistical activities and coordinate the dissemination of 
Statistics Canada products to provincial and territorial governments. 


In the last instance, three special initiatives in the areas of health, education and justice 
statistics warrant mention. 


Health: Statistics Canada priorities are developed with the assistance of the 
Board of Directors of the Canadian Institute for Health Information. The Board 
comprises senior federal, provincial and private sector representatives including 
the Chief Statistician. 


Education: the Canadian Education Statistics Council is a joint creation of 
Statistics Canada and the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada. The 
Council, comprising the Chief Statistician and Provincial/Territorial Deputy 
Ministers of Education, advises the Chief Statistician on the Education Statistics 
Program at Statistics Canada. 


Justice: The Justice Information Council comprises federal and provincial Deputy 
Ministers responsible for justice policies and programs and the Chief Statistician, 
and provides advice to the Chief Statistician on the Justice Statistics Program at 
the Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics within Statistics Canada. 


In addition to these consultation mechanisms, the Agency conducts special program 
reviews (featuring focus groups or special consultations during program re-designs) to 
monitor the continued relevance of its products and to enhance its understanding of client 
needs. 
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E.2 Performance

Performance Monitoring 


The Agency’s performance monitoring program is undertaken through several 
formal and inter-related processes. 


e A new Integrated Program Reporting process to be launched in 1999-2000 brings 
together a number of information sources for assessment purposes. This process is 
based on 3 elements: 
> the Consolidated Annual Report will provide detailed performance 
information for each program; 

» the Biennial Program Report will provide a strategic assessment of the 

program; and 

Program Review will provide the opportunity for each Agency program to be 

reviewed by the Corporate Planning Committee on a four-year cycle. This 

review process will also include feedback from relevant program Advisory 

Committees, major clients as well as internal management committees. 


W 


e A highly structured and transparent planning process is used to annually reassess 
and update multi-year strategies and program plans, and adjusts specific program 
resource levels for coming years to reflect changing priorities. 


e Reports to senior management in each long-term planning cycle describe the 
progress on proposals approved in the previous year, as well as progress on major 
multi-year initiatives and cross-cutting issues. 


e Internal audits provide regular reports on compliance with external and internal 
policies, as well as on high-priority management issues. 


e Regular financial reviews of expenditures, revenues and commitments are integral 
to the Agency’s financial management process. 


e Annual reports to the Treasury Board Secretariat provide information on Human 
Resources programs, most notably employment equity and official languages. 


e The Agency has long recognized that not only program relevance but also 


timeliness, accuracy and comparability of its information have to be closely 
monitored. Measures of performance in these three areas, together with other

measures, such as respondent burden, the accessibility of Statistics Canada’s 
information to users, the cost effectiveness of programs, and the development and 
management of its human resources, allow the Agency to assess how its strategies 
and activities are contributing to the achievement of its primary goals. The results 
of these measures are detailed in the Agency’s Performance Report (the 1997-98 
Performance Report was tabled in October 1998). 


e Building upon experience gained in producing the departmental Performance 
Report, Treasury Board has approved Statistics Canada’s Performance Reporting 
and Accountability Structure to improve its ability to monitor and report on 
progress towards program goals. 


Together, these mechanisms provide management with insight into the changing 


demands being placed on the Agency, and a comprehensive assessment of the adequacy 
of its program and organization in light of evolving demands. 
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SECTION III: PLANS, PRIORITIES AND STRATEGIES 
A. Summary of Key Plans, Priorities and Strategies 
A.l Goal 


Statistics Canada is at the core of an integrated and efficient system that strives to provide 
an important commodity - relevant and insightful statistical information. 


Whether it is for the development of 
government policy, business decisions, or 
the decisions of individual Canadians, 
Statistics Canada must deliver information 
which goes beyond simple monitoring and 
sheds light on the issues Canadians face.

This Report describes the strategies and initiatives which Statistics Canada will pursue 
over the next few years to continue to provide quality information that Canadians need 
and deserve. 


A.2 Challenges 


To meet its objectives of providing statistical information and analysis and promoting the 
quality, coherence and comparability of Canada’s statistical information (see II — C. 
Objectives above), the Agency must consider and balance many, often competing, 
demands prior to setting statistical program priorities. The determination of these 
priorities is influenced by the need to: 


@ serve the public good and provide information to contribute to a democratic society 
® maintain data required by legislation; 


¢ develop and maintain other key statistical series which are essential for government 
policy development and monitoring ; 


e enhance the effectiveness of the private sector; 


© preserve cooperative relations with the provinces in areas of shared 
federal-provincial jurisdictions; 


e meet the need for new statistical information, while managing the impact of budget 
reductions on the existing information base; and 


¢ balance the competing demands for additional statistical information from Canadians 
and the protection of individual privacy. 


As a result, Statistics Canada's program priorities, over the planning period, will place 
emphasis on: 
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producing information that is not only relevant and objective, but that is also 
complete, timely, consistent, accurate, and comparable nationally and internationally; 


improving effectiveness of operations by reducing costs for, and controlling the 
respondent burden of, collecting required statistical information; 


preserving an up-to-date technical infrastructure which is fundamental to the 
cost-effective production of information; 


maintaining a highly competent, motivated, skilled professional workforce which is 
essential to innovative and high quality products and services; 


improving users’ access to statistical products and services and their ease of use; 


upholding high standards of service with clients, as well as with those who supply 
information; and 


maintaining effective relationships with the provinces and territories, and with 
international scientific and intergovernmental organizations.

Key Results 


Notwithstanding the delineation of Statistics Canada’s program into two business lines, 
the Agency’s fundamental raison d’étre lies in the production of statistical information. 
The effectiveness of Statistics Canada depends on its credibility, the relevance of its 
information, the quality and accessibility of its products, the attainment of high 
professional standards, and the control of the burden on survey respondents.

A.5 Key Strategies 


Specific program plans to enable the Agency to meet its challenges over the planning 
period are guided by four key strategies: 
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making the most of existing information already collected by Statistics Canada, by 
other departments and agencies, as well as by respondents in the private sector, 
through: 


» more issue-related analysis to add value to data, so that they can be used and 
understood more easily and, thus, be useful to a larger group of clients; 


» greater harmonization and integration of data from different sources to enable a 
better understanding of key issues, such as the competitiveness of Canadian 
industries; and 


» development of improved information management tools to enable clients and 
internal analysts to locate and retrieve available information more easily. 


making the most of existing resources by improving the efficiency of the Agency's 
operations, and maintaining a highly skilled and motivated workforce; 


making the most of external resources by developing partnerships with clients to 
fund the collection of needed statistical information and through the recovery of costs 
for products and services provided to clients for their exclusive use; and 


preserving a strong, professional and technical infrastructure which is essential to the 
success of the first three strategies. Finely honed subject matter, methodologies, 
systems, and operational skills are necessary for the Agency to be able to maintain its 
record of constantly improving productivity in both survey and administrative 


operations.

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Objective 


The objective of this Business Line is twofold: 

e to provide statistical information and analysis relating to the measurement of the 
international and domestic components of Canadian economic performance, and 

e to provide statistical information on the social, economic and physical well-being of 
individuals and families and on the public systems and institutions which serve them. 


External Factors Affecting the Business Line 


Changing information needs: The economic and social statistics business line must 
respond to the diverse interests of its stakeholders. It was framed many decades ago to 
focus on macro-economic and socio-economic indicators and on social program 
expenditures. Although as relevant today as then, new information requirements continue 
to emerge. New federal-provincial fiscal arrangements, the factors affecting economic 
performance in the new knowledge-based economy, economic growth, the micro- 
economic factors affecting competitiveness, social cohesion, human development, global 
opportunities and challenges as well as the outcomes of social programs are but some of 
the areas requiring more information and analysis to assist public and private decision 
makers in understanding the issues they face. 


Description 


This business line provides measures of the performance and structural make-up of the 
Canadian economy. The business line also produces information on the economic and 
social characteristics of individuals, families and households in Canada, on the major 
factors which contribute to their well-being and on publicly-funded facilities, agencies, 
institutions and industries which influence Canadians. This business line can be more 
clearly described through the activities of its two subsidiary service lines — economic 
statistics and social statistics. 


Economic Statistics Service Line 


The Economic Statistics Service Line provides information and 
analysis on the entire spectrum of Canadian economic activity, 
both domestic and international, through a set of macro-economic 
statistics. The organization of economic statistics is guided, in 
large measure, by frameworks which constitute the Canadian 
System of National Accounts. The system makes it possible to 
measure both the current performance and the structural make-up 
of the Canadian economy by type of economic transaction and by 
sector. This set of accounts is designed to provide information in 
direct support of fiscal, monetary, human resource, industrial and

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international economic policy formulation and adjustment. The System of National 
Accounts also serves as a framework within which individual statistical series are 
compared to assess their reliability and as an analytic tool to identify shifts in the 
economic importance of various sectors. 


Another component of the service line focuses on the business, trade and tourism sectors 
of the Canadian economy. Information produced includes measures of the value of 
production, cost structures, commodities produced and consumed, the flows and stocks of 
fixed capital assets employed in the economy, the degree of capacity utilization, estimates 
of planned annual capital expenditure of businesses and governments, and measures of 
price changes for industrial goods, capital expenditures and construction. 


In addition, information is provided on the volume and financial implications of 
international travel to and from Canada, on measures of change in retail prices, on the 
science and technology activities of the federal and provincial governments, and on 
research and development in government and other sectors of the economy. 


Social Statistics Service Line

The second component of this service line provides information on the facilities, agencies 
and systems which are publicly funded to meet the socio-economic and physical needs of 
Canadians. It encompasses the justice, health care and education systems, cultural 
institutions and industries. Information is provided on the nature and extent of their 
services and operations, and the characteristics of the individual Canadians and families 
whom they serve. Increasingly, the Agency must go beyond the institutional orientation 
of this component, and to portray the impacts on Canadians of the health, education and 
justice systems. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


The following provides an overview of the major initiatives to be undertaken over the 
next three years. 
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I. Project to Improve Provincial Economic Statistics (PIPES) 


Statistics Canada launched a large and important project to improve provincial economic 
statistics during 1996-97. The approved ongoing budget in 1998-99 has reached $42.9 
million per annum. 


The project is the outcome of discussions in 1996 between 
the governments of Canada, New Brunswick, 
Newfoundland and Labrador, and Nova Scotia on sales tax 
harmonization resulting in the decision to use a revenue 
allocation formula based on aggregate statistics. In order to 
minimize the burden on business, this approach was 
adopted rather than one that attempts to track every 
business transaction involving the payment or rebate of 
sales taxes. It was recognized that in order for this revenue 
allocation method to be used, substantial improvements in 
the quality of provincial economic statistics would be 
necessary. As a consequence, Statistics Canada is 
strengthening its provincial economic statistics.

Objectives of the Project to Improve Provincial Economic Statistics 


In broad terms, the goal is to improve the quality of Canadian provincial economic 
statistics. This means the development of a tightly integrated and reliable system of 
provincial economic accounts centered on inter-provincial input-output accounts and 
income and expenditure accounts, both prepared annually. 


The structure of Canada’s economy is complex and highly interrelated. Large companies, 
accounting for over half of total Canadian business sector output, are involved in many 
provinces and their production and sales transactions frequently cross provincial and 
territorial boundaries. Small companies are also involved in the inter-provincial trade. 
For this reason, it would not be feasible to confine the improvements to the three affected 
provinces. The scope of the project must, therefore, be such as to capture production and 
sales for all provinces as they affect the Harmonized Sales Tax (HST) of the three 
signatory provinces. 


Expected Results 


From 1997 to 1999, the outputs associated with these improvements will be used by 
federal and provincial finance department officials to prepare preliminary and interim 
estimates of the Harmonized Sales Tax revenue shares. By the fourth year, 2000, the 
statistical outputs will have reached a stage of completeness permitting them to be used to 
produce annual provincial and territorial Input-Output Accounts and Provincial 
Economic Accounts. These accounts will in turn, be used by federal and provincial 
finance departments to calculate the final revenue shares. 
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In addition to their role in the HST revenue allocation formula, the new data produced as 
a result of this initiative will be useful in a wide range of other applications ranging from 
intergovernmental transfer arrangements and regional development policy formulation to 
business investment, marketing and cost analysis. 


2. Survey Research Program in response to information needs to meet policy 
challenges 


In response to policy issues identified by 
federal departments, the primary focus of 
Statistics Canada over the next year will be 
to consolidate and develop, in conjunction Economic growth 
with other departments, a survey research 
program which will respond to the 
information demands in the areas of the 
knowledge-based economy, economic 
growth, social cohesion, human Human development 
development and global challenges and 
opportunities.

Activities in support of Knowledge-Based Economy and Society information needs 


e Workplace and Employee Survey 


To create optimal conditions for growth in the Knowledge-Based Economy, 
governments need to examine and perhaps redesign policies relating to education, 
training, innovation, labour adjustment, workplace practices, industrial relations 
and industry development. The Workplace and Employee Survey (WES) is 
designed to shed light on a broad range of current issues pertaining to the modern 
workplace and the inter-relationships between employers and employees. The 
results from the WES will help clarify many issues, and thereby assist policy 
development. 


e Citizen Access and Participation in Communication Technologies 


The objective of this project is to measure the extent to which Canadians have 
access to these technologies, how often they are used, and the purpose of their 
use. The survey will provide information such as: 

» the equipment and communications services people currently have access to; 
>» the use made of equipment/services; 

>» time spent on these activities; 

>» demographics of users/non-users; 
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the factors influencing people’s decision not to use this equipment/these 
Services; 

the history/flow of access to computers; 

the impact of technology on people’s lives; and 

the adequacy of Canadian content in on-line services. 


An Index of Total Labour Compensation 


The purpose of the project is to develop a new labour cost index. This index will 
assist policy makers in their assessment of current developments on labour 
markets — an essential ingredient in implementing stabilization policy. The new 
series will also permit new or better research on topics such as: 


> 


> 


the role of labour-cost pressures in the inflation process and the business 
cycle; 

how particular labour markets adjust to changes in the demand and supply of 
labour; 

the role of non-wage benefits and pay ‘at risk’ in overall compensation and in 
promoting wage flexibility; and 

the relationship between wage flexibility and employment adjustment. 


Activities in support of Economic Growth information needs 


Science and Technology Redesign Project: Information System for Science and 


Technology 
Science and technology activities are central to the creation of jobs and economic 


growth, to the improvement of the quality of life, and to the advancement of 


knowledge. Although effective exploitation of science and technology is fundamental 


to individual and societal well being, many questions relating to this issue could not 


be answered with the statistical information available a number of years ago. 


| 


Information Objective 


The development of an information system for science and 


system fe or technology was launched three years ago to address the 


science 


information gaps in this area. It is intended to provide 
information, in an integrated manner, on three aspects of 
science and technology in Canada: the basic performance 
of science and technology, including research, 

and development, and innovation, in all sectors of the 
economy; the economic and social impacts of technological 
innovation; and the diffusion of technologies and ideas in a 


technology knowledge-based economy. 
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Expected Results 


The project aims at developing three sets of measurements under the headings of 
science and technology, innovation, and diffusion and appropriation. These 
measurements will serve to provide a coherent picture of the Canadian system of 
innovation and its relation to the knowledge-based economy. 


As a result of this initiative, existing surveys have been improved, new surveys have 
been conducted and new analytical work undertaken. Activities have focused on: 

e industrial research and development 

federal science and technology activity 

innovation 

technology diffusion — biotechnology 

technology diffusion — advanced manufacturing technology 

e knowledge flows 

e economic performance. 


To date, these activities have yielded new information on industrial R&D in 
biotechnology such as the federal expenditure on biotechnology(both R&D and 
related scientific activities), the use and planned use of biotechnology and 
characteristics of firms which have biotechnology as their principal activity. A report 
has been released on the management of intellectual property by federal laboratories 
and new information on the commercialization of intellectual property by 
universities. 


Socio-Economic Indicators of “Connectedness” 
This project, sponsored by Industry Canada and Canadian Heritage, will provide 
information on how “connected” Canada is and what factors influence Canada’s 
ability to achieve its objective to make the knowledge infrastructure accessible to 
all Canadians. This data will also serve to determine the use or planned use of 
information and communication technologies (ICTs) by households and other 
sectors of the economy. 


Environment Statistics Program 

The environmental accounts and indicators provide insight into the general well being 
of society, the economy and the environment — insight that is critical in the 
examination of sustainable development. The benefits of this insight accrue widely, 
both within and beyond the federal government. A system of environmental and 
resource accounts was added to the current system of National Accounts to permit the 
analysis of the impact of the economy on the environment and vice versa. A set of 10 
indicators was extracted from these accounts to convey related, summary information 
on specific environment-economy variables. They include the evolution of Canada’s 
natural wealth, the extent of the nation’s natural resource base and the degree to 
which this base is exploited, the use of resources and the generation of greenhouse 
gas emissions per unit of household purchases and environmental protection 
expenditures by businesses and governments.The program’s objectives are: 
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To provide governments, businesses and the public with credible, comprehensive, 
consistent and timely environmental information fully compatible with economic 
and social statistics. 

To aid in the integrated assessment of the country’s social, economic and 
environmental performance, especially in light of sustainable development. 

To aid in the assessment of policy instruments designed to achieve sustainable 
development goals. 

To contribute to Canada’s knowledge of the links between society, the economy 
and the environment in order to better understand the relationship between 
environmental quality and human health. 

To compile environmental information comparable with that of other nations and 
to continue Statistics Canada’s leadership role in defining international standards 
for such work. 


e Expanding Canada’s Indicators of Sustainability - Monitoring Natural Capital 
Federal clients have identified that the key to understanding environmental 


pressures is to develop an integrated approach to environmental, economic and 
social policy. There are presently few, if any, broad indicators that integrate 
environmental, economic and social elements to measure progress towards 
sustainable development. Comprehensive measures of wealth which include 
natural capital, provide indicators of sustainability by showing whether the value 
of capital, either natural capital alone, or natural and produced capital together, is 
being maintained. This project will help achieve the integration between 
environment, economy and society by broadening the coverage of the satellite 
accounts. 


e Statistics on Recycling of Natural Resource Commodities 
Carried out in conjunction with Natural Resources Canada, this project will 


establish a supply-side measure of the waste materials collected for recycling in 
Canada. This new measure will complement the demand-side surveys currently 
conducted by Natural Resources Canada. Initially focusing on metals, Statistics 
Canada will profile the enterprises active in the industry and develop and test a 
data collection method. The project will be implemented over a three-year period. 


e The Horizontal Impacts of the Natural Resource Sector in Canada 
A two-pronged initiative will be undertaken to measure the overall impact of the 


natural resources industries on the Canadian and global economies and to develop 
a framework within which the effects of innovation and improved productivity in 
the natural resource industries, together with the impact of environmental 
production measures can be measured. 


Activities in support of Social Cohesion information needs 


e General Social Survey (GSS) 


Statistics Canada — Report on Plans and Priorities 1998-1999 to 2000-2001 AB 


The GSS will be redesigned and expanded to provide data to support research 
initiatives particularly in the areas of social cohesion and human development. In 
the year 2000, it is proposed to conduct the survey on Citizen Access to 
Information Technology which will also provide linkage to Knowledge-Based 
Economy and Society information. Preliminary plans call for surveys on Families, 
Social Support and Caregiving and issues related to Aging, Volunteering, Giving 
and Participation and Time Use in each of the subsequent 3 years. 


e Hate Crime and Other Diversity Issues in the Justice System 


Hate-motivated crime and perceived inequality of treatment of different groups by 
the justice system can drive the polarization of society along racial or ethnic lines. 
Hate-motivated crime has been identified as a major information gap. This project 
will provide information to support the development of effective policy in 
response to the social and economic impacts of hate-motivated activity. 


e Longitudinal Survey of Immigrants to Canada 


This project is designed to study the process by which new immigrants adapt to or 
integrate into Canadian society, including the timing of stages in the integration 
process, the factors which influence integration and the impacts of various 
services and policies on integration. The results of this survey will guide the 
determination of which services are most effective in helping newcomers settle 
into Canadian society and will provide information on how new immigrants use 
the resources available to them. 


e Feasibility Study fora Survey of Agriculture Activities on Reserves 


The purpose of the feasibility study is to develop a conceptual framework for the 
gathering of information on agricultural activities and on self-sufficiency of 
aboriginal people from agricultural activities on reserves. 


e Canadian Segment of the World Values Surveys 1999-2000 


This project aims to improve our understanding of value change by supporting 
Canadian participation in the next round of the World Values Surveys. The 
World Values Surveys are the most powerful tool available for tracking and 
understanding the value shifts that are profoundly re-shaping the family, the 
economy, our institutions and society at large. The objective is to gather basic 
data to determine the trajectories and dynamics of these value changes so that 
policy direction and acceptable options can be more clearly understood. 


Activities in support of Human Development information needs 


e Post-Secondary Transition Surveys 
The Post-Secondary Transition Survey will provide information to better 


understand factors affecting the transitions Canada’s young people face in moving 
between post-secondary education and the world of work, in order to help in 
development of youth policies and programs to achieve successful transitions into 
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the labour market. Results will also inform concerns about social integration and 
social disenfranchisement. The survey will reveal if there are major inefficiencies 
in the early stages of post-secondary education, and if leavers might benefit from 
alternative educational pathways. Information on persons leaving the country 
upon graduation is critically needed to assess the magnitude, to understand factors 
involved and to develop policies on the issue of the “brain-drain” - a growing 
policy concern relating to Canada’s competitiveness in the global economy. 


e Life Skills Survey 
As Canada’s economy and society changes to become more knowledge-based, 


Canadians will face a new set of transition and adjustment challenges. The 
purpose of the International Life Skills Survey (ILSS) is to directly assess, via 
cognitive measures, the performance of adults aged 16 to 65 in the skill domains 
of prose literacy, document literacy, numeracy, and problem solving. The results 
of this survey will enable the profiling of the level of skills among Canada’s 
working age population that will be comparable at the international level. The 
project will be developed jointly with the OECD, thereby permitting the design 
and calibration of a series of generic tests to measure the aforementioned skills. 


e Changing Life Paths and Time Allocation 
One of the major gaps in federal policy research identified by the Policy Research 


Committee concerns the life path and time allocation patterns of Canadians, how 
these patterns have been changing, and what the impacts of these changes are. 
Information is sought on how the manner in which Canadians allocate their time 
to key life activities affects current and future production, the quality of care 
provided to children, the quality of life of individuals and families, and the 
strength of local communities. The main outputs of this Life Paths component are 
analytical reports plus a software framework - a systematic set of empirically 
derived statistical relationships and a simulation capacity. 


e Survey on Aging and Independence 


Due to increased life expectancy and falling birth rates, Canada’s population is 
aging. For Canada, as for many other countries, the baby boom phenomenon and 
the baby bust which followed will have an inevitable aging effect on Canadian 
society. The large number of seniors that is expected following the first decade of 
the next century raises concerns over the effect they will have on health care, 
pensions, the labour force, etc. The survey will shed light on the factors affecting 
seniors’ quality of life and independence and contribute to an increased 
understanding of issues such as health, social and labour force activity and 
retirement planning. Information derived from this survey will help identify the 
major issues that affect seniors’ quality of life and independence, their magnitude 
and who may be affected and how. This increased understanding will enable 
governments respond to the policy challenges surrounding this phenomenon. 
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e Survey of Financial Security 


The Survey of Financial Security will provide information on the net worth of 

Canadians, that is, the value of our assets less our debts. In particular, this project 

will enable a better understanding of: 

the types of assets and debts held by Canadian individuals and families; 

the manner in which wealth is distributed among the Canadian population; 

the profile of Canadians holding different types of assets and debts; 

the changes in asset and debt holdings over the life-cycle; 

future consumption capabilities of Canadians and their potential financial 

vulnerability, particularly if facing unforeseen events such as a reduction in 

income; 

> the extent to which individuals’ current assets will provide them with an 
income in retirement; 

> the relationship between income and wealth; 

> the extent to which assets are being, or could be, transferred from one 
generation to the next; and 

> the impact of student loans on students and their families.

e Enhanced Student Information System 
The project consists of establishing a national database of individual student 


records at all levels of education, kindergarten through post-secondary, public and 
private. Such information will provide for the analysis of student mobility and 
pathways over time, from one level of education to another, across institutions 
and jurisdictions as well as more in depth analysis of factors associated with 
education and labour market outcomes. 


Activities in Support of Global Challenges and Opportunities information needs 


e International Merchandise Trade Data Reconciliation and Improvement 
Two factors, in the development of Canada’s trade policy, that require a better 


understanding are reconciliations with major trading partners and the 
characteristics of our exporting community. Mutually agreed trade data are a 
prerequisite for trade negotiations. This project will consist of reconciling, with 
Canada’s major trading partners, the bilateral trade flows on an annual basis. In 
addition, a population of exporters will be developed and maintained over time. 
This will allow analysis, over time, of our exporters; who they are, where and 
what do they export. Such information is a key component in order to monitor and 
focus trade promotion activities 


3. Other Business Line Initiatives 
e Agriculture 


The final two products from the 1996 Census of Agriculture will be released in 
1999. The first, in February, covers selected socio-economic data from the 1996 
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Agriculture-Population Linkage and the second will be “Canadian Agriculture at a 
Glance” to be released in the fall of 1999. 


An integrated 2001 Census of Agriculture questionnaire will be tested with 
farmers in May 1999. The proposed content will be presented to Cabinet in the 
fall of 1999. A decision on the use of intelligent character recognition for the 
capture of questionnaire information will be made by the summer of 1999. 


In 1998-99, the Rural Data Research and Analysis Program successfully launched 
a Rural Data Advisory Line and a Rural and Small Town Canada Analysis 
Bulletin series. The challenge for 1999-2000 will be to keep the momentum 
generated in the first year. The Rural Data Advisory line provides advice to users 
on how to access sub-provincial data from Statistics Canada. The Analysis 
Bulletin series provides highlights of the Agency’s analysis of rural information. 


e Longitudinal Surveys 
The program of longitudinal surveys will be pursued, particularly with a focus on 
the development of products and services from the Survey of Labour and Income 
Dynamics (SLID), the National Population Health Survey (NPAS) and the 
National Longitudinal Survey of Children and Youth (NLSCY). While the 
NLSCY has met the objectives established for the program under the 
requirements of the federal government’s Brighter Futures initiative, survey 
content has been broadened based on requirements for measures of school 
readiness. These additional requirements will result in a significant expansion of 
this initiative sponsored and funded by Human Resources Development Canada. 


e Aboriginal Peoples’ Survey 
In December 1997, approval was obtained for the Government’s response to the 
final Report of the Royal Commission on Aboriginal Peoples: Canada’s National 
Aboriginal Strategy and incremental funding was provided for in the February 
1998 budget. As a partner in this initiative, Statistics Canada will be conducting 
an Aboriginal Peoples’ Survey and creating a statistical training program for 30 to 
40 Aboriginal people per year. Gathering Strength — Canada’s Aboriginal Action 
Plan is an initiative that has an approved four-year horizon, from 1998-99 through 
2001-02. 


e Justice 

The Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics (CCJS) will continue to ensure that its 

products and activities are responsive to the evolving needs of its partners in the 

“National Justice Statistics Initiative” and the broader user community through: 

- regular contacts with members of the Initiative and other data users, 

- participation in meetings of justice-related committees and organizations (e.g. 
federal-provincial-territorial committees, interdepartmental working groups), 
and 
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- scheduled review and revision of survey operations, data content, and output 
products and services. 


A review and revision of the Initiative’s strategic plan, conducted every three to 
five years, is scheduled to begin in 1999-2000. Included in the planning process 
are an environmental scan of data requirements, confirmation of the mandate, 
objectives, and priorities of the Initiative, and the establishment of performance 
measures to assess the attainment of the objectives. 


Given the increasing demand for accountability and outcome measurement in 
government, projects to increase the accessibility of justice information and 
analysis, such as electronic dissemination and criminal justice indicators, will 
continue to be of high priority. 


As funding allows, special projects are undertaken to respond to emerging data 
needs and to explore possibilities for new data collection. Topics expected to be 
of ongoing interest include recidivism, alternatives to incarceration, youth justice, 
and maintenance of enforcement programs. 


CCJS work in support of the Federal Family Violence Initiative will focus on 
analysis of data from the 1999 General Social Survey, due to be available early in 
2000. These data will provide key insights and updates on unreported crime, 
particularly in areas such as domestic and elder abuse, as well as on public 
perceptions of the justice system.

Objective 


The objective of this business line is to provide statistical information on the Canadian 
population, its demographic characteristics and conditions, and their changes over time. 


Description 


This business line provides statistical information from the Census of Population which is 
conducted every five years. The Census provides benchmark information on the 
structure of the Canadian population and its demographic, social and economic 
conditions. It provides the detailed information on sub-populations and for small 
geographic areas, which cannot be generated through sample surveys. Estimates of the 
size of the population and its demographic structure between Censuses, as well as 
population projections, are dependent on Census information. 


Population counts and estimates are 

required to determine electoral boundaries, Population Counts to determine: 
the distribution of federal transfer 
payments, and the transfer and allocation of : 
funds among regional and municipal » electoral boundaries 
governments, school boards and other local > transfer payments 

agencies within provinces. > municipal allocation of funds 


The Census, by law (the Statistics Act), must be taken every five years. The decennial 
Census of Population is required by the Constitution as well as by the Statistics Act in 
every year ending in the number one, such as 2001. An entire cycle of activities for the 
Censuses of Population, from developing content and questionnaires to collecting, 
processing, and disseminating data, takes eight years to complete. Thus, the census cycles 
and funding requirements overlap each other, with the completion of one census program 
taking place simultaneously with the development and consultation activities of the next. 
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Conducting the Census entails both continuing and cyclical activities. Ongoing activities 
comprise the maintenance of an essential infrastructure to support research and 
development, to service requests for information, to update geographic boundaries, 
maintain computer systems and undertake the consultation required to develop content 
options for consideration by Cabinet. Cyclical activities are concentrated in the year when 
the Censuses are taken and in the years immediately preceding and following that year, and 
involve the hiring, training and supervision of a temporary work force of some 50,000 
people. 


External Factors Affecting the Business Line 


The Canadian Census of Population is the cornerstone of a number of specialized surveys 
which attempt to capture and illustrate the changes that are taking place in Canadian 
society. Such changes are often the result of emerging demographic trends such as aging, 
changing family structures, immigration, the diverging evolution of urban and rural 
Canada, the high growth rate of the Aboriginal population and the changing economic 
circumstances of families. 


Governments and interest groups are turning more and more to the examination of social 
programs and policies in order to assess their effectiveness and their impact on particular 
population groups. Demographic information is a crucial element in this process. As a 
result, demands for more varied and detailed demographic information are ever 
increasing. 


The need for more and better information on individuals and families, however, must be 
balanced with the need to protect individual privacy and control respondent burden. The 
Census of Population must continually adjust its information collection and processing 
methods to maintain this balance. 


Key Plans and Strategies 

1996 Census 

The 1996 Census output program will be completed in the coming fiscal year. Federal 
departments, the provinces and private businesses will continue to be provided with 
tabulated census data on request. Various census-based analytical papers will be 


published.2001 Census 


Testing for the 2001 Census serves a number of purposes including measuring the 
effectiveness of new questions, new working and collection methods. 


e The results of the National Census Test, conducted in October 1998, will be 
analyzed in 1999, 
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e The results of the questionnaire consultation and testing completed in 1998-99 
will be used to formulate content options for the 2001 Census. These options will 
be presented to Cabinet for approval in 1999-2000. 


Preparations for the census will build throughout 2000-01. The delineation and 
production of more than 50,000 maps will be completed for the census enumerators. 
The questionnaires will be printed and preparations for the collection and processing 
of census data will be well underway. The definition of market sector profiles and the 
establishment of pricing strategy for products and services will also take place. 


The recruitment and training of collection staff will be completed in time for census 
day, May 14, 2001. The questionnaires will be delivered and retrieved and the 
processing of the data will then begin. Data from the Census will be released 
beginning in the subsequent year and throughout the next 3 years. 
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C. Consolidated Reporting 
Year 2000 


Resolving the Year 2000 problem has been identified as Statistics Canada’s top priority 
business issue. The agency continues to work towards resolving the Year 2000 computer 
date problem on three main fronts: 


e to ensure that our own systems are properly adapted and tested so that we can 
continue to supply the information required by our clients before, through and 
after the year 2000; 

e to alert our data suppliers and partners to the issue and negotiate arrangements 
that will ensure that our data exchanges will continue to function through the year 
2000; and 

e to take a further reading of the state of preparedness of Canadian businesses as 
recommended by Minister Manley’s Task Force 2000 


On the first point, a comprehensive management program is in place targeting all aspects 
of the agency’s work. Current progress indicates that Statistics Canada should be able to 
maintain its data processing, publication and dissemination schedule in the period leading 
up to and through the Year 2000 transition. 


The Agency does not have any Government-wide mission critical systems. We have, 
however, identified as departmental mission critical programs those that provide key 
current socio-economic indicators (such as the Consumer Price Index, Labour Force 
Survey, Gross Domestic Product, International Trade, the System of National Accounts 
plus its key feeder systems) and the systems related to pay and cash handling. A 
completion target date for the conversion and testing of mission critical applications has 
been set for the end of December 1998. Due to interdependencies between several 
mission critical applications and the sequencing of testing, final testing for a small 
number of applications will likely not be completed until the first quarter of 1999. Other 
applications have a target date for conversion of mid 1999 and for testing of late 1999, 
but in many cases it has been practical to already convert and, in some cases, test these 
applications as well. In an assessment of government departments conducted by 
Treasury Board Secretariat in July, Statistics Canada’s progress placed it in the advanced 
ranking for non government-wide mission critical departments. Based on January 1999 
information, Treasury Board’s Year 2000 Project Office Report Card lists Statistics 
Canada’s overall completion index at 92%. 


On the second point, we continue to discuss mutual preparedness with other government 
departments, at all levels, on which we depend for a wide variety of data inputs. A 
communications plan is in place to alert our business respondents to the issue and 
negotiations are underway with key data providers regarding their continued provision of 
accurate and reliable data. Statistics Canada will raise awareness, especially with 
business survey respondents, about the millennium bug by printing a message on all 
external mail in the January through March 1999 window. The message will direct 
readers to a component of Statistics Canada’s web site, or to a telephone number for 
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further information. An estimated 500,000 pieces of mail will carry the message. This 
campaign will be further supplemented by special inserts in selected mailings. Despite 
these efforts, the Agency is developing contingency plans in the event that data sources 
are interrupted. This remains a top management priority for Statistics Canada. 


On the last point, Statistics Canada published the results of the first and second survey of 
the Preparedness of Canadian Businesses for the Year 2000 in December 1997 and July 
1998. As recommended by Task Force 2000, Statistics Canada will conduct a third 
national survey and results will be released in early 1999.
